The improvements made in .the art 
of Gardening, within fifty years pafl, 
are very great ^ fo that we may \vith- 
out prefumption affirm, that every 
part of this art is in as great perfec- 
tion at this time in England, as in any * 
part of Europe. Our markets being 
better fupplied with all forts of efcu- 
lent plants through the whole year^ 
than thofe of any otjier country i. and 
in their feveral feafoAs afforded -at fo 
cheap rates V that they are become a 
great part of the food of the poor : to 
which we may in part attribute the 
abatement of thofe violent fcorbutic 
diforders, which formerly raged fo 
much in.this country. 

The Kitchen Gardeners (eipecially 
thofe near London,) have, experienced^ 
. that by treating mofl of the efculent 
vegetables in a lefs tender manner than 
before prad-ifed, their crops fucceed 
much better ; and by fowing half the 
quantity of feeds on the fame extent 
of ground, there is a great faving of

The dire<ftions here given for the ' 
times of fowing of feeds, the tranf-' 
planting and managing of all forts of 
plants, as aifo when the feveral efcu-* 
lent plants and fruits are in their ma- . 
turity; as alfo the time of trees, fhrubs, 
and plants being in flower, are here 
put down for the Gardens fituated 
near London, and according to the 
new ftyle j fo that in the management 
of Gardens iitnated in a more nor-* 
thern l^Mitude, there mufi be an allow*- 
ance made for the diftance they are 
rranoved from this metrdpolis. This^ 
muft be underftood in general, Tor 
theire are fome particular warm foils 
and iitnations, at a great diiianca 
from London, in which vegetation is. 
alnioft as early as tlia lands hi gena»t 
near London* * ;

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JANUARY. 

V W^rk to be done in the KiTCUEN-Garde^* 

IF' the weather in this month be miidj you 
ilioald conttpue to dig your ground^ laying it 
in trenches to fweeten^ that it may be (bon made 
ready for fowing or planting the following months: 
for by expoiing the earth thus in ridges to the froil| , 
it will be greatly mellowed, and rendered fertile ; 
and a great qiialntity of land may be foon levelled 
for fowing, which would require much time to dig 
in a propei:»manner ; therefore this work (hould not 
be idightly done, as is too often the cafe, when the 
groutul is to be dug at the time tbe crops are put in. 
On warm borders and banks^ near walls^ pales, or 
hedges^ you may now few radtfh, carrot, and let^ 
' tuce- feeds; and in warm fituatibns fow fome peas, 
and plant beans to fucceed tbofe planted in the for- 
, ' 'mer months. • Yoo may now plant the ffrft crop of 
Windfor and Sandwich bears, about the middle of 
this month, which will come in to fucceed the ma- 
!z;agan and /)ther early beans to fupply the table 
when they are going off. The Sandwich beans may 
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be firft planted, being hardier than the Windfbr .; 

therefore are preferred by the market gardener^, 
i«ho4iave more^i^rdjfeo theqaantity^ thwibe^uft- 
Itty of their crops ; but iht Wiadfor beans are bgr 
much the beft fort for the table. Where the noa- 
Y'agan^ or other early kinds of .beans are* come 
*above ground, it ^vrill be a good method to irats 
them as clofc as poflible to the walls, pales, or 
hedges, near which «itl^ey^w.ere<^pl an ted; and in£^ 
*vere froft to cover flieni) uritb the tops of reed^ 
fern, heath, or any fuch light covering to protect 
^bem; by this care, if properly performed, they 
may be preferved In fuch winters, .as- thofe "beans 
which are wholly expofed^ll be deftroyed. 

If the froft ftiould prove very fevcre, it will be 
proper to cover the ridges over the roots of arti* 
chokes, either with old tanners bark, 'horie-dung, 
litter, or fern, which ever can be moftcafily pro- 
cured, to prevent the hoi\ from penetrating fo far 
^into the ground) as to^eilfoy the arMhokec^ 
ncglefliiig this lias very often proved faul4a.thefc 
in very (harp winters, 

'Whan this month ^proves fevierely cold, .and ihe 
ground is frozen fo-hard as not to be dug (as it 
often hagpem,) you niay c^rry dung and fpreafi 
it upon the ground, repair hedges, roib out ^and 
clean your feeds, and prepare ihreds and nails for 
thofe trees which are lo be pruned in the next 
month : and get all the ^den-tooU jready, ior 
^fe, that when the weather is. mild, you may DOt 
be hindered with thefe things when every other 
part of the bufmefs is hi great bafte;« for iff in 
this and the next month, you omit putting in your 
crops, whenever the weather will permit, you will 
£nd a great .lofs attending it the rfoUowing fpriog 

fummer, 'efpecially in dry land. 
'Make a hot- bed for fowing early cucumbers ^ 

as there is fome hazard of the plants fuccee4^ 
ing at sbiafeafon> efpecially in bad year or whece 

• .there 
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there is n<^ due care taken in their attesdaoott 
there (hoold be feme fceds put into the bed at three 

•or four different limes this month, that if fomc 
-fhould fail, the others may fuppiy their lofs: 
^there Aiould alfo be one or twn hot4>eds made at 
about three weeks diilance from each other to force 
afparagus^ to fucceed thofe i)eds which were made 
the laft month, that there amy ht no want of it 
^here it is required^dnrin^ riie winter (eafon. 

Sow creffes, mullard, rape, Tadiih, turnip, 
and other fmall fallet^heibs, upon moderate hot* 
%fds lo •bring them forward^ for the feeds fown in 
the full sfround at tiiis rcafon felJoin uiccecd : 
-tbofe perions who have no names ro fpare, may 
arch the beds jjfvttb hoops, aiid<over them with 
mats, which will be fufficienr covering in any m*G- 
«derate fcaron; or if, in feverc winters, the nr«ats 
are Gowred with draw to keep out the firoftt tbe 
imalt fallei-herbs willcome tfp in thefe beds, thougli 
the plants will oot thrive fo well ae thofe covered 
nvith giailes. 

Earth up celery to blandi it^ when -the weather 

is open and tlie ground not too wet, for-the plants 

xcannot be too much guarded trom Uoiip by earth- 
ing them up at this time. And^ in very iiard 
Profit ffonrte of the^dery, at alio ithe ridges of 
endive wlncii wofe put into ihe gro;ind to blanch, 
ihould- be covered with long litter^ or tanners bark^ 
to -keep the *froft out of iha groand, other wife 
•when it is frozen, they cannot be t-Aicu up lur uTe 
when wanted* You muft alio in open weaifaec 
•draw up the earth to yonr early peas*and beans^ 
■which will greatly proted their ftem» fiom froft; 
this (hould be done when the furuce of the ground 
49 dry^ left the moifture of the earth 4rot their ten-* 
4ier ftalk. In doing this great cam flioutd be taken 

•not to bury the tops of the plants with earth.

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ttild the old covering removed, for at this feafon 
the draw fooa becomes roc ten with moillure^ fo 
4h9ter can't be too great care taken of thefe beds 
to preferve them from froft, and keep off the wet, 
boih Nv hicb are deUru^kive to them at this feafon ; 
'for which reafon fame pertaiB cover the bedt with 
frames, which is a very fecure method where frames 
cap be fpared. 

Jn mild weather^ you may traafplant. your beft 
4tindft of endive plants on a warm border for feed ; 
in doiner which, you fhould be careful to lay the 
border a iutle iloping, that the wei may not lodge 
•about«tbe plants^ ani be very careful to malie 
choice of the flrongeft- plants, which have the 
greateft number of leaves, and if it be the curled 
endive, tbofe plants muft be chofen wboie Icavea 
are rooft curled; other wife you will degenerate the 
fort inAwo4>r three years, (b as to beconoie almoft 
plain%^ • 

:Look carefully to your cauliflawer plants which 

are under frames, pulling of all decayed leaves 
*fromtliem, which, if permitted to remain, will en- 
danger thenfl, efpeciaUytf the weather prove fobad, 
that the glaffcs cannot be opoied for three or four 
days together to give them air, which fometimes 
happens at this time ; wb^n thefe rotten leaves will 
-^^ufe the tnclofed air in the hods to torn rancid, 
to the great prejudice <)f the plants, therefore you 
*fliould always -pick them off as Toon as they turn 
(yellow; and to-be fure to give them as much $k 
J as poffible when (he weather will permit, otherwife 
' they will draw/ up weak« and not be able to 
/efiA'tbotCoid of the open ^ the next month, to« 
vrard the end of which, if the feafon be mikt, they 
'ihould be planted out where they are to remain; 
jUk] «wbcre there are caulitiower plants under beli 
or hand glafles^hicb are defigned to come early, 
the glaffes (hould be conilantly raifcd on one fide 

<willi 4veathei^ (o adm^it air for the 
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lame leafon. But id frofty weather they mud be 
fliQt down as eiofe as poffible to prevent the (harp - 
winds frofti getting under theiDi; which may kill or 
greatly injure the plants. 

Tbofc who have cucumber and melon plantr 
^eady* up, mtsft be very careful of them at tbtr 
feafon, other wife a fmall ncs^kxl will deflroy thenrr 
all. The beds muil be conitantiy kept to an equal . 
temperaitore of beat^ and air muft be given them:: 
at every opportunity, that the fteam of the- bed 
may pafs off; but this mull be done with great 
caotton^ for too much cold liic wtil be^ equallf 
deftrudive' to the plants t m6 the great art itt^ 
•raifing them early, depends upon carefully ob- 
ftrviog ail the changes ami alterations ot the 
weather^ and the temperttufe of the beds :r for the 
outward air is frequently very cold at this time,, 
the hafty admilUon of it to tender plants maf 
toon deftroy them; therefore it will be proper ta 
place a ooarfe cloth before the froilt of the ^aifes, 
which are railed to admit air, to prevent its too* 
lreeiy«eotering the bed^ which may give a fuddmj 
theck to them. 

When it happens, by fevere frod, or any other 
accident^ your cauliflower plants are deftroyed-« 
which .were railed in automni which> in very fe- • 
▼ere winters fometimes' has been the cafe, parti- 
cularly in the year 1768^ and formerly more fo 
than of late years^ then yoo ftouid (as foon as the » 
weather will permit)- make a gentle-^hot-bed, and 
fow fome feeds thereon, to raife a new fupply ; 
which, ii carefully ratied, wiH produce very good 
beads . in about a month after thoft which were - 
raifed in autumn, provided the young ones are* 
planted upon a freihhot bed as foon they are- 
fit to remove^ to brii^ibem forward. In like man* 
net you ihodid alfo raife fome cabbage plants, 
when your firft crop has been de/lroyed. For want^ . 
fif: ibis case to fow feeds of thefe after very fei^jH^jfi^^yQ^ 



•winters, many times people have loft all the for-' 
/ward fearo% and have not had a fupply till very^ 
loe in the fumtner. 

The afparagus beds made laft montli,. will now 
tcgin to have feme buds appear^ when you niuflr 
earth them the full tbicknefs over the crown of the 
roots^ which Ihould be five or fix inches at leaft,. 
and the frames fhould now be put over themt. 
but if you find the heat of the bed begin t^At^ 
dine, it will be neceflary tQ add fome hot dung: 
round the fides (which, in the gardeners phrafe, is 
called lining the beds;) this will renew the beat 
of the bed^ and' bring the afparagus forward ; yoir 
Ihould obfcrie alfo to cover the piaffes put over the- 
beds with mats and (traw. every nighty and in bad 
weather^ when there ts no appearance of fan, the 
covering may remain on all the day, till the afpa- 
- ragus appears again through the earth^ with which it^ 
Kyas lad covered; but after the buds» are come up^ 
the covi:ring fliould be taken off every day if the 
weather will permit^ otherwife the afparagus will 
be whtte^ which ren&rs it lefi efteemed la^. the 
Englifh*. 

. Towards the end of this month you may tranf- 
plant carrots^ parfnips^ leeks, and cabbages for 
iced, if the feaion proves mild; obfefving to han^ 
up the cahbages by their ftalks under cover in a. 
dry place, ihree or four days before they are plant«- 
eil and to take off the outer leaves, that the wai-^ 
tcr may drain from their inner leaves to prevent 
their rollings Thefe fliould be planted near a 
hedge, pale, or wall, where they may be (hehercd 
from flrong winds, wfiich often break down their 
branches jof feed in fummer, when they are too, 
much expofed thereto.; in doing thia yoa mufE 
never plant more than one fort in the fame place : 
for vvlure red at»d white cabbages, or favoys, are 
fu(fered lo produce feeds near each other, the fa* 

na of their flowers vriW imeimlxj and thereby 



the (orts will be degenerated ; ani it is by not ob^ 
ferving this mciliody the Engllili gurdenersi feldom 
prcferve the red cabbages good and right in thci* 
kind long^ and fuppofe it is owing to the foil and 
tltmatei ihefefof^e this feed U frequently bought 
of the Dutehy i»ho are very carefut m faVing thii 
particular fort, never fufTerins" any other kind r>f 
cabbages to (land- near them for feed : for tb^ 
ftme variation freqaently happens, whefefavoys 
are planted near cabbages for feeJ ; therefore ta 
prefcTve ihefe right, each fort (hould be pUnicd by 

itfeifi at a dift^ncefrom each oihttg to prderv^ 
them from- varying. - • 

Make fome c;eni!e hot-beds \he beginnin*^ oftliU 
month, to plant tome tanfcy ami . mint, v hich, 
if carefully imn^d, 'will be fit for ofe all Fe« 
bruary and ^.farch ; after which time the bcJs In 
the open air will fupply tlie kitchen. 

If ibe former momhi . or the beginning of thist 
has proved fo fevere as to deftroy the eaHy radtfhes 
and carrot?, which were fown on warm border*", 
you naaft make fome gentle hot- beds to low fome 
vpon to conac earlft ts Coon as the weaihet 

will permit to do this work, to* fupply the^ 
table in fpring, before tbofe can come which are 
novr to be fows tn the open air : but thefe hot* 
beds muft be earttied^ eight or nine inches deep, 
otherwife thtre will not be depth enough for thr 
radifii or carrot roots to run down before they . 
Itach thednng^ which will ftop the roots from go^^ 
ing farther; There ihould al fo be fome feeds of 
each fort fown on warm borders in the open air as 
ibon as the weather wtU'peitmt^ to Succeed ihofia 
fown on the hot-beds.- 

Tranfplarit endive into trenches to blanch, when 
the weather is open and dry; in doing which 
you muft obferve t5 lay the trenches Hoping, that* 
the wet may pafs off ^ and put the endive on the 
r&dc of (he ridge^. towards the fun, and at about 
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ilx inches from the top oi the ndge, thrulling the 
plants inia the earth «lfDoft to the extremity el 
their leaves ; - where there is the eoBvenieney of a 

covered fhed, the plants fhould be hung up by 
their root& for one nighty that the wet may ciraia 
from their leaves before they are put into the 
trenches; this wili be a good method to prevent 
tbe endive from rotting. But in very fevere win- 
lef^ t^iOidive ia^firequciHiy ktUed, which is not 
pat iato the trenches to Uanch before the froft fets 
in, unkfs the borders where it grows are well pro- 
le^ed from coU by a covering of mats or ftraw; 
therefore thofe perfons who defire to have endive 
all the fpring^ (hould be at the cxpence of covering 
tb$ plantain hard winters. 

You may now deilroy fnails and other vernain^ 
which ^at this feafon are clofely laid up in the hoWa 
of walls, and .under reed-hedges^ and other placef 
of ihtker, but cfpecially behind thefterpsof walU 
trees and in empty ppts^ where they niay be eafilj 
taken before they get abroad. - 

7owar(^ the end of the nMRthf if the weather " 
is open, there. mn ft. be :ibtt4e more peas and beans 
put into the ground to fucceed thofe before plant* 
ltd, that there may be; a conftant fupply for the 
table or market fron) the. beginning to the end of 
t^e feafpo. Thefe fhould alfo be fviie fptnacb, ' 
carrots, and lettuce of the common or browa 
Dutch forts, , fown on warm borders. Thefe fow- 
ings (hauld be repeated e^ry fortnight or three 
we^s, provided the weather will permit,, that if

jOk Cover • th0« roots of all new- planted trees with' i 

ffnakh ) toi' guard them from iroftj provlJcd it i 
be not already done, or that, it may have walled; i 
asd. the Bg« trees which* are .againft iwalls, .pales» « 
or eff^liers, .(hould be covered veit her iwuhmacs or * 
reed? ; . which-, will « preferver their tender (Ihont^ ^ 
from, being .injqred.by froft, . and cauCe the fruit to • 
csDoiefOiiijfniich earlier in ihe/pctng^^ and m greater * 
quantity ; .hut before this is done, .you fnould di* - 
veil the .branches of.all the autunrnal figs, if liiere :

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trees planted in efpaliers, k wiil be a good method 
to loofen the branches from the trellia^ and either 
lay them down^ or tie thetr branches together, co« 
vering them wiih dry litter or peas haulni, which 
v/\\\ preferve their branches Irom being killed by 
the froft^ and hereby a good crop may be generally 
obtained. 

You may now cut out all the dead or cankered 
branches from your fiandard fruit-trees; *i alfa 
fuch as crofs each otbert and are ill placed ; but 

be careful in doing this, to make the wounded part 
as (mooth as poilibie, and (loping, that the wet 
may not enter and be detained there, to the great 
prejudice of the trees. 

If the feafon be mild, you may prune dwarf trees 
of any hardy forts of fruits, as pears, apples, vines,, 

^oofeberries, currants, and ra(berries; but ftone^ 
fruit (which was not pruned in autumn) (hould be 
deferred until the end of next month, or the be- 
ginning of March; becatife if hard froft fhould 
follow focn after they are pruned, it will penetrate, 
tkhc wound of the tender ihoots and injure them. 

In moift weather you may clear your fruit-trees 
from mofs, wherever they are infrfted with it 
which may now be eafily fcraped off with iron in- 
ilruments, made hollow in fuch a manner as to fit . 
itie (izes of the bratiches ; but thefe inftrumenta 
muft not be made too fliaro, left, by being incau* 

, iiouily ufed, they (l)ould wound the bark. 
' Cut grafts from all forts of early fruits in mild 
weather, toward the end of this month, or the 
beginning of next, according as the feafon is more 
or le(s forward, laying them in the earth dofe to 
ft dry wail or pate; and, if the weather ihould be 
fevcre, thev fliould be covered with litter or ftraw 
io protect tbem from injury. The reafon for cut« 
ting them fo early^ is to prevent their buds from 

fweiling too much ^ therefore, as the winter proves 

the more or i^f/s i^vere, ycu muit be direded to 

<ttt 
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"cut ihe grafts looner or later, according as the trees 
are dirpored for budding. In the choice of thefe^ 

you (hould prefer fuch as grow upon the ff uitful 
branches of healthy tree$, aod that have good buda 
to them. 

In mild weather you muft prepare fuch bcMer^ 

are defigned for planting \ ith fruit trees the 
facceeding mouthy laying a good quantity of freih 
wrth thereoir^^ making it levels that tr may have 
feme time to fettle before they are planted* Yoii 
may alfo repair the borders about old fruit-trees 
which want mendings by laying fome freHi earth 
and wetUrotred dtrng upon them ; if the foil fs cold - 
and moid, then the roiten dung from the old me- 
lon and cucumber- beds will be the mod proper;, 
but whete the foil is hot^ neats dung is by f^r the 
bed; or where that cannoi be had, loUcn hogs ♦ 
dung is very good manure for fruit-trees; thefe 
being naturally colder than* any* other fortof dung^- 
will keep the earth cool about their roots' in the 
fummer fcafon/ Wherever any of thefe diings are 
applied to fruit-trees, they fhould be thoroughly 
rotted before they are laid on ih^ borders^ other- 
wife they will do more harm than good. But if 
the trees aie old, it will be of little fervice to add 
thi9 near their ftems ; for^ the roots which fupphf. 
them with nourifhment, are extended *to a confi- - 
derahle dillance : tlierefore the wliole border fhould 
. be manured to the dillance of fourteen feet front 
the ftemSi where the borders are wide enough to * 
admit of ii^, that the young roots niay receive noU;*- 
rithfneni liierefrom. ' ' . 

Mend and repair aH your-decayed cfpallcrs with > 
new poles where they want them, and faflen- ' 
places where the poles or rails are loofe, with wire, • 
wiiich is the ilrpnge(l failening. You muft alio 
train and tie the branches of ybur f nrit-trei^s tfti£i*etd - 
with finall ofier twit^^s, but obferve to place theif 

branches regularly at proper dift^nces^ never to 

^ crofs 
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crofs each other, and not to^failen them fo clofe- 
•with the twigs as to pinch the (hoot^, when they, 
have grown larger the following fummer. 
Yoa> imy yet plant ftrawberries and raiberries^ 
if the weather is mild and the ground in proper 
ordiu^^ tbo^ it would have been better if done inv 
, autumiH, efptcially where tbe fbil- is dry^ Thofe 
"Who are curious^to have early (Irawberries, (hould 
I^Qw plant them in pots filled with good earthy 
and place them in a (heliered fituation till they are- 
rooted; after which the pets (hoold be plunged^' 
into a moderate hot-bed, which wid bring them 
forward in a ihort time ; though it would have- 
been much better if. they had been ptaoted into the 
pots in Od^ober, that they might be well rooted^ 
before they are put in the hot-bed, whereby they 
would be capable of bearing a much larger quan* 
^y of fruii than thofe which are newty iranfplant-^ 
ed; or if they were planted into pou at this fea- 
(Qt>h and-ke^t in a ihady iuuation all the following* 
fammen^. keeping the. plants alvays dear from run- 
ners, and not fuflPer them to bear frrnt, they will 
be in -good order, to force the ne«t feafon. But 
trb«re there bat not been a provifion made of thefe 
plants lA timef tbey ihouid be tranfplanted with 
good balls of earth to their roots, and put upon 
the houbedj aad ii> this ca[e there. wiU be no oc«« 
mAoii for. fdaDttRg them ta pots ; .but it muA be- 
pbfepved^ that they (houtd have been kept dear 
from runners, and to fingle heads the foregoirg» 
fummer ; for if they were permitted to fe^d out 
fadters- lirom their: fides, the principal roots will t 
have been fo much. weakened,^ as nut- to be in a. 
Gondiiioa ta.prodjuce; nuich fruit when they ace.- 
|Qiced.\ flbct earth of tb& hot-beds wherein the 
ftra wherries , are planted^ (b6uld be< loamy and 
flrppgn, but not enriched much with dung, which 
^illtonlf add to the luxufiaoce of the plants, and ; 
pfOtfA tkm.bvmi^in plenty^s Thiesfe bM*bed9 « 
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muft not be kept covered too cloftly ; but when- 
ever the weather wiU permit^ the plants fluouid 
kave a Urge ffliare of air,^ efpeeiaUy wbtn thty ar« , 
in flower» otherwife the bteflbmi wiH fall away ; 
Ihey mufl alfo be frequently refrefhcd wiih water; ' 
etherwife the blofiboaa will iail off and not produce 
much fruit ; but Ihe vatertng mufi be performecL 

with difcretion, 

• Thofe pcrfoos who are very curious to have eaxiy 
fruit iir fercisg-firamcsy muft now begin to add 
their heat, whether it be dung or fire which they 
ufe; but, for the earlier iruHs^ fire is better thaa 
dungf becaufe the heat of that may be kept mom 
equ«; for the dung at this feafon^ erpecially where 
it is expofcd to the weather, being olien clamped 
by great fnows or too much wet, is very fubje^ 
lofe'ita heat; asd when the trees have been foroedt 
there n^ud be great care taken to keep up the 
heat ; for if^ after they have been forced out 
into bloflbm, they are neglefied, asdthe.aur with** 
in the glafles is not kept nearly te the ftme tem# 
perature of heat, the bloficms will fall cfT, and no 
itvit will fucceed them. There fliould alio be ihe 
fame care taken to let in fircft air whraever.there 
are opportunities, for if they are kept too clofe^ 
they feldoro fucceed well ; therefore it is not pro? 
per to apply the heat too early to the treet> becauie 
this month i$ of ten unfavourable to tender blo0bma|. 
when the external air is genirally too cold to be 
admitted;, and if the heat be^ noi applied beioie 
the beginning of this natnlhy -the Uoilbma will' 
not appear till the beginifing of the ne^t, when the 
weather is generaUy lefs fevere than in this; fo 
that there will be lefs danger of mifcarrying^ and 
the fruit will be ripe aknoft^aa early as tl^e.whicb .

In frofty weather yon fhould cover the beds of 
ranunculufes, anemonies, hyacinths, and other 
choice flowers : fuch of them as are not come tip 
nbove-grottnd m^y be covered whh tanners bark-,. 

peas h^iulm, or feme other light covering; but 
the beds. o£ flowers th^t .^e cgfne up, nnUl be 
Arched oi'cr with hoops^ and <overtd with mats or 

cloths i for i£ ihey are not protc€ltd from fruft at 

this 
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Ihts feafon^ tbeir leaves wilt be killed^ whereby 
the roots are often deftro^d^ or at leaft greatly 

weakened ; but' in mild weather they fl:iould be (in«- 
covjtred, and es^pofed to the airae much as poiii-^ 
ble t for if they are too clofely covered^ they are 
apt to take damp and mould, which frcqnentJy 
caufes them to decay: wherever this covering is^ 
pradifed^ it ihould be continued until the weather 
is become warmt otherwife it is better nor to tife 
it; for by being covered the plants will become 
tender, and lefs able to refift the cold^ than thofa 
eonftantly expofed to tfte open air. 

The hyacinths, narciflufes, «nd other bulbont 
and tuberous-rooted flowers, whofe leaves do not 
yet appear above ground, may be covered over witb 
tanners bark, whicb wilt prevent the froff fron^ 
peitetrating, which, in^fcvere winters, where there 
IS no covering, frequently deftroys the roots. And 
in wet land, where the beds are raifed mucb above 
the paths, there (hould be tan, litter, or dung, 
•kid in the paths to raife them, otherwife the froit 
will enter tfarougb the fides of the beds to the rootSt 
and greatly weaken or kiH thofe on the otitfide of 
the beds. This method is eonftantly praftifcd by 
the ilorids in Holland^ who prcfcrve their fiqwer* 
roots mucb better thanr the Englilh gardeners ge« 
nerally do, tho*^ the winters there are commonly 
tnore fevere than in England. 

Cover all pots and tubs of feedling flowers ul 
hard froft, and atfo from great fnows, which are 
very injurious to thcnn, efpecially to the feedling 
hyacinths, Perftao irifes^ ffimg cyclamen, ra« 
nonculufest anemonies^ narciilufes, and fome 
other bulbous and tuberous rooted flowers, which, 
though hardy enough to refift the cold of our clt- 
Hiate^ when their roots are fully grown, yet, while 
yoongy are in danger of being deflroyed by fevere 
frofl-. And where thefe pots or tubs are not 
pUiq^ed iota the earthj tbcie fiiould be tan^ litter^ 

or 
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or dung, Uid about them, tQ prevent the frq(l «ih 
tering through their fide^« 

In mtkl weather yoti maj pjgnt fucb roots 'of 
ranunculnfesy. amemmiesy md mlips^ 'as wer^:. 
kept put of the ground to retard them, that they 
may Aicceed thafe which .were plaoied-inAUtuoui 
but this Oieuld not be done when^ the eartfe is ovei; 
vet, vviiich would endanger the rotting of their 
rco^a; and if there (hou]d happen to fall mucht 
rain after j hey are plantec^ or hard froft ibould fooa < 
after follow, the beds rauft be covered with mats, . 
ftraw, or ptas haulm,. otherwif^K the lOOts will be : 
in great danger. oi^^ perifliing. 

Turn over your heaps of coi»po(f,. tha^ the froft 
may mellow them, and brc.^k ihe clods ; the oft-- 
ener tbde are tucikdf the Cooner-they \^iU b&iit 
' for life* You (hould now ouke- new htaps of . 
compoft in mild weather, when there is more lei- 
furc for doing it than when the feafon is farther/ 
advanced, and many other necefTary works require : 
attentien; therefore, at fuch times wten- tlie la- 
bourers have not full cniployn-ient in the garden, ^ 
preparing compails for pots and borders ihoiiid not : 
be negleded, as thefe ihould have timr to jte apd i 
fweeten before, they are ufed; for without this, . 
. there cau be. fmall hopes <ji iiaving choice. flo^vers * 
in any tolerable. degree of pe/fe£tioii. 
* Your choice carnations and auriculas (liould be * 

guardx'd From iieavy rains, fnow, and fevere froft, , 
which are.often very deftru^Stive to. them ; but ihey/ 
Ibould have as nau.ch free air as poflible in mild: 
weather, oiherwife they willdraw up weak, and noi : 
blow ftrongv At this kafou yop rauft alfo be cai«i-» - 
fill to* protein tbem-from vermin^ .which, for wan<r 
of «ther food, wiH« deftroy them ; particularly rats ^ 
and mice often make g^reat havock among them;; 
and. where hares or rabbits can co^ie to.carnatton^^ , 
tbey generally make clear woik^ feUom leaving ^

Prune up wildernefs trees and flowering (hrubs 
where they grow too much out of ihape, but their 

^ iiboots muil not be Shortened, for, that will pre* ^ 
vent their flowering; and dig up the ground in 
wildernefs quarters if it be not frozen, ol ferving 
to clear it from the roots of all hurtful weeds. 
This digging will be of great fervice,. and add a 
neiTtnefs to the wSde^fs, But in dbing this^ yoii 

» mud be careful not todifturb the roots of thole wood 
plants which are intermixed und^r (be tree& ios the 
fake of their flowers. • 

You may yet fbw the feeds of aurlcuhs and po- 
lyanthules, in mild weather^ if it was negleded 
in Odeber and November; and where the pots or 
tubs in whteh they are (own, are guarded from too 
, much wet, the plants will often come up in good ^ 
time^ But if they ihould not come up the hcit 
fpring, the earth mufl not be difturbed, for fome* 
times they will come up in auloiim or the foiios^* 
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ing fpring, provided the feeds are, not buried too>^ 
deep in the ground.

muft carry dung upon the ground where you in- 
tend to tranfplant young trees or ftocks In the 
ipring; you may aUb lay fome dun|^ between the 
Fowa of young treea where It \% wanted, tlMt it 

may be ready to be dug into the ground when the 
froft is gone.. You may now trim and plaih hcdgeSf. 
but it ia better ta delay it until the froft ta over^ 
becaufe where trees are greatly wounded, the froft 

often penetrates and much injures them; and when 

she (boots are fro2en« tbey wiU not bend^ but are 
l^f to crack* 

When the weather is mild, you fiiould continue 
trenching the ground where you intend to plant 
young tree» in the two following months; an4 
prepare fome beds for fowing temels of fruit-trteSf 
or maft and berries of fore rt*- frees, or flowering 
ihrttbs, fome of whkh muft be fewo the Utter end 
this meothv or the be^nni ng of the next. Yots 
fhould alio continue digging the grounii bt r\v em 
the rows of trees in the nurfery whan, the woithcr 
is fairourabte^ being careful not t** injure their 
roots ; but you fliould fhorten all fuch roots as^ex- 
tend too far from the trees, which will cauit them 
10 pot out ne%. fibres near the ftems^ and thereby 
remter them much io^tranfplant : this ihonld 
he paJticulai ly pra^ifed lo all.fbrts of evcrgreeit 
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trees» oiherwife they will be unfafe to remove in 
g few years*. 

In frofty weatheYyouihould carefully took to your 
young trees in the nurfery to prevent their being 
eateo by hares, rabbits, or other aninaals, whichf 
in fevece feaibnst often eat down young trees^ ^and 

alfo drfbark large trees and flirubs. 

In open weariicr you may trim up your hardy 
foreft-trees in the nurfery, but be careful to leave- 
fame fmall ihoots on the ftenos of all young trees, 
to detain the fap for the augmentation of ihcir 
ftems, otherwife they will be too weak to fupport 
Iheir heads ; but they 0ioaW not be left id too great 
quantity, left they prevent the upright growth of 
tiie trees. ^ • ' 

YoH m^j, tormtdu the latter end of this months 
(if the weather bemild^) tranfplant ftocks for frutt^' 
trees; as alfo young foreft-trees, where it was ne- 
gUded iOt be done in autumn ; for the fooner done^ 
the better, provided the foil be dry ; for w^hen ne^^ 

gte£led till late in the fpring, if it fhould prove dry 
weather , they will be in danger of being dcftroyed,

If this nriMth proves very fevere (as it often hap^ 

pens,) you muft be careful to keep the froil out 
of tjhe greeo-boufe; for if Lt reaches the earth of 
your orange-trees fo as to freeze it, M will c^ufe* 
all the fniit to drop off, and often a freat part of- 
the leaves alfo ; therefore it is" very ufeful to have^ 
a flue contrived under the pavea>ent, in the front* 
of the green*houfe, which msry be ofed in very 

hard winders, when it will be very difficult to keep 
the froft out of the boule where this is wanting ; 
but where there iaoorfiich irontrivanee, the gUflfes 
m frofit AmuM be dofely covered* with mats, reedsr, 
or ilr&Wt aiad you. fliould hght fix or eight large 
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candles to burn in the grecir-houfe every night, or 
{>Uce fome pans of coali^ wt;tl iightedj toward the 
' ^ront giaflies ; which are much better than bummg 
charcoal, as by fome pradifecf^ which is equally* 
pernicious to plants as animals, where the air is 
icoofined, a& in green houfes it muft be^ when ihcj 
• are clofely ihut. Befides, in great thaws, when 
the air is filled with moifture, which cccafions a 
great damp in green-bpufes^ it wili be of great ufe 
lo make two or three gentle fires where there are 
flues to rarify and warm the air, which otherwifc 
ijofien occafions the leaves of tbef trees to grow 
^ mouldy and drop off. • 
. You muft alfo obfer^e to pick off at! dead leavev, 

or fuch as are mouldy, which, if fufFered to remain 
on^ inUdi tbofe which grow near them^ and aifo 
' corrupt the air of the houfe, to the prejudice of 
your plants; bcfides, this adds a neatncfs to the • 
iioufe> and renders them more beautiful, as alfo 
more healthful. In mild weather you muft let air 
into the houfe, without which the plants will alter 
their colour, and fometimes caft their leaves; but 
this mufl be done cautioufly at this feafon. You 
I muft alfo jefrefli them with water as often as you 
. .find it neceffary, but give it them fpar ngly; for 
it is beuer to give it of(en^ and in fmalt quantitieSf 
than to. over water them at this time of the year; 
becaufe it may prove very hurtful, cfpccrally if 
bad weather (hould fet in foon after, and no fun 
' appear in the day time to dry the damp^ as is often 
' the cafe at this feafon^ when there are hard froft^ ; , 
. at which times there may be a neceflity to keep the 
, hoafe clofely ihut up for feveral days, for the moif-. 
tore of the earth in the tubs and pots will greatly 
add to the damp of the air«> 
: -The hardy furcculent plants muft have as much v 
atr as poflfible in mild weather*! for if they are too 
:ctofeIy ftmt up, they often caft their leaves and ap« 
pear- UDfi^hU/^ ai^pecUliy the feduais^ cot)^ledons, 
^ cacaiias^ 
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^ftcaltaSi and mefembryatiihemfy which^ when 
drawn too much^ will not appear handfome^ nor pro* 
duce near fo many flowers as thofe kept more hardy .; 
but thefe mifft be carefully guarded from froft, 
' wh i c h generally kiUs tfaeoi it expokd thereto. * ^ 
The ananas^ or pine-appleSf fome of which 
fwUl begin now to (hew their fruit, murt be care- 
fully iQoked aftery obferviog to refreili them when 
they are dry, with water ; for warn of which they 
are often ftarved, and theit fruit renifered fmall; 
but this water lliould be placed in the ftove at leaft 
twelve iK^ufs^etore it is ufed, that it may acquipc 
M equal warnnh with the air of the houfe* other- 
wife it will be too cold for thera. You mufl: alfo 
'keep up the warmth, and pot fuffer the heat to 
-decline at i^is feafop^ left tfaerd;yy the fruit be 
ilinted : the tan muft alfo be kept of a proper 
warmth, by ftirring it up, if .neceffary, and frefh 
Ian put injlo the beds where it is wanting; for tf 
they have not a proper heat to their TOOts, they will 

not produce large fruit ; but, at the fame time, I 
mud caution againfc keeping the ftove too hot« 
which will force the fruit too mudi, afid render it 
^very fmalU this alfo occaftons the young plants td 
^ihcw fruit a year before their time, lo that it 
•will be exceeding tmali aod of little valjue. 

The cojGfee-treesy and other woody plants, which 
are placed in the bark-bed in the ftove, muft alio be 
<>|'icn. r^tf;^rhed with wa^r^^nd their dead or mouldy 
4e^Yes conftantly off ; and where any of the 
leaves have contra^Sed 61rh, it fhould be carefully 
waflied off ; as (hould infeds, wherever the plants 
4ire infeiled with jthem, otherwife they will increafe 
and fpread over all the plants in Uie houfe ; tUa 
Aould be performed with a wet fponge. 

If the baik in the bed of the tan- ftove iiaa fettled 
unequally (as it -often happens,) that the pots do 
Do^keep their pofition, it will be proper to take 

^ them mt m a day, and ftar (hieib}fk^ adding 



a little freih tan thereto, (which fhould have been 
in (belter a week or ten days before it is put imo 
the bed to drain off the moillure) and then plonge 

-the pots down again: this will renew the heat, ami 
be very ufcful ta the plantsy but they mud not be 

-^xyfaJ to the bpm4iir while this doingi at thia 
^eaion of the year. 

* The tender forts of aloes, cereufeSi euphorbi% 
«nd melon ihiAles, Ihould now have very little wa- 
ter gtvento them^ for moiftuce at this feafon is ^ery 
injurious, efpccially where the air o\ the houi'c is

IF \ht weather proves mild in this month, there 
is a grtat deal of bufinefs to be done in the 
kitchiso-gardeni which, if omitted, wiUbeof ba4 
confequence, moft of the principal crops being 
now to be fown or planted ■ Which, if deferred 
later tntheyear^ feldooi iucceedfo wellf efpeciatly 
Upon dry-Uiul* 

You muft now prepare your ground for carfotl 
parfnips, radifh^s, fpinach, beets, beans, peas, 
j>arfleyt and cabbage lettuce^ which (hould now 
be Town ; and where it is only for the fupply of a 
familyt there Ihuuld not be too much of each fort 
fown at one time; tor it is a much better way to 
fow three or four ttmei of each^ (except the parf* 
Icy, beet, and parfnips) at about a fortnight of 
three weeks dift^nce from each other, that there 
may. be a continuation of them for the kltcheo, 
than to truft to one fowtng, which wtil Itft but » 
iTiort time; efpecially the radiflbes, beans, peas, 
and lettuce; but if the other forts fucceed, one 
fowing of each will be fuffici«Dt^ unlefs where 
fmall young carrots are wanted as long in the fea- 
' fon as they can be procured; and if fpinach is 
defired great part of the year, the feeds ihoutd be 
fown at diiFerent times, allowing a fortnight or 
three weeks interval between each fowing, accord- 

io| to the ume of year^ for m iioi wcaUier it will 
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not continue long fit for ufe: but in ndoderate 

Ipveathcr, and where there is proper allowance of 
- room for growing, it will laft three weeks good. 
Sow young falleting upon moderate hot^bedif 
but in mild weather the feeds may be fownM 

uarm borders near wails, pales^ or hedc^es, to 
fu^ceed that which was lad (own; for at this iea- 
fbn theve fliould be a fcippiy (own every weefc» 
which is as long as each fowing wiil continiic fit 
for tife before it w ill be- too large. 

This is alfo the feafbn forfowtngftormenerat. 
felfefy, and (kirrets, for the (irft crop ; but" the 
general crop muft'be fown much Uter: for if 
there are fown too early^ (hey are apt to run to 
feed ; but ad ui fbme famHies tbefe reels «ne re« 
quired as long as they can be procured^ they miifl, 
be fown at different featons, that there maybe 
, feme rools for ufeeaHy liefore the general crofi 
comes in. You miy now few cornraller, large- 
rooted paffley, winter favaroy, marygolds, and 
forrel» with moft other hardy plants; thefe are 
beA^fo^n in leparale (^ots or beds, and afterwards 
thinned to the proper diftance which each requires^ 
for where they are fown wirh other crops, they de 
not thrive fo well; nor ihoirid tiiey be left tee 

clofe, for then the plants will draw each other up 
weak, and become fniall. But this is not to be 
ixnderftood of thecdinmon or curled parfley, which 
h'frequentiy fown in drtib, fer the more ready 
cutting of It, and keeping it clear from weeds; 
the curled fort is what I would reconuaeod rather 
than the common patiley, becaufe-it is mucli eafier 
to be difllnguilhcd from the lefler hemlock, which 
isapoifonous herb; the large-rooted Hambargb 
fmrfley ibotrid beibwii^ thb as carrota, and^boed 
^ fti 'the fame marine^ as is praQifed for them, 
that the roots may have room to grow ix) a good 

^c^*«Jw4iiBfa tlmr goo<favefs ooi^(&; 
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Make moderate hot beds for fowing fome cau- 
liflower feeds^ for fummer plants to fupply the 

t' kitchen, after thofe which were fowo in Auguft 
^regone; but the plants^alfed at this feafon feU 
dom fucceed well, but in a moift foil, for in dry ^ 
ground, t hey K^e\y produce large beads. Ho wevert 
it bneceflkry tohavethemfor afamily^ where the 
continuance of cauliflowers arc required, though 
iiiey f^dom pay the niarlict gardener. • - 

Plant garlicky .efcbftlloUy roicasnbole, and cives ; 
as alfo oniohs which have fproutcd in winter to 
draw up for fcallions in April, when the d;*y 
onions will be* almoft gone^ and the Michaelmaa 
onions will be too fmall for many kitchen ufes. 

If the Jaft month was fo fevere that little work 
•cMld be^done iii the garden^ there will be a nc- 

•iseflity for, forwarding bufijicls in this^ provided the 
feafon be iavourablc: therefore fome fugar-Ioaf 
-and long'fided cabbages IhouW- be planted to fuc- 
ceed thofe pbinted 4n Novemiier.. You muft alfo 
tranfpUnt your caiiUflower piaiUs out of the win- 
ter-beds, to J be. pUces wliere they are to grow, to- 
jHrards tiie ^nd of jihe month. If the « feafon b^ 
forwarti, you may flip Ibnae <rf your dd^rtfchoke 
ilocks, if the fliOQts, are forward enough, and plant 
<mt fome of the cleariejft and mofr promifing plants 
for a new plabtatkHi; lor'<on dfy-foiU tbcfe 'flip* 
ihould be planted early in the ftafoH; oiherwife the 
heads W4itl be fmalt, and when ^beipUints a^e'late 
.plailied on dry gtoiliid, they frcqueolly wife bear* 
ing the fame year. Thcfe young plartts vvill pror ' 
dttCC'&uit in autuoau* afcer thofe on- the old .ftockiR 

^ are'gone. The patiipDlar^ed^oiffitifor' doing ibn 
iire exhibited in the GiRa£NEtl8*DfC:'PH>'H'A|ir^ 
iContinue to plant bfeans, and . fo w pea& every 
feltnight or three weeks,- that :thera may be no 
xvant of thefe things daring the iesfoo t • theiWil*<* 
ifor bean is by much tbs. beft>fort for pUMung at 

this 
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this fealbny Mfig mu<!h pr^ferabit for the tabte to 

all the forts for eating, except the fmaH ir^aT^ag.m 
bean> which fome perions prefer to all oihers; 
. therefore tbofe perfons continue planting that fort;» ' 
at three weeks diftance, durmg the whofe leafbA 
of beans. Some of the larger forts of peas (hoi:ld 
now be Town, particularly the Spantih morrotto^ 
which is a plentifol bearing fcrrt, and a tolerable 

good pea for eating, and the marrow-fai j theic 
are for the common ufe ot the family; but fome 
of the Charlton hoifpur peas ihouid be fown for 
fhc prtoctpal table^ becai^e ' they are by much the 
beft pea to eat green.- 

This is a proper feafon for planiirg liquorice. 
The ground where this is to be planted^ ihouid be 
trenched three or four fpits deep, that the roots 
may more eafily run down ; for the goodneis of 
iiquorioe dependa cm the length of the roots« The 
gardeners who cultivate this plant, commonly few 
a crop of onions on the ground the fame fpiitig 
when they plant the fets; and keeping the gronnrf 
clean from weeds is done by hoeing the onion?, 

which are of little or no prejudice to the liquorice 
the firft year of its planting, becaufe the onions 
4wiU be drawn oflF before the liquorice (hoots are 
much advanced. 

Make new hot-beds for afparagus to fuccecd 
thofe which were ftiade the taft raooth^ for oifaer* 
wife there will be a want in the kitchen, one of 
thefe beds feldom conunuii^g much longer than a 
fortfirght to produce good buds; fo that this month 
there fhould be two beds made rinittt eighteen or 
twenty days dl(lance> that thty may fucceed each 
other regularly. ^ 

• 'jHie encumber ^nd -melori p!arAt$ 4iv1iich were 

raifedthe laft month, will tiow be fit to tranfplatit ; 
therefore there muft be new beds made, which 

ihouid tfett wdl'wrougbty and the duog wet) mhejd 
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to continue \\s warmth : but the plants mull not 
be planted until the violent heat ot the bed is overt 
D^bicb feldom Iftfts above a weekt tfpecialiy tf the 
dung had Been two orAtrtt time$ turned over be- 
fore it was ufcd. At this feafon you mud attend 
very dofely to your bot-beds« to adout frefli air a$ 
often as the weather will permit; but this muft be 
managed with great caution if you would have 
ibem fuccecd, for at fmaU n^gle^>at this fealoa 
.will deftroy all your ptamsj and put. you greatly 
backward. Thercniuft alfo be feme feeds of cu* 
cumbers now fown, to fucceed thofc which arc 
firft plantedf efpecially if the. beds have not a fuf- 
iicient depth of »earth upon the dung: the want of 
this often occafions the plants to decay very ioon : 
i>ut when the earth is laid a foot or more deep, the 
plants will continue long healihy and fruitful; by 
this mcll;od, a fmall number of plants will be fuU 
£icieac to fupply. a family ; but as tbci very early 
{>]ants feldom continue long in bearings where a 
proper depth of earth is wanting, ir is neceflary to 
have a fuccefilon of hot-beds to fupply the table. 
This jBontb full early to fow melons for ihe 
£rft crop, though by many gardeners they are 
fown in tfic iormer; but thole frequently mifca.rry, 
cr produce fuch fruit as are unfit for the tabW-^ 

The mu(hroom-beds ^npufi now be carefully 
guarded from greatVains and fnowj which, if they 
are not well defended frum, will chill the beds and 
defiroy all the fpawn, fo that they will never- rf* 
cover it ; therefore it is the fureft ooethod to have 
ore or two beds covered with Irames, or made un* 
d.r^ihed ihatd^ed over with ftraw^ wi)ich.wiU 
p oteA them from bad weather; io that a good 
quantity of muihrooms may be obtained in the 
word feafons by this method. 

Plant fome kidney^beans upon a moderate hot* 
bed for n crop, obfer? ing when the plants 

&re 
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ttie coiM up. to give themairj whenever the wea**- 
ther will permhy otherwife the j will draw up weak»« 

and not produce fruit. The beft fort for this pur- 
pofe are the dwarf white, or the Batterfea bean,- 
whidi never riln much to haUlm, and are plenty* 
ful bearers; but it is now generally pradifcd lll^ 
fuch places where there are hot-beds for the ana- 
^: to have ^ row of pots placed on the walka 
fcehhid the tan-bed in which kidney-Mans are 
Ranted ; and when care is taken in their culture,* 
a goodicrop may be procured' through the winter; 
but^ beft fod^ ior^th)^ ptirpofe ^re the fcartet 
flowering, and^ large Dutch white- befcw^ which 
are by much tfi'e fweeteft for the table, and the 
. plants wUl doifliinue bearing* a long time^ proyided^ ^ 
^hey have room to groir. tatk But Many people'^ 
plant for this purpofe the upright, or, as fome call 
them, the three kidney-bean, whofe feeds are black 
4UkI white; tliis fort indeed if ft pkflliftd belfi^ 
But is by no means fo good for the table as the 
other, the pods being foft, smd of a rank tafte. 
' If the weather be favorable toward the end of 
tliis month, you mnft plant your cos, cilicia, and 
the other bed fort of lettuces, from the beds or 
borders where they grew in winter; in doing this 
fome of thofe plants in the borders (honld be left- 
*to remain for cabbaging, becaufe they will come 
earlier than thofe which are remov^ed. You (hould 
nlfo fow fome feeds of tfaefe fon^ -opon a fpot of 
.good ground^ . in* a. warm fitnatton^ • or* on a modeU 
rate hot-bed, to come after the winter plants are 
gone. ... I 

The tatter ^nd of thisiilonth youmay fow fonlb 

cabbages and favoys for winter ufe; bat thefe arc 
nbt defigned for the main crop, biitonly fora fevir/ 
M come early in the aotiimn; And opon hot^^btedi/^ . 
cr^wsam borders^ inuft be'fow^h fome fmall fallek 
hcrbdj.as lettuce, crelTes, muA^rd, raf(e,^^r^di(b, 
t \ temipbt 
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turnip, (sfr. that tbereniay be ii conftarti fttp|4y 

af thefe young fallet herbs for the table, 

.Sow fome celery feeds either upon a moderate 
hot*bed, or on a border of. rich ftarth, tn -a warm 

fituarion, to come up early; but there fliould be 
little fown at this Tf^on^ becaufe it will foon pipe» 
and become. -ftj^sk^t when fir for ufe; fo that no 
more ihould be planted out of this (owing than 
can be ufcd in a mcnih or five weeks, which is as 
long as tbu early orop oi celery will continue fit 
for u(e; and you (hould now fow afparagus feed 

in a bed of good eanh, to rallc plants againft the 
next year to make plantations , 

Traafplant cabbageSf favoysy leekSf par&iiptf 
carrotf» and beets, for feed, if it Mras not done 
the former month, obferving (as was there direQed) 
to hang up the cabbages and favoya tn a dry place 
ibr five or (is days, that the wet may drain oul 
from between their leaves, which if left in would 
rot them. ' You may alfo plant fome^endive for 
feedj if it wajs onutted before, and fome (tf the 
flrongdl pl^nts>.of celery fliould alfo be left for 
feed. . ' ' 

Plantvpotatoea and Jerufalcm artichokes toward 
ihe end of die^nooth,- if the weather is iociinabie 
to be good, and the ground dry, oiherwife it will 
be better to defer this work a month longer, efpe- 
ciatly- for the potatoe» obferving to pknigh ot 
trench the ground deep, that the roots may be 
placed at leail fix or eight inches below the furface, 
otherwife they, will* Qot fucceed fo well^ thefe ^ 
fhould have a loamy foi?, aftd when the roots are 
placed in the trenches there (hould be fome dung 
laid over tbemi .efpecially in poor ground, other- 
yifift the roots will nc»t be .4afge. This mud be 
underflcod for the potatoe, for the Jerufalem ar- 
tichoke is fq, very h4rdj[> as to: multiply too faft in 
any foilorfitufitioii»j< .z^ . 

Dung 
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Dung and trench the ground well where .you 
intend' to pfaint affHu^agos, letting it remain in 
ridges until the feafon for planting, which will be • 
the tatter end of next month; bat in doing this, 
yoo-fliooM be careful to make the bottom of each * 
" Irmch levil before you ' jfmt in * the dung, whtchr* 
mud alio be laid level, otherwife when you come 
to make the drills for laying in the plants, the 
ilang'wiU be turned up in thofe places where-it iits^ 

fiiallow. - * 

The cauliflower plants, which were placed un-- 
iler bell or hand^^lafiey in O^ber laft, fliould; . , 
forward the cn9* oi*thirf 'month, be parted/ leaving 
only one of the firongeft plants under each gUfs*, . 
if you intend too large heads, but have many cp-- 
▼etous people leave two plants rcmaimng to Bbwcr; 
hut where this Is pradillJ, they cannot be To loi.j'> 
covered with piaffes as where one plant is left ; fo 
that they c^nor br proieAed from the frofls which ' 
efiteiff happen in- March, wheir, if'ghiflR^s are not 
over the plants every night, they will be in dan^. 
gtr of^fuifering; nor will the, flowers come f(^ 
tttip nor their heads be fo* large; therefore it i> 
iMrdh mansLgemerit to leave two plants, when it is 
certain one early large cauliflower will be worth ^ 
inbre than three fmall ones. But in parting tbefe 
friants there muff be great care taken* imt to diflurb - 
*the roots of ibofe plants which are left, and the- 
holes made in taking, out the plants (hould be 
filledup level, that the root^of the plants left ma^ 

^not fufFer from the drying winds v^hich ufu ally - 
blow the next month. But when the remaining 
plants are grown large as to prefs againft the v 
glafles, you (hould raife the earth np into a border 
about the (lems of the plants two feet and a half 
broad, and five or fir inches high, .thaf the giaflTe's 
sn^ be advanced * fo as nbt to dru(h their leaves : - 
hy doing this, jhe. glallbs may be Icept over theni 
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in bad wealKer imt iU the middle or end of March^ 

•which is often of great ufe to them when the fea- 
fon is bad, and hereby they will be brought earlier 
to flower. When tms'ii doae» gfe^it cvo mud be 
)iad that the earth doth not get into the beat of 
themy which will greatly injure^ if not deilroy 
them. 

The peas and beans which were fown tn aU<- 

tumn, and have flood through the winter, will 
now begin to advance ; theretore the ground about 
them ihouU be hoedj and the earth drawn up to 
their ilemi^ which will (Irengthen them and guard 
rheir flems from the injury of frofts; but this 
ihould be done in dry weather, when the furfaceof 
the ground is dry, othecwife it very ofieil tnjurea 
their tender ftems. 

Toward the end of this month you may ro\^ 
fome purflane feeds upon a moderate hot^bedf whidi 
will be fit for ufe in ApriU tho' that is earlier than 
the generality of people care to eat it^ however in 
fome families it is required fo iooo* • . 

Look well tafnails and other vermin, which may 
^ be dcilio)cd in the holes of walls, and behind the 
flenns of wall fruit-trees^ (ff^^^for if they efcape 
till the next months they will get abcoad and m^J^ 
great ha%ock in the kilchen-garden. If your early 
I'ruit-trees agaiaft the walls begin to open their 
flowers, they muft be carefully covered with 4na^» 
reeds, or fome other coverings; oiherwife thejr 
will be in danger of fuffering by frofts or cold 
winds^ whiqh frequently happen at this feafoi)« 
But where any of thefis coverings are ufed, it moft 

done with great care, fo as not to bruife or rub 
off the buds or bloiToms; therefore reeds are beft, 
cfpecially when they are made up like mf^ to i^cll 
logether» tbey not being fo Hablejo beat agdnft 

the trees as mats and other loofe coverings, and 

are alio, mu^h-eafier tfi ren>pv'^ at all tioie&in niiid 

weather. 
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wtatfaer^ wlyercby the ' ^bloiToms' will not be made 
too tender, Mr the (hootVof the trees drawn weak, . 

for this will be attended with worfe confequences ■ 
than if they wereexpofed.ta the inclemency of tbe 
ftftfon* ' 

* You may now plant hops, dig the ground and' 
prune the roots of the old hop-grounds, being care- 
M not to injure the bud$ of plants now beginning^i 
to fwell. 

Pradufts tie Kitchen-Gardek*

Whenever the frames of your efpaliers are dc* 
cayedt, and h^ve not been repaired the forineft 
months,, it ihould be no longer deferred^ becauft 
the flower-buds of the fruit-trees will now begin 
to fwell, and thereby be in dangpr of being- rub- 
bed off; therefore thefe frames -^u^uld always be- 
repaired when the trees are pruned,, that their 
branches may be faftenedahereto,. to prevent tkeic^ 
breakings by (konj^, winds*.

In moid weather clear your fruit-trees from 
mofs (where, they are infefted with it) y^hich ai 
this reafon;^niay be eaTily donej, .with iron inftru* 
ments ihaped Kte an hoe, . and hallowed in the 
middle to the fize of the branches which are to be 
^feraped; there ihoutd be three fizes of' thefe !n«' 
llrumentsy .whicfa«<wfU befufficient for all'the dif* 
ferent branches; and the mofs being tender at this 
time, may be eaiily rubbed off:*. 

Lx)okH:arefully after bullfinches to deftroy theM ;

Pick off all dead and decayed leaves from yoar 

plants, and rtir the furface of the earth in the pots 
or tubs, clearing theoi from weeds ^ and if you add 
ajittk very rotten neals dung upon the tdps of the 
tttbs or pots of orange-trees, it will be fervtceable 
to the plants. You ihould at the fame time brufh 
down all cobwebs, and make the lioufe clean in

Make hot-beds to- fow tender ei^otic feeds upon^ 
which are bmighc ftam very hot comirieit obferr- 
ing to work the duiig welU turning it over two or 
three times while it remains in the heap, and when 
removed to the beds it fliould be well mixed^ that 
the beds may retain their heat, and fettle equally $ 
for when the dung is not equally ftirred and beat

prevent the fun irom drying their bark; when the 
pots or tubs are plaoed into the hot-bed^ take care 

that the heat be not too great, and frequently refre(h 
them with water^ not confining it to their roots, 
but over every part of tbeir ftoDSf which witt 
fupply their bark^ and caofe Ibemlo pufli out vigo« 
roufly. But when the fun begins to ihine with great 
forcCf the glaflfes of the houfe (hould be (haded 
with mats or cloths during the beat of the daft 
otherwifc [t will fcorch their tender leaves, and 
dry the bark of the (hoots, fo that they will greatly 
fuffer if too much ezpofcd ; but this heading ail4 
forcing of orange- trees (hould not be too often prac- 
tifed on them, for it will weaken the trees when 
repeatecj too frequently i therefore where they are 
^ not in a very bad condition, it will be better to 
(hift them, if there be occafion, and their flems 
mu& be weU rubbefi with a ftrong bair-bru(h, with 
fcouring-fand and water, and eot oflF all decayed 
branches, and place them into a gentle hot-bed in 
a glafs-cafe for two or three .mootbs, after whicK 
they fliouid have # ihidy iituation when they tn^ 
drought out of tbefercing frame ; by this nriethod 
they will break out again very ftrong a^ui welL

day^ when the air is foftf for In yery cold weather 
the glaffes muft not be opened, fo that the bark 
could not be then put in without injuring the plants* 
At the fame time, the plants rooted thro' the pots 
(hould be (hifted into pots a fizelargei^; but m 
doing this, great care muft be had not to injure 
iheir roots, becaufe at this feafon they will not foon 
reMver fueh a oheck* 

Wa(h and clean the leaves of the cofFee-trees, 
apdotber woody plants in the bark-ftove, to clean fe 
<h«rai from infers and filth; and pick off all de* 
cayed leaves, which if left on, would infeft the 
air of the houfc. The furface of the earth in the 
fn^s mud 1>e frequently ftirred to prevent hi bind- 
ifng, afid^Waysrldppt free frofri Weeds; 

The annna plants will now (hew their fruit 
apace, therefore they (hould be freqvently watered*' 
giving thefh but -little each time to bring them for- 
ward and keep ihe fruit fwelHng; and the tati muft 
Be kept m a moderate tefnperature of warmth, for 
differing it to decline-at thts-'feafont they will ehange 
their coloui-, and the fruit will be rendered fmall 
and worth little.

Jiot-beds of tan to few the feeds of fticb tendo* axo* 

tic plants as are annual, or received from abroad ; 
iuto which you fliould plunge /luaU pots, filled 
with jiight freib earthy that it.may be. warm before 
the feeds are fown. This method of foy/ing the feeds 
in, pots is prefcjrable to any other, becau.fe the plants 
jnay be ibaken out of the pots^. when. they are fit 
to trartfplant, with the earth about their roots, 
w heieby they will be in little dangler of fufFering, 
becaufe their roots will be preferved entire. .

Keep all your crops clean from weeds; for if )P 
at this feafbn. that work is -negleded, it will re- ^ 
qnire much more.

their branches: this may aUb be pra^ifed to great 
advantage on old trees, when you find their leaves 
are cufln g ; but it muft not be done in the heat of- 
the dav, felt the fun (corch their leaves ;" nor tod 
lile in the evening, efpecially if the nights are 
^cold. Where you obferve the tt;ces .to be greatiy 
•infelled with infeas, you (h«uld fteep a gpod qua«- 
^' titv of tobacco -flalks in water, witli which the 
VcM fh^ul^be wafhed i which, if carefully done^ 
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will deflmy th« inl^ds^ and not do any injury to 

the trees ; or if the leaves uhich are much cui lcd 
are taken oG^ aiid fomo lobacco duil thrown qd the 
tranchts, it will deftroy the infers, and ouy in a 
day or two after be waihed ofF again. 

The fruit-trees inoculated the hii fumtner and 
which fucceeded, ihould have the flocks cut down 
•to three or four inches above the bud the beginning 
of the month (if not done the forager;) for j:o\*^ 
the buds. wiH begi^i to Ihoot if the (locks are cut 
down in timei otherwife they often naifcarry ; or 
if theybreak out, they are fo muci. wejiker.ed by

ToTi'ard the -end of this month you muft begin 
, to look over your walls and efpaliers of fruit-trees^

This is 
alio the time for thianing apricots where they gre 
too thick; for the fooner this is doi(ie^ the better 
thofe will thrive which are left on.

Look over your vines againft walls, rubbing o^E^ 
ali fmall dangling {hoots which are now beginning 
to pufli out ; and where two (hoots are produced 
<rom tlie fame eye, the weakcfl:, which is' gene- 
rally the under one, Ihould be rubbed off, in order 
to encourage the (hoots, and nlfo the fruit on the 
remaining branches; at this feafon a great quan- - 
tlty may be looked over and diibranched in a very 
ihort time, and much labour fa ved, which would 
. be occafioned ftiould thefe (hoots be permitted to 
' ' K 4 « ^rcmaia. 
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remain on a month longer. By rubbing off the 
young flioots early, ihe fruit branches will be 
greatly ftrengthened, and the fruit forwardeci by 
the branches being laid clofe to the watlj and the 
ufislefs fhoots taken away. 

Your beds of ftrawberries mqft be carefully 
weeded, and their runners taken off: a^d if the 
feafon prove very dry, it will be proper to water 
them; when this is negleded they will produce but 
Jitrle fruit. 

Keep the borders near fruit-trees clean fromf** 

veeds and large growing plants, for they rob them 
of their nouri(hment. In foils that are apt to bind 
very hard, the ground ftould : be loofened with a 
dang- fork ; and if feme mulch be laid afterward 
on the fur face of the. earth, and m very dry fea- 
foos watered over oiice or twice a week, it will be 
of great fervice to the fruit and trees. You fliould 
alio keep the. ground, clear between the rows of vipes 

the vinej'ard; and in the beginning of the month 
the flakes fhould be fixed to them, that the bi^oHie^ 
rnay be faftened thereto; which is butler than to 
let. the jlakes ren^ain to tfaem ail the winter, .he- 
.caufe they would decay more in.one^winter than in 
two fummcrs; for iltc vires need not be ilakcd in 
that leaton, if the lall years fhooi's are tied ioge- 
.^her to prevent their, being brcken by ilrong winds. 

In the middle of the month uncover the fig-trees 
-which were fcreened from the troft in winter; but 
.it (hauld be. done with caution, for the young £roit 
now beginning to appear, will bj5.in danger if too 
fuddenly expofeii to iheopen air. 
'* . The fruit in the forcing-trame muft now have a 
large (barepf freih air, in propoition to the heat 
of the weather; theif branches fliould alfo be fre- 
quently fprinkled over with water, which will be 
very ferviceabie to, the trees^ and caufe the frui^ to 
be fairer s and their roots being freqacmly watered, 
y(i\X be of cqua) adyajutage to the trees itud/rutt.

The beginning of this month may fafely.be r©^ 
moved many forts of evergreens, as hollies, yews, 
pyracanthas, alalernufes, phillyrea, ciftufes, ever- 
green oaks, firs, pines, cedars, cypreffes, medicago, 
frutefcens, hairy cytifus, tsf^. pbfervingf if poiii* 
ble, to do it in a cloudy or rainy day ; becaufe tbe 
fun and wind are apt to dry the fibres of their rootsr 
while they are above-ground, which is very inju- 
rious to theni«v Thefe new planted trees fliould be- 
well watered to fettle tl^e earth to their roots, and 
tbe furface of the ground fhould be covered with 
mulch to prevent the fun and wind from penetra* 
ting their roots. . 

At this feafon you may plant out the two forts 
of laureHeayed tulip-trees, the Carolina l3iay, c^n-z 
die-berry inyrtle, Carolina fpindlc-tree, evergreea, 
cafline, tupelo, and fuch other exotics as are in- 
tended to be naturalized to this cUotate; for as. 
thefe are to be turned out of the ppts> the OMtftdje.. 
of the baits of earth only (hould be taken off, to 
give room for the new fibres to llioot.

The beginning of this month you may graft 
hollies, and about the middle you may inarch 
firs^ ptnes^ junipers, bfc. by which method fom» 
cf the fcarce forts of evergreen->trees may be pro« ' 
pae^atcd; but thofe trees thus raifed will never - 
grow fo large as thofe railed from feeds, the ftocks 
feldom keeping pace in their growth with the trees 
inarched, fo that they are in danger of being blowa 
out# for which reafon, whenever this is praAifed,. 
tiie tnarcbmeut ihoold be as oear the ground as pof- 
Cble. 

You fhould now look o^er grafts^ and obferve, 
where the loam is^ much cracked, to renew it, ted 
rhe dry ing winds penetrate to the grafts and deftroy 
. them. Likevvife the buds of fuch trees which are 
jRow ihooting, ibould be carefully looked over, and 
^where you obferve their tops infefted with infed:s, 
«nd their leaves curled, you (hould pull them off 
before the infefts fpread too far. 

Keep the ground clean between the rows of trees 
in the nurfery, for if weeds are permitted to grow, 
they vvili fcon over-top young trees, and greatly 
•weaken them: there being nothing more prejudi- - 
cial to .trees^ than fufiering the weeds to grow 
amongft them, efpecially in the fprifig feafon. 

If this month prove dry, you niuft diligently 
water your feed -beds of evergreens, foreft-trees^ 
and ftirttbs, which muft be (haded from the. fun in 

the heat of the ^ia) ; the young plantations of 
thofe which were drawn out of the ieed-bed, and 
tfas ftocks for fruit trees ^lately planted, muft be 
watered in very dry weather; thefe being fhiati, 
the fun and wind will foon penetrate to their roots,, 
and drj^ them up. This is to be undeiiftood o£ fmalk

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plantations, for in large nurferies it would, be H' 

great work to water all the ftocks. 

The beds wbereio you fo wed, feeds either in au<^^ 
tomn or the laff month, fhoold be carefiiUy weed-» 
cd, for the young trees will many of them begin 
to appear; and if weeds are permitted to grow, , 
their roots* will be fo much entangled with them» 
as to render it very difEcult to pull them up with- 
out drawing the plants with them; and as weeds 
Ige of a quicker growth than the plants^ they will' 
won oirer-top them and retard their growth.

caterpillars, linarias, iccuridaca', aftragalus, mol- 
davieas, with feveral other hardy kinds of annual 
and perennial flowers, which thrive better^ if fowo

planted ; therefore they fliould be fown thin itk 
patches upon the borders of the pleafure-^gardiefly 
and when ihey are come up thin them, leaving 
but few plants in each patch to flower, that they 
may be the Uronger. 

}n this month you fhould fow moft forts of hardy 
perennial and biennial plants in the flower-nurfery, 
which were not fown the former month, as Can* 
terbury bells, fweet wiUiams, pinks, carnations, 
hollyhocks, French honeyfuckles, ftock gilliflowers, 
wali-flpwers, centaureas, everlafting pea, with 
m^ny oth^ forts, raifed in the flQWer-nurfery toi 
fupply the borders of the ple^fure- garden. 

The beginning of this moiuJi you may make 
fome (lender hot-beds, to fow fuch of the annuals 
as require a little warmth to bring them forward, 
but v/ill do better if raifed under a covering of 
mats than under glafles, which generally draw them, 
too niuch : and tho' fomewbat later with this jml^ 
ra^ement, there is no Inconvenience in that, be- 
caufe' they are cJcfigned to come in autumn when 
ther^ is a fcarcity-of other flowers, which renders 
them the more acceptable : of thefe are the African 
and French marigold, convolvulus major, balfa- 

• mines, 

* 
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mines^ marvel of Peruj Aveet fuUsio, Indian pinkj 
with fome others. 

You muft now make frefh hot beds for tranf- 
f planting your tender annuals^ as amaranrhufes^ 
gomphrena^ hibifcufes,* double-ftriped baifamines^, 
tfr. which muft be brought forward at this (eafonj . 
other wife they will not arrive to any degree of beau- 
ty^ which chiefly coniifts in their Arength. Nor 
will they perfeA their feeds^ efpecially if the au- ' 
tiunn prove cold. 

You fhould now tranfplant the young plants of 
the China ftarwort, either upon a moderate hot- 
bed^ or on a warm border to acquire ftrength, ob^ ' 
ferviag to water and (hade them until they have 
taken root. 

Pat fome more roots of tubcrofes into a mode- 
rate hot-bed, to .fucceed thofe planted the former 
months that there may be a continuance of their 
fidwers thro' the feafon. 

The feeds of choice carnations and pinks mud' 
now be fown either in pots,, tubs, or borders: but 
care muft be taken not to bury the feeds too deep* 
by which they are often dcilro) cd. Thefe muft be 
gently watered in dry we^her^ otlierwife the plants 
will not come up. 

The pots or tobs of fecdHng auriculas and po- 
lyanthufes muft b^' careruUy fcrecnc-d from ihe fun ; . 
if they are expofed to its full heat but one day, it 
liitl deftroy them while young,; they muft alfo be 
frequently watered. 

Set tticks to the carnations which now bearin to 
(hoot up ih^it fpindles for flowering, and faften 
the ftems thereto, with bafs matting, to prevent 
their being broken by the wind; and take care to 
guard them from fparrows^ otherwife thofe birds 
will petk off the inner or heart leaves to the ftumpsi., 
The fine auriculas will now begin to iiiew iheir 
beautiful flowers^ therefore the oots should be rer 

inove4 under fome covert to ^ferve them from 
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wet, which would wa(h"thc mealinefs ofF their* 
flowers, in which great part of iheir beauty con-' 
fifts: they (hould alfo be defended from the heat of 
the fan, which will haften their decay; but they 
iTiuft have as much free air as poffible^ otherwife 
the fluwer-ftalks wiil draw op every weak. Thefe* 
pots are nfually placed on (helves which are franied' 
foas to rife above each other, which is very proper 

^ for flowers of humble growth, otherwife the pofs- 
mutl be^^-taken up to view the flowers: ^ thefe 
ilcinds are always covered over to keep off the rain- 

^ and fun, the front (hould be kept open at all times * 
when the weather wiii permit; and tbofeof thenfi 
from which feeds are propofed to be faved to obtain 
new flowers, fhpuld be removed into the open air 
aifoon as they are fully blown^ and plactd where 
they may have the morning fun and a free air^ 

. without which they rarelv produce gooA feeds. 

This is alio a good leafon for taking off the flips- 
of choice auriculas for an increafe of them» Thefe 
ilips (hould be put into fmall pots and placed in ihe 
ihade, obferving to water them in cfry weather -j 
gently until they have taken root ; but if any of* 
them taken oflF iliould be deftitme of fibres, they 
ihould be clofcly covered with fmall glalTes to tor- 
ward their putt ng out roots. 

The beds of fine raminculufes, anemonfes, tulips,, 
add hyacinths, which are now in flower, fhould 
be covered either with mats or cloths to dcfend^ 
them from wet and the heat of the fiin ; by which^ 
method they may be preferved a much longer time 
ia beauty, than they naturally remain when expo- 
fed to the open air ; but the covers (hould be taken 
cfF every morning and evening when the weather 
Will permit, that they may enjoy as much of the 
free air as poffiblet without which the flowers will 
not GontinDe long in beauty, and their roots be 
greatly weakened. ' - 

'.9 Toward the latti^ end of this month take up the^ ^ 

\ ' roote^ , , 
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roots of fafFront colchicums^ yellov^ autumnal 

amaryllis, and fuch other bulbous- rooted flowers 
as blow in autumn, ^vhofe leaves are decayed,* 
Thefe may be kept outxf the ground until tho be« 
ginning of Au^ft, when ihey muft be planted' 
again. 

1 ranfplant fuch forts of- evergreen*tret6 hnd* 
flirubs as have not begun to (hoot; thefe may be* 

fafcly removed, provitied the air be clouded, and' 
there U a profpeA oi rain in a ihort time ; and .if'"^ 
the ground be very dry where they are tol>e plant** 
ed, large holes Ihould be opened in proportion to 
the fiz.e of the trees where they are to be placed,* 
and plenty of water poured into each, fo as to ren« 
derthe ground like pap or mud; then place the . 
trees therein, and after the erirth is filled in about 
the roots, raife it up fo as to make the furface hol-^ 
low like a bafon to contain water, and coyer it* 
wUh mulch to prevent the fun and air from pepe-» 
trating the ground to dry their roots; and repeat- 
watering them*oace a week, provided the weather; 
prove dry. 

Where philiyreas- alaternufes; laurels, lau- 
rufVinufes, or other hardy evergreen -trees, are*- 
grown rude,, they may now be reduced to the fi« 

gure you intend, by cuiilr.g il.eir branches in clofe: 
to the fteni$,.and wl^cn they (hoot they may be. * 
irained'to tb& order de fired*.

The Indian bay, broad (hintng leaved lauruf- 
tmiifes, myrtles, ciftnfes, teucrhims, phlomifes, 
olives, carobs, melianthufes, tree wormwood, ^ 
oleanders, and other lefs tender plants, may be . 
laken out of the green*houfe toward the middle or 
latter end of the month, according as the feafon 
proves favourable, that the orange-trees, and other 
more tender plants, may be placed thinner, and ^ 
enjoy more air; but the plants" which arc taken 
out, fhovild be placed where they may be defended 
from cold winds and frofty mornings, oiherwife 
they will AiliFer, being made gender by {landing in 
the houfe. 

Orange-trees, or other exotic plants as want 
{hifting, ihould be removed, and thofe which re-^ ' 
quire larger pets or tubs mud be placed therein ; ' 
obferving when they are taken out of the tubs or • 
pots to pare off all mouldy or decayed roots, and 
iva^ their ftems and heads, to deanfe them from 
the filth they have contraQed by remaining in the 
houfe; and when they are new planted, they (hould 
be duly watered ; thofe that are expofed to the open 
air (hould be placed where they may be fcreened , 
from the winds, and (haded in the heat of the day \ 
from the violence of the fun. By removing th|^ ' 
orange-trees early in this month, ^hey will have ' 
time to make new roots before they are fet abroad, 
and ftrength to produce their flowers in plenty. ^ 

The orange-trees which are no% removed at 
this feafon, ihould have the earth taken out of the ^ 
tops and fides of the tubs or pots, and filled up 

agaio with frelh rkb earthy and their ilems and , • 
* ' "* r beads 
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heads cleaned gs' before : this wUt ilrengthea them 
greatly for flowering; but never apply any hot 
kinds of dung to the furl'ace of the earth, as is by 
fome unfkiifblly pra&ifedj. to the deftruftioo o£' ' 
their tr^es. If therefore you would lay any dung * 
Upon the furface o[ ihe earth in the tub&, it (hould> - 
be rotten neau dung; but this (hould not be done- 
in too grear q^uantitiev ^nd thoroughly rotted. • 

Open the windows of the*grecn houfe moll part- 
of the day when the air is mild, for at this feafon' 
the plants require a large (bare of freih air, oiher** 
wife their fhoots will draw up weak^ and produce, 
but few flowers, and be lejs able to bear ihe opeai 
air when they are removed. out of the houfe.. 

'You may now graft oranges,, jafmtnes^ andt 
other fender plants, by approach, but fuch as will* 
lake-buds are better ii propagated that way ; for 
trees tnarched feldom unite fo well with the graft,> 
and never grow to fo large a fiz^e as tliofe budded 
fo that this mtthod of inarching trees Is feldom.' 
praQitcd, except on forts which cannot be propa* 
gated fo eafy any other way, or for the fake ofi 
havir^^ . ru'u upon the trees foon for by inarching: 
a branch with young nuit on it, the graft may be 
feparated from the old tree when it is wtil united/ 
with the fl:ock, and a bearing-treeinay be procured^ 
the fame feafon ; but ihefe feldora laft long, or 
make nnich progrefs. 

The bark bed» in the (Fove which have declined^ 
ihrir heat, and were not renewed the fornier 
month, (hould be ftirred up wiih a fork to the but-, 
lom, and frefti baik added thereiOy. which will re- 
new their heat:, at the f^me lime fuch plants as^ 
have rooted thro' the pots fhould be fliifted, fome -fr 
ef which .(hould be put into larger pots, giving 
theoi freih earth. However it will not be prudent 
to ei 1 rgt- the pots too often, for if the plants are 
ever pMtid they will not ibrive, tl^refore it is pre- 

fecAble to pare off their foots on the out^de of the 
' balla^ i 
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balls of earth, and put ihem into pots nearly of 
the former fize, and then plunge rbem down into 
f be bark again immtdiately ; but this work muft 
be done when the air is warm, becjiufe there w ill 
be a necefTity to open the glaifes pretty ofico» and 
if the air be fiiarp it wiA injure the plants. 

The ananas or pine-apples mud now be care- 
fully tended, obfervtng to retrefli them often witb^ 
water, as alio to prefervra kindty beat in the beds ; 
and fiich plants as are removed into frames, (houlJ 
be well covered with mats every night to keep them 
warm ; but m the middle of the day, when th^ 
'weather is hot, they fhould have air admitted by 
raifing the glafles in proportion to the warmth oi 
the feafont otherwife they will be in danger of 
ftorching; and the young plants for ihe next year's 
fruity (hould be fifted into the pots tkey are de- 
figned to remain in until the beginning of Augoft^ 
when they muft be planted into pots in which they 
are to remain for fruiting. 

' Shift fuch feedling exotic plaftts as require itintO' 
l*irgcr pots, and ftir up the bark of the beds to re- 
new thetr heat, adding fome freih tan to them, and 
' then plunge the pots down again, obferving to war* 
ter and Taade them until they have tiiken root. 

The coffee trees will now begin to flower^ 
therefore their leaves and ftems mufl be cleaned' 
from filth, by wafliingit off whenever it appears; 
and refrelh the trees with water two or three times 
' a week, according to the warmth of the feafoHi^ 
which will caufe them to dower ftrong. - .

IF the weather prove hot and dry, U greatly re- 
tards the growth of moil efculent plants^^ and 
particularly the beans and peas which are.in flo^iv'er 
(efpccially thofe on dry land) frequeotty fuffcr 
greatly, mpil of their blofibms falling ofl before 
their ihaturityi fo that they are not fucceedtd by 
pods^ But when the weather happens to be wet, 
the markets are plentifully (locked with moil fort^ 
of gardsu planis. But this does jiot .only increafe 
the quantity of plants, but alfo a great plenty of 
weeds, whereby the labour of a kitchen -garden is 
more than doubly tncreafed in a dry feafon ; and 
if the young crops are neglefled but a very ftort 
time in moiil weather, the weeds will get the bettef 
of them, and weaken thenii fo much, that thejr 
will hardly recover their full ftrength again, nor 
the plants (with all poffible care afterward) ever 
arrive to Ihe fixe they would have grown to, pro- 
'\ided they had not been ftinted. Befides, many 
forts of weeds will perfe^ their feeds in a Oiort 
time^ and being died upon the ground, will occa- 
fion much labour for feveral years to extirpate them 
S^diivi. Among thefe are lliepberd^s-pouch, ground* 
fei, dandelion, fumitory, pimpernel, chlekvveed, 
and fome others. And thofe that do not feed fo . 
early, will (if let iland) eftabliih themfelves fo 
firmlyy as to occafipn much trouble to get theni ^ 
out of the ground j therefore it is certainly the? 

bcft 
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beft way to clear all the crops from weeds as foon 
as pofiible in the fpring^ and keep them conltantly 

fOw I 

The fame caution is neceflary in regard to yow^j^. 
dunghills^ for at this feafon there will be great 
quantities of weeds produced rbereon ; as alfo upon* 
the heaps of compoft, which, if not defiroyed in 
tixne^ will llied their feeds, whereby the garden 
and pot& wiU be plentifully ftocked;. frdnt the. aiS'- 
nure or compoft carried into it. 

In the beginning of the month /ou (hould few 
purilane in the open ground^, and a little endive- 
for blanching early in the feafon; but this fown. 
early is apt to run up for feed very foon,. and muff 
Mi be depended upon to fupply the tabfe long v 
continue to fow all the forts of fmall fallet- herbs 
#very three cjr four days, otherwife there will not 
be a fupply of thefe fitfor* ufe, for at this feafon- 
they foon grow too large; but thefe flipuld be fown 
in a north border^ where they may have little, fuii;^^ 
OF be well ftiaded in the beat of< t^e day. 
^ Sow peas and plant beairs for latter crops ; but 
this Hiould be done on a>moift foil, otherwife they- 
£eldom> (ucc^i weH> unlefs the fea£6n be imcom* 
monly wet and cold. 

Plant kidney-beans for a fecond crop y the large 
. Dutch f6rt and the fcarlet blofibm beans are thr 
beft for this feafon, becaufe they will continue 
bearing much longer than any other, and are alfo 
far better for the table about the twenty-third' 
day of this^ month you (hould fow cauliflowers for 
winter ufe,. obferving to (hade the bed with mats 
every day, and keep the ground, moift,. otherwifr 
the feeds* will dry, and the plants come up verjr 
fparingly ; the plants raifed at this feafon wiU pro- 
duce their heads in Odober amd November, and Id' 
mild fcafons fame Vill continue till near Chriftmas. 

In nioift weather plant cut to the places where 
they are to, remain,, the red and; white cabbages* 

'and 
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and fftvoys for winter ufe^ and tranfplant ibe firft 
ibwn celery into diUls for blanching, whidk n^ill 

come early if planted in this month. ' - 

The early crops of fpinach a«d radifl^ics being 
by this time taken off the ground, the Weeds fliould 
be cleared from the cauliflower arid cabbage plants, 
beaus, or any other crops planted on tlie fame 
ground^ and in nio|ft wdather draw fonie earth, 
about the ftems of the plants, which witl keep the 
roots moill, and prevent the fun and wind from 
drying their fietns^ to which^ if tiiey are expoftd^. 
it will greatly retard the growth of thenn ; but in 
doing this, lake great care not to ralfe the earth fo 
high about them, bul efpecially the caulifiowers^ 
as to fall into the centre of the leaveiit which 
will entirely deftroy them. 

TranfpUnt radilhes for feed, planting them in 
rows three feet di(lance> and two feet afunder in 
the rows, obferving to make choice of fuch only 
as have long, ftrait, well-coloured roots and fmall 
tops^ rejedmg all fuch as are forked or^ihort root-* 
ed I for which reafon it iSj that Che moll curious 
gardeners never fave* feeds from fuch as renoata 
where they were fown, becaufe they cannot j.udge 
of- the length or goodnefs of them. 

The cucumbers which are under frames^ aiid 
have not a fufficient depth of earth upon the dung, 
inuft be carefully (haded with mats in the heat of 
the day, for the Ain U often too .violent at this 
fea(bn for them through glafles ; but the melon 
plants fhould be gradu^^lly hardened to bear the 
open air in the day time in warm weather, for 
the more air they enjoy ai this feafon, the better 
wiH the fruit fet upon the vines ; arid where it is 
laid of a proper thicKnefs upon the dung, the vines 
will not hang down or drop their leaves^ but bear 
the fun well ; for it is from the (hallownefs of the 
earth on the beds that the vines of cucumbers 

and melon& are fo frecjueatly obferved to Ihrink in 

^ hot 
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hot weather, and occafions their decay much iooner 
than they would do, if their roots enjoyed a pro- 
per depth a:ui width of foil ; for their roots Ipiead 
as far m the ground, where it is laid on the fide of 
the beds, as their vines extend on the furface ; fo 
that where the beds are but fhallow or narrow ia 
earth, the vines will require lhading in the heat of 
the day ; but- the covering (hould not remain on 
too long, which is as great a fault on the other- 
fide, a& it is only the mid-day fun which can be 
too violent for thenn, and that only in extreme hot 
days. But fuch plants as have been raifed under 
hand-glaffes for the Tecond crop, (hould have full 
Jibcfty to grow, by raifrng the glafles upon three 
bricks cr fork'. d llicks, and the enus o[ ihtni laid- 
out frona under the glafle;> ; but this mud not be 
^one too foon, ei]3eciany if the nights are cold; 
and if it Hiould fo happen after the plants are laid 
oyt, they muft be covered with mats every nigbt^. 
to prevent their being nipped by the froft; 

When the melon plants are fuffered to run out 
from under t^r glafles, the paths between the ridgCS 
Ihoiild be filled up level with the groand on the 
ridges, and the whole trodden down very hard, 
which is a fure method to caufe the fruit to fet, 
pfovided they have no water, and are expofed to 
the open air at all times in the day when the wea- 
ther will permit. 

The early cauliflowers will now begin to'appear 
In the centre of the phints ; therefore* they fhould 
be carefully looked over every day» breaking dowo 
fomc of the inner leaves of fuch as appear in 
flower (as it is ufually termed) to prcferve them 
white ; for by being expofed to the fun and air,, 
they will fooh change yellow. 

Hoe winter crops of onions, carrots, leek^, 
parfnips, and beets, to clear them from weeds; this 
method of hoeing between crops is far preferabfe 
to hand weeding, becauie the whole fiirface of the 

• * ' ground 
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ground being ftirred^ the fmali fcediing weeds will 
be deftroyed, and the plants are thereby greatly 
forwarded in their growth j and the keeping your 
crops clear frota weeds at this time will be of great 
fervice to them, and fave much labour the fuccecd- 
ing months. 

Tranfplant ciiicia, x:os, imperial, and brown * 
Dutch lettuces into north borders, to* fuccccd 
•ihofe planted the laft month ; and toward the end 
of the month you . may fow feme co^ ciliciaj 
brown Dutch, and common cabbage lettuces, to 
fupply the table in Auguft ; fhefe feeds muft be 
fown in open Situation, for walls^ pales, or 
hedges, will draw the plants up weak. 

. Sow finnochia in drills about eighteen inches or 
two feet afunder, ro fucceed that fown the laft\ 
month; and draw^ eheearth up to the plants which. * 
arc almoft full grown, to blanch them. 

N. B. This (hould have alight, ricb,'moift foil, 
when fown at this feafon, otherwife it is apt ^o 
<run to feed, efpecially if the feafon proves dry. 

You may yet .plant flips of fage, rofcmary, 
hySop, lavender, marum, maftich, and mofl other 
aromatic plants, obfervingto lliade and water them 
-until they have taken root ; but it b much better 
to plant thefe flips juft before they (hoot, bccaufe 
the flioots which have been produced the fame f?a» 
/on are tender, fo droop and frequently decay, 
'Vf hereby they do not take fo well. 

The early cabbages now begin to turn their in- 
-iier leaves for cabbaging, which may be forwarded 
by tying their leaves together, eitb^ with a withy 
or bafs mat, as is pradifed by the gardeners .near 
JLondon } which caufes them to whiten * wit^hin 
much fooner than they otherwife would, whereby 
they b^ive ihem fit for ufe or the market a tpr^nighf 
pF.tbree weeks eaijier in the feafon. : ^ 

Look over your artichpkes again, >«nd pull up 
j^, the pUru fi;oinLhj&^aut^, which have been pjor 

' * * duccd 
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duced fince the old (iocks were flipped ; for thcfe 
will drnvv tlje nourilii-ment from the plants which 
were leti to bear fruit, and will caufe the heads to 
be fifnall. Ydu ihould aifo cut or puU ofF all the 
fmall artichokes which are produced from the fides 
of the ftenasclofe to the leaves; for if the iuckers, 
as they arc commonly termed, are permitted to 
grow, they will render the prindpiti artichokes onv 
the top very fmall. Thefe are by the kitchen gar* 
deners tied up in bunches and carried to market^ 
and frequently eat^n raw with vinegar^ fait, and » 
pepper, and are by fome foreigners much efteemed. 
* You may now few fkirrets, falfafy, and Icor- ' 
zonera, for the laft crop ; for that which was fown 
early will foon run up toVced, efpecially the <kir- 
^ -xet, which, when fown too early, is feldom good. 
Sow turnips when there is a profpeti of rain in 
(hort time, which wilt bring them up very foop ; 
and hoe the turnips foun the laft month, leavings 
them about eight or ten inches afunder, which will 
be a fufGciem diftance for thofe which are intended ^ 
to be drawn tip very young. 

Toward the latter end of this month fliould b^ 
fov-n fome broccoli ior fpring ule ; and a latter fi 
^ crop of favoys IhouM be fown to fucceed thofe 
^'^"fowin the former month ; for thefe will be fii for 
ufe after Chriftmas, when the others are gone. 

Sow cucumbers in the opeii ground toward the 
end of the month, to produce fruit for pickling ; * 
and plant out gourds and pompions upon dung- 
hillsi idc, where they ihould, be allow-cd a large 
compafs to fpr^ad^ otherwtfe their vines will in* 
terfcre and fpoil each other. ' 

The ftalks of your onions planted for feed, will 
]mw4)e prown to their full height ; therefore you 
(hould provide a parcel of ftakeS, driven into the 
gt^ound at aboTJt fix or eight feet diftance fpom 
tkch other ii) the rows, and fome rope yarn or other 
titles (houtd bp* faftened from ft^etoftake on eack 
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iide, to fupport the ftems of the onions, other«^ ^ 
wife they will be broken down by the wind, whcf eby 
,a great part of them will befpoiled. 

The fame care ibould be taken -^f your eab« 
Images, carrots, parfnips, favoys, broccirii^ and ' 
4eeks, which were planted for feeds, and are now 
run up to flower ; for when the feeds are fornaed, 
4r will render their heads too hea.i^ to be fupporred \f 

their ftems without help ; for as they grow pretty 
tall they are frequently broken by the wind, there- 
fore (houtd always be fiipported by lines and ftakey 
,as foon as they begin to flower. 

The tomatos for foups, and the capficums for 
pickling, railed upon hot-beds, (hould be tranf- 
planted to (he places they are defigned to remain: 
.tov/ard ilic end of the month, if the weatlier prove 
.•favoucable, the tomatos fhould be planted near a 
M^all, 4)ale, hedge, or efpalier, to which, when >^ 
* tgrown, they muft be faftened to fupport them, 
" btherv\ jffc thev wii! fall on the c^round, which will 
j^i^! event -the fruit fcom ripening, and caufe it to rot 
' Tin the .autumni, efpecially in moift weather: the 
.capricuiiib fiiould be planted in a rich foil and a 
^^.vwarm fituation, and in dry weather iheymuftbe 
{frequently watered to obtain plenty of pods. ^* 

_ Radifne- , fpinach, feveral forts of cabbage let- 
rtuce, forrel, mint, balm, winter favory, bor^ige, 
^ligipfs, Ipring colewort&, tragopogon, the young 
iboots of w hich are by fome preferred to afparagus, 
yQung onions, -cives, afparagus, peas, beans, fome 
.early artichokes, cauliflowers, parly cabbages, young 
.carrots from under walls and hedges, cucLMiil'>ers, 
melons, puiilane, and kidney-beans on hot-beds, 
tpulbrooms, parfley^ coriander, chervil, creffe^ 
niuflard and all forts of fmall falljettng, -early turnips, 
burnct, tarrag;oD, wiUi oaany foiu of fpring^htrb* 
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fVork to be done in the FRtJTT*GARl>EN. 

In the beginning of this month you muft look 
over your wall and efpalief trees, and carefully 
take off all foreright ihoots and fuch as are luxu- • 
riant and HI placed » and train the kindly branches 
as voii would prcfcrve, regularly to the wall or 
efpalier, which wilt prevent them from growing 
into confufion ; and ftrcngthen the fruit branches^ 
as alfo admit the fun and air to the branches and 
ifuit, which are often obftrufled by the luxuriant 
growth of thofe (hoots to the great prejudice of 
them both. The negkft of doing this work early 
tvill ocO^Lfion much more trouble, and greatly in- 
ju^ your trees. Where this work is neglefled 
this month, the trees cannot be brought into fo 
good order by any after-management the fame year. 

Where apricots and peaches have been left too 
thick when firft looked over, ihcy flioulJ be tlilnrcd 
the beginning of the month, obferving never to 
leave two or more fruit to^^ether (as is too often 
praQifed by covetous perfons) tho' there be but a 
fmall crop on the trees, for the leaving of the fruit 
fingle, will make thofe left on much larger and 
better flavoured, and render the trees flronger for 
fucceeding years : whereas, when they are over- 
xh^irged with fruity they are often fo much ^«eak- 
ened as not to be recoverable in lefs than three or 
four years, notwithftaoding they may be under the 
moft ikilftft management ; befides,- one* dozen of 
fair v^-eii-flavoured fruit is preferable to five or fix 
dozen o\ fuch as are fmall and ill-nourinied, -and 
will feH for more money in the markets. The dif- 
tance aiiowed to all forts of fruits muft be propcr- 
tionabie lo their ufualfizes; for in (lance, the mid- 
dling or fmaU peaches ^and nedarities^ five or -fix 
in^^hcs afunder is fufficient, but for the large (brts 
eight inches is full near enough. This muft aKo 
lie proportioAcd to the ftrcnglh of the treesj and 

, of 
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of ' the bnmctieroii which they grow: for weak 
trees timuid htm a left number of fratt left on 

them than thofe which are ftrong, becaule they are 
lefs capable ot nouniliing them ; and fuch branches 
as are weak muft not have much froit left on them 
for the fame reafon, becaufe when branches are 
overcharged with fruit, they are often rendered fo 
jfweak as to be liable to fuffer by the leaA incle- *- 
rnency of the feafon. Pecahcs and neflarinej, 
whofe fruits are only produced on the (hoots of ilie 
^ ibrmer year, {hould not ^have move than two or 
three fruit left upon a branch where it is ftfong^ 
and but one on thofe that are very weak. 

You muft now look carefully over your vines^ - 
ttnd flop fuch ihoots as have fruit on them at the 
lecond or third joint beyond the fruit, aniJ tFain 
ihe branches clofe to the wall in a regular ordejrj 
faut tUe ihaots tas are-defigned for bearing ihe fuc* 
ceedmg-year, (hould not be flopped until the latter 
end of the next month, or the beginning of July; 
jUlfor when they are flopped too foon, the lower buds 
i>ften pufh out weak (hoots, which is a great pre-* 
. judiceto liicm. At the fame time you mull rub 
off all w^ak trailing branches clofe to the places 
where they are produced, for if fuiFered to remain, 
they will occafion a great confufion of branches, 
whereby the fruit will be greatly retarded in their 
growth, and the ftioots for bearing the following 
year will be greatly weakened. If this be duly 
-ctoferved, there will never be a neceffity for diveft- 
ing the (hoots of their leaves t<^let the air and fun 
the fruit, as is by fome iinikilful perfens too 
often praftifed, to the injury both-of the fruit and 
branches. For the fruit always require to be 
.Screened by fome leaves, otherwife the fun and air . 
will harden, and inftead of accelerating, will re- 
' tard their ripening ; and the; ihoots require theif 
- knves to bfpire and perfpirev vdhcceby-* they dif- 
xharge the iupe^fluous moiilure.

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In maiik weather you muft iodk WffyAlf after 
fnatls, efpecially in the evenings nd -liiQfimBgs, #r 

after warm (bowers, when they will come from 
behind watl trees, and other places of fhtl^r, fo 
may be eafity taken : fehefc are grest enetmes to 

choice fruir, but efptc Lilly to peaches, neSarines^ 
.and apricots. 

If ihe feafon prone dry, yon moft not forget ie 
-refrefti the trees lately planted with water; in doing 
\vthich it will be pioper to iprinkle the water oirer 
,all ibetr branches^ which will be of great fentke \m 
waffling off dtrft and filth which th^r leaves may 
have contra£led ; and open the pores of the flioois, 
4¥hich in very dry weather are niaoy times almoil 
^tofedy whereby the tteesfuifer greatly 4 nor is the 
water, whenpouied to the root only, capabL of 
wlieving ibem when in this condition 4 this is on« 
reafoity why rain is tmch more effa^oal than^*am^ 
ficial watering : but thefe waterings fhowld be al- 
,ways performed in the evening after the heat of the 
day is over, that the water may have time to ibak 
down to the roots^ and the ^ioif>ure be dried off 
from the leaves by the mornings fun ; for when thfe 
Is done in the morning, .and the heat oh the {on 
coming apon the trees foon af\er^ the leaves are 
frequently fcalJed iliertby ; the fpherical drops of 
water which remain on their furtace^ cauiing the 
rays of the fun to converge to a focus me^eting m 
a,polnt. 

Keep the borders about your fruit-trees clear 
from weeds, and alfoifom all ftrong^gro wing plants^ 
which will exhaiift the goodneb of the foil^ to thefr 
great prejudice; this Ihould aifo be carefully cdj- 
ferved in the nurfery for the fame reafoQ. 

About the middle of this month you muft took 
over your vinfeyard grapes, taking off dangling 
ihoets^ ajid (lop thofe which have fruit upon tiiem, 
which muft mow be failened to the ftakes to pr^ 
vciii theii b^ing broken by wiads^ l^^t the {Iwots 

. - • for 
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for thencuft yeAfh bearlog itiuft be tratnetf upright 
to the (lakes, and not ftopped until the end of ihe 
next moath M-.tbe beginning oi; July, tor the rea* 
Ibns before given for the wall vines. 

You miift alfo obferve to keep the ground in the 
vineyard very clear from weeds, and fufier no forts 
of plants whatever to grow between the row of 
vines, for nothing can be more prejudicial than 
permitting weeds or plants to grow in vineyards. 

The vines and .other fruit-trees againfi hot 
walls, (hooW' now ^have a large fhare of air when- 
evcf the ueathcr will permit, othcrwife their fhoots 
mitt be drawn too weak, and the trees thereby 
rendered fhort in th^ir 4vratton: the apricot?, 
penches, and other ftone fruit-trees acfainfl: thefe 
wajls, Ihouid be frequently watered ; for as the 
rain will bettcluded from both the trees and bor- 
ders by the covers, this mnft be fopplitd with wa- 
ter, fprinkled all ovei^ the iKanches carefully in the 
evening, for the rcafons before given. 

Toward the latter end of this month break oS 
the chy from trees gr^ifted in the fpriiig, and 
. loofen their bandages, otherwife they will be fub- 
jeft to break off where they are pinched with the 
bafs in windy weather.

Work to be done in the NuRS*ERT^ 

You muft carefully ke^ the ground hoed be- 
' stweea the youi^g trees^ for nothing is more iii|ttrt- 
ous to. them than to Tuffer. weeds or/ other plants to 
,graw amongft them, for thefc rob them of their 
jiouriAiment ; and it weeds are permitted to get 
^Vength^ it will be much mofe trouble to root ^ 
them out afterwards. Nor (hould you plant any 
kitchen herbs between your row-s of jtrees (as is 
.by fome^ unikilful and covetous perfons .pra^fcd v)' 
for thefe will draw all the nourilhment from theno^ 
'^nd render them weak and unhealthy. 

The .middle of the month you-ifXiuA look over 
your grafts^ and take off the loam from them, .and 
.thofe faftencd With bandages fhould noiv be un- 
»tied, cOVherwife the graft will be pinched at the 
yttodny and be in danger 4>f Jbreaking off with the 
w ind ; and where there are any (hoots put out from^ - 
;the flocks below the graft, they (hould. he rubbed 
;off, otherwifc -you will Tob the .grafts «of their 
jiouriflimet^t. You (hould alfo look over the trec« 
budded the laft feafon, and when you obferve the 
ileaves to curl up by beinig infeftcd with infefls, 
j>ull off the curled leaves, otherwife ihey will fpoU 
the upright fhoot; and if there are any Hioots 
j)roduced from the flocks under the bud, they 
fhoutd alfo be emitely rut;ibe4. off for the reafon , 
;before given. I 

Where your buds or grafts have made vigorous 
ibootSj it will be proper to fupport them with (hor4; 
ftakesi otherwife they will be in danger of being 
broke out of the flocks by'ftrong windsj efpeciaily , 
ihofe in expofed fit uai ions. - . ' ' 

'Your feed-beds of young plants muft now be 
carefully weeded, and in dry weather frequently j 
* refreibed with water^ oiherwiie they will be fo ] 
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ftinted as not to nriake any progrefs the fame feafon* 
Your young plants of cedars, firs, pines, cy- 
preft, bay, arbutus^ juniper^ hoily^ i^c. muft 
now be often refreibed with water; this* (hould 
not be given to them in large quantities*, bin l ather 
often and moderate. You mu& alfo obferve to 
fhnde them from the fun in the middle of the day^ 
towhVeh if they are to much expoftd while young. 
It is often very deftruftivc to them j as are alfo the 
drying winds- which frequently Veign in the fpring, 
and' ^re very often the deftruQion of* nombens of 
plants by drying their tender ftcrrt?. 

You m-^y now make layers of the double knd 
fingle virgrns* bower; aird ' other climbing plants ; 
for many of thefc will'not- put Oiii rears from ih^ 
old woody ihoots, bat the tender brandies of ihe 
fi^ine year's growth laid down tir this month or the' 
beginning of the next* will take root ^ery \vell.- 
You may alfo lay down alateniufes, phillyreas,/ 
and' fom» other emgreen- treesj which alfo take 
root better from young ihoots than old branches. 

If this month prove very dry, you mart continue 
to water fuch evergreens and other young trees as 
were removed the Taft month, other wife they will' 
fuffer greatly. Bat do this with cauilon, for many 
people deft roy their trees by over- watering iheml- 
J&lfa renew the mtikh round the trees^ to prevent 
the fan and wind from drying the grx)uhd. Where' 
the roots of new-planted trees are carefully mulch- 
,©d, if they have water once a week in dry weatherr 
it will bifufficient,. 

IVork $Q be done in ihe Flower-Garden^ 

The beginning of this m6nth you Ihould take up* 
your ohoice hyacmth roots which are paft flower*- 
kng«.and lay them horizontally in a bed of earth > 
to ripen/ leaving their leaves and ftems out of the 
ground to decay,, in the manner directed in the 

' ' Garden £Ji<&: ^ 
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Gardeners Dictio»a&y> under the article 
Jhyaclnih. 

Shade yowr choice tulips, ranunculufes, ane- 
monies, and othtr curious flowers now blowing 
from the fun, during the heat of the day^ which 
will continue them in beauty much longer thaaif 
fully expofed. 

Take up roots of faffron and oiher forts of au- 
tumnal crocus, as alfo cotchrcunls^ antomnal ama* 
rylils, hxii-ianihus, Perfian cyclamen, and pancra- 
tium^ Ur^bole leaves are by this time decaying^ and 
fpread them on mats tQ the (hade to dry; after 
^vhich forne. of the forts may be kept in bag^ until 
July, when it will be a proper feafon for planting 
them again* But the Perfiaa cychimen fliould not 
be kept long but of the ground, and thofe other 
roots fhould be guarded from rats and mice, other- 
wife they will deftrpy them. 

This is alfo a good feafon to tranfplant fuch of 
tlj- bulbous and tuberofe-rooted flowers as blow in 
auiuain, which Oiould be done when their leavea 
are decayed; as the antumnd cyclamen or fow« 
bread, fiarry autumnal hyacinth, f^c. providtd 
their leaves are dcQAycd, otherwife it fhould be dc* 
ferred a little longer, but the roots Ihould not be 
kept long out of the ground. 

Clean the borders of your flower-garden from 
weeds, which, if permitted to grow at this feafen 
will be more diflicuU to deflroy, dnd.caufe a dnt 
of trouble to extirpate afterwards.. 

About the Qiiddle of this month, i£ the feafon 
prove favourable, you may plant out your hardy 
anniial:^, luch as marvel of Peru, fweet fultan, 
Clilna flarwort, fwect refeda, called mignonette 
d'FgypS French and African mangolds, comncion 
female balfamine, capHcum, brown jolly or tgg 
plant, z.innia, foreign thorn apple, double China 
pink, fpiked amaranths, ^d feveral other forts^ 
vbicb^ if artfully difpofed, will afford an agree* 

' able 



jfotepleafure, after the beauty of the fpring is paftf 
feut they ftiauid be thoroughly inured lb the open 
air before they are tranfplanted out of the hot-bed. 
Sow ilwarf annuiil flower-feeds in patches upoa* 
tlw borders of the fliower-gardeo, where they are 
intended to remain, as candy tuft, Venus look* 
iifig-glafsy Venus navel wort, dwarf annnual ftocksy 
iwarf lychnis, LobcIV catchfly, convolvulus mi* 
nor, ,fnails and caterpillars, with many other kinds ; 
ibefe will fucceed thofe fown the former month,, 
iind hereby the borders may be kept in beauty 
through the fealon ; and alfu plant the fevcral kinds 
ef lupiue^ fweel fcented peas, Tangier peas, feed» 
of the Indian na(lurttum> large convolvulus, and 
'©iher <ilimbing annual plants, where they may 
Iia;ve fOMi to fpread, and have fome fupport ; in 
which places they will flower, and make a beautiful 
lippearance late in the autumn*. 

Tranfplaiu foch biennial and* perennial flowers 
a^were fown- in the flower-nurfery in March, if 
they are grown large enough for the purpofe, into- 
beds oiF fr^ earth in the GMt nurfery, where 
they may remain till the latter end of September, 
beginning of Oftober,, when they muft be 
iiemoved into the borders of the flower- garden : of 
' thefe forts are Canterbury belU, French honey- 
suckles, fweet wiiliams, pinks, columbines, fox- 
gloves^ Greek valenan, hollyhocks^ with many 
Qthers*. 

Tie up the fpiudles of carnations, dl veiling them 
1^ all iide pods, whichi if permitted to remain on, 
would weaken the principal flower; and alfo put 
•down (licks to faiien the flems of all flowers which 
are fifing up to blow^ otberwjfe they will, be in 
lianger of being broken by the winds. 

In this month, if the young flower-ftalks of the 
'feveral forts of lychnidea, the late flowering after 
w ftarwort with narrow leaves,, and the double 

(carlet 
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fcarlet lychnis, are cut ofF and planted in a fhady 
border, they will take root very well; and this is 
the beft method of propagating (everal of thefe 
perennial flowers* The cuttings of tfie ftarwort 
' will make good plantSj, and produce flowers the 
following autumn. 

A4ake a frefli hot-bed for amaranthufes, dou* 
He-ftriped balfamine, and other tender exotic an- 
suals^ and put them into larger pots of good earthy 
placing them upon the hot* bed, and fill up the in* 
terfticesljetween the pots with earth; if care be 
taken of them at this time, they will be very ftrpng 
and beautiful^ and from thefe plants good feed^ 
may be obtained. 

Your auriculas, now paft flowering, fhould be 
removed into a fhady fituation (not under* th^ 
droppings of trees, which will rot them ;) but ra- 
ther in the {hade of buildings, where they are exr 
poffd to the open air ; in which place they ipuft 
^ remain, until the heat of fummer, is oven 

Tranfplant ftock-gilliflowers, wall flowers, feed- 
ling pinks, carnations, and other perennialj fc^ed- 
ling^ fibrous-rooted flowers in ^ moift weather; 
and fow (bme feeds of annual, fcarlet, and purple 
llock-gilliflowers, wliich will produce (horter plants, 
and often endure the cold of the next. winter 
better than tbofe fown earlier, and are become 

larger plants.^ . . 

Toward the latter end of the month you may 
take up fuch of the early 1)iowing tulip roots^ 
whofe leaves are decayed ; alfo fpring crocus, fnow- 
. drops, andfomeof the forward apemonies, if their 
leaves are decayed; after' which, the root6 which 
are intended to be taken up, (hould not be permit- 
ted to remain long in, the ground, led they fend out 
new fibres. , 

Plant fome tuberofe roots upon a moderate hbt-» 
bed, to fuccced thofe planted in March and April.; 

by which naeihod> you may continue a fucccflion of 

this 
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this fragrant flower until the end of October ^ 
beauty. ' . 

Your pots t>r tuba of feedlin^ irifesy narcKTufesj 
tulips, and other bulbous- rooted flowers, . flioald 
be removed into a ihady Hiuation the beginning of 
this month (if it vras not done in April,} where 
they muft' remain until autumn; nothing being 
more injorious to thefe youngTOOts than expofing 
ihem to the violence of the fun in fuoimer, elpe* 
cially thofe in tubs or pots : thofe in beds fhould be 
alfo (haded with mats in the heat of the day. 

Toward the end of this month the leaves of the 
Guernfey liiies.will decay, - when their roots flioald 
be tranfplan^ted; and at this feafon they may be- 
fiifely tranfported, becaufe you may keep them twp 
months ont of the ground without injury; • 

The young plants of fcabioafes, f^eet fultan, 
I-ndian pink, chryfanthemam, buphthalmum, fweet ^ 
rcfcda or mignonette, andOriental perficaria, may 
now be planted into the beds or borders of the' 
flower-garden, where they wiil make a beautiful ' 
appearance, and give a fragrance when they flower, -

Cleanfe the leaves of aloes and other teildfercx-^ 
oltc plants' from duft and filtb» which they coiw 
tra£^ed in the ho»(e during the winter, afid eut 
off all decayed leaves, for now ihe wounds given 
to thmi will foon heat ; this id alfo a proper time 
to cat cfF the heads of thofe forts of aloea whtch>^ 
grow with Jarg€ items, and ftldom aftord off-fets ' 
fo that there is no other mietbod to proiiagafie tiiem^ 
than by taking off their* heads for planting, ani 
thereby caufing their flenis to fend fonh a freflv 
filoot or two ; but obferve to leave three or fdur 
good lea%»es upon the ftem to draw the fap, other- 
wife the ilem will decay wiihout producing any 
new head ; youf muft alfo keef them \n the houfe^. 
and not expofe theWi abroad to the wet^ until the 
wounds are peifedly healed ; and if plunged tQto^ 
a fiioderale hot*bed^ it wli4 facilitate their ihooting*. 

Turn over you^ heaps of compoft to prevent 
weeds growing on them ; and the oftener this is- 
dtme^ the better wilkhey he mixed,, andofweeteoed 
for life. 

Bring out all your hardy exotic plants, fucb ae^ 
dikifes, geraniums, phyli<ra> celaftrus, fe^tel^Feey^ 
'ambcr-trcc, at fiotifes, hermannia«, yellow Indian 
and Spmiilh jaffnines» poly gala fruteken^, hy^ri^ 
cum from Minorca, &&agos^ rhus, oleaitders^ Afrt* 
can fcabioufes, pMomis, fprmg cyclamen, lentif- 
Cttfes, with ff^veral other for ta^ as will bear the 6pefl ' 
atr, but observe to ptace them ifi a' (hady fFtuation 

for a fortnight; for if they are immediaiely expbfed 

to the full fun^ it wilt change th^ir. leaves' to a 

brown colour^ and caufc the plMls^fd ap^^ear very 
uufightly. ' , . . . 

The 
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' 'The exotic plaou ^vhich- are to be continued 
longer in the faouTef muft now be brought fonvard. 
lo the windows, that they majr have a great fhare 
of frelh air (efpecially if the ^feaion be warm 
f>iberwife they will draw very weak, and cliange ta 
a pftlelangaid eotosr; and where they have beeit 
drawn too weak to bear the fun, \l the glafles are 
ftaded ia the beat oi the day, it will be better 
than to etpofe rhem toe much to the fun untit 
they are more hardened. You fhould alfo obferve 
to cleanfe their leaves and ihoet^ from infe^s^ 
which are very apt to iafefi ifaem in the hoafe^ 
cfpccialfy where the plants are much crouded ; and 
if they are not wafhed ofir in time they will greatly 
injure them, efpecialiy the coffee^ tree, wiiich im ' 
now flowering, and frequently tirfefted' with thefii 
fniall vermin, appearing like duft upon the leaves^ 
which (hould be immediately waihed oS, other«» 
wtfeihey wtU fpread in a ihort time over moft of 
them. 

U the feafon prove cool, and the bark- bed where 
your ananas are placed^' ihould abate of its heat,i 
you nfuft ftir it up again, and 'mix a-litrle new bark: 
wiih it, which will renew the heat, and forward* 
the fruit: it wtU atfo be of great ferviae to the 
young plants, defigned for fruiting the nesttyear^ 
for if the tan-beds are kept in a kindly heat all the 
iummert and a fufficient fhare of air admitted to 
them^ they will become ftrong and* healthy^ and 
produce large fruit. At this time (hift the plants, 
intended to produce fruit the fucceeding year, if 
it was not done the laft month, into lai^ pots^' 
that their roots may have room to fpread. But be 
careful not to put them . into pots too large^ fof*' 
ihis will prevent their growth.

THE begimDing of thk mofltfa^ traolplaBt 
cabbage and favoy ptants^, ta fupply the ^ 

kitchen in winter, either on an open fpot of ^ 
ground^ or between rows of beans^ cauliSowers^ 
i^c^ which cnay be takw off the ground \n a fhorl 
time, whereby they will have rooai to grow; and 
being fhaded by, the other crops at firA plantings \ 
vill takerQOt fooner Ifaan if quite etpofcd to the 
fun ; and by obferving to put one crop to fncceed 
another, a (kilful perfon will produce more vegc- 
t^blfs from one acre of land^ than others can from 
two or ihreCf which i$ what every perfon, who it 
acquainted wiih the London gardeners pradice 
muil be convinced of« - 

The cauliflower plants (own the laft* month for 
winter ufe, will be (it to tranfplant toward the 
end of this ; when they fliould be pricked out into 
beds, of rich earthy obferving to (bade them untile 
theyihave taken root ; and be fare ro>water them 
^duly in dry weather, oiherwife they are apt to ftinfe ' 
and be infefted with infe^. 

Hoe and clean cai^rots^ parfnips^ onions, leel;^,. 
beets^ and all other late crops; for it the weeds 
are permitted to grow at this feafon^ many of ihcm. 
will 0)ed their feeds in a ihort time^ -and become 
trOubiefome hereafter; and the larger forts will 
overbear the crops, and draw them up wcak> to ✓ 
their great prejudice.. ^ 

You 
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You may yet make flips or cuttings of (age, 
fofemaryt fl«echas, lavender, hy{fop> winter favory^ 
and other aromatic plants ; tho' it were better if 
done earlier in the year, becaufe this month often 
proves hot arnd dxy, and the plants having long 
tender (hoots, arc in greater d^srer of mifcarrying* ' 
Thefe cuttings fliould have a fmall part of the for- 
mer year's (hoot to theai^ whieb is the fureft me- 
thod of fticeeft. ' ; 

Plant out young plants of all forts of fwcet herbs 
fpwn in March ; as thyme, hyffop, fweet-n\arjp- 
Fmi| tf^: and atfb clary> bomtr, fbrrel, nlarigoWs». 
and many other forts, obfefving to allow them 
xoom enough to fprcad, which will render them 
tnuch ftronger than thofe which remiiita (n the 
ifeed-faeds ; but thefe muft be duty wttered, and the * 
fweet herbs planted m beds fhbuld be fcreened froiK 
the fuQ until they have taken root. 

Cieaf and hoe the grbund wMreon yotkr* earfteft' 

cauliflowers grew, which will b^ all gone by tlie 
middle or latter end of this month. And if you 

have ftdgts of ctieunibers or melotia tisAit bef wmn 
the rows of elittlt<towef3^ (as i«f the pfafttce of the 

London gardeners,) dig all the ground between 
the ridges of cucumbers, and lay otit- the Vt^es tit^ 
regular order ; this not onty looTen the ground 
for theVr roofs^ but alfo dtrtroy the* weeds and fen- - 
der the furface of the ground whclfomer for the 
vines to he upon : in doing this, be very baleful 
not to bruife or break the vines, wlilch would be^ 
very injurious to them ^ and (if poflible) let it be 
done in moiH weather. 

I^ow yoti (hould ' fiti t>|^ thfe alleys between your 
lafl ridges of melons ? if this be done with loam 
and very rotten gow dung mixtd^ or with rotten 
tan, and the whole trodden dbwrn very clofe, the 
plants will not require any water afterwarrf-^ ; for 
if their roots have depth enough of ftrong land or 

taot^ihey will produce a mucb^ greater crop of fruit 
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than tbofe planted on ,ihaUow beds^ which mud 
• be wateredj imd.tbe fruit will be much better ftic 
voured. 

I Sow turnips upon a uiolS fpol of ground, wliea 
there is a profpe£t of rain ^tn a little time, for 
tnoiilure will bring up the plants in a few^aya^ but 
in dry weather the feeds will remain in ihe ground 
and not vegetate ; befides^ if the plants come up^i 
and the weather continues very hot and dry, the fl/ 
will take them and deilroy them in a (hort time- 
To pre^vent which, fonae farmers fteep their feeds 
in water (bongi/ impregnated with mtr% and 
ftilphur* 

The beginning of the month you may fow feme 
broccoli feed for the fecond crop, and finnochia 
to fucceed that fown the middle of the former ; 
in very hot weather this plant w^ll not remain good 
above a fortnight before it runs to feed, fo that d 
it be not often fowiif there will be a wamt. to fup« 
ply the kitchen. 

Tranifjlaat celery into (haltow trenches fof 
.btanchingy. allowing abo^t four or fiVe incbts fpace 
between them in the rows; and make the trenchef 
three feet afunder, that there miy be room enough 
between 4bem to earth up the pUnu when fuU 
grown# 

Plant the lad crop of kidney-beans to fucceed 
thofe planted in May ; and fow brown JCNitcb, und 
common cabbage lettuces for a late crop i tr^ni^ 
plant fuch lettuces as were fown the begsinning of 
May, obferving to place them in a (hady fituation, 
but not under trees, nor too near walls or ojiher 
buildings, which will draw them up weak and- pre* 
vent their cabbaging.

Thin- the finnochia plants Awn th-e fbnticr 
month, obferving to aliovv ihem room enough to 
grow, otherwiie they will draw up weak, and ne- 
ver fwell at bottom ; but thofe taken- out (hould" 
not be tranfplanted, for they rarely are good^or any 
thing, being very fubjeQ: to ruiv to feed before 
they arrive to any.fize. 

The brocioli fown in Mvty (hould --be now prickl- 
ed out into beds at about three inches afunder, 
where they will grow ftrong, in order for planting 
out the next month; for where they are fuffered^ 
to grow in the feed-bed too long they draw up^ 
weak, and never- produce fo good heads as thofe- 
that are (hort and ilrong in the ftenis., 

. Weed- and thin- the plants-'in your' cncumbcr 
holes which were fown for pickling; obfervrng to* 
leave but four of the ftrongcQ aod beft Atuated^ 
plants in each hole; aod^at the fame time earth up 
their (hanks, which will greatly ftrengthen thenii* 
and water them to feliie the earth. 

Plant^out eardoona for good, allowing each plant* 
four feet rOem, otherwife they cannot be earthed* 
up fo high as they require when fully ^own. 
- In drj weather gather feeds of the forts that are 
fipe, fpreading fhem upon mats or cloths* to dry,, 
before tljcj are riibbcd or beaten oat of their hulks- 
or pods. 

Gather herbs for di-ying-of fiich forta as are now- 
^in flower, w/s; cardaus benediSus, naint, lavender,, 
clary, fagc, marigold flowers, £!?(r. and hang 
«*lhem.up or fpread them on cloths in a (hady placet 
where they may dry letfurely, which vriW render 
th em better for any pyrpofe, than if dried in the 
fuo ;. and this is the beft- feafoa for difliUing mo A; 
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forts of herbs^ which being now in flower^ are 
much/better than when fufFered to Aand longer. 

Your melon plants growing upon beds not deeply 
earthed> and are now fetting their fruit, (hould be 
fliaded in the heat of the day with mats If the 
weather prove very warm, otherwife thetr fruit will 
^op^ and be vCarefuI not to give them too niuch 
* water, which 4s o&en injurious to them. Thebeft 
method is to water the alleys between the beds, 
which will foak through to the roots of the plantSj, 
;and thereby fuppiy them with moifture ; and there 
will be no danger of the plants retting by this nne- 
thod, as the water will not come near iheir Uems. 

Gather up fnails in the morning and evening** 
and after fliowers of rain, at wiiich limes they wilt 
«€ome«abroad from their holes and places oi harbour^ 
Vmd are eafily deflroyed. 

' The wcedi) which now come up in moft gar- 
Hens are, wild orach, nightlhade, thorn-apple, 
^roundfei, fow-thifties, (hepherd^s-purfe, dande* 
lion, pimpernel, £5*r. which, if permitted to grow, 
will foon fhcd their feeds, whereby the ground will 
'be piointiitiUy ftocked with them, md by their 
;growth aincng crops wiH foon get the better of 
xbem, and ipoil all the plants near them: 

You may «now tran^lant 4eeks out of the feed* - 
ieds into the places where they are to remain, ob- 
Terving to water them untU they have taken root : 
this is often praftifed in fmaU gardens where any 
early crop of beans or cauliflowers has been pro- 
duced on the fame ground, before the leel^s are 

planted on it. ^ 

The young afparagus-beds planted. in March^ 
ibould be l^ept very clean from weeds, which^ if . 
permitted to grow, will foon weaken the roots, 
.and fometimes deilrOy thein. For wherever a lar|^ 
V^cd happens tpiland near any of the afparagus 
plants, their roots will infinuatc themfelves be- 

^twjcea ihoie 0^ the a^lpaiagus^ fo that in pulling 
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up the weeds, the rcots of afparagus are olten 
icatx^n with them.

Qbferve in this month (as directed in the former) 
to keep the groond |}ftwcien your rows tif trees in 
the nurfery entirely clear from weeds, for they are 

very injurious to the trees ; and nothing can have a 
worfe«appearance thati a nurfery over^grown with 
weeds, therefore this caution cannot be too often 
repeated : obferve alfo tt keep the feed beds in 
which the feeds of trees and fhrubs were fown, en- 
tirely clear from weeds ; for thefe plants being 
young" arc foon greatly injured,- if not totally de-- 
fliO) ed by tRcm. , . 

Toward the latter end of thi^ month you muft 
begin to bud apricots, and fome early peaches mnjf 
neQsirines, but in this be guided by the condition 
of the trees foni whence the cuttinzs are taken; 
for if the feafon has proved very dry, the buds will 
not eafily part from the Ihoot, in which cafe it will 
be proper to defer this work a little longer. 

Obferve to renew the mulch about your new- 
planted trees where it is decayed, for at this feafon, 
if the weather proves dry, the lyioifture of the earth 
will be exhaled, and the young fibres Will foon be 
dried up, where this work is n^ carefully per- 
formed. 

You may yet lay down the tender (hoots of virgin 
bower, paflton-ftowers, and many other climbing 

plants, whofe fnootsof the fame year put out'roots 
readily when laid at this feafon; whereas if the 
laying them is deferred till autumn, they/requentiy 
mifcarry , or not haVe roots fit to take off from the 
ftocts under two years; after thefe are laved, ob- 
ferve to water them in dry weather, which will 
greatly promote their taking root. But thefe wa- 
ter in e^s dught not to be too often repeated, nor tod 
much at a time^ for that will rot the tend^^r fibres 
as they pufh out : therefore the bed method is to 
lay fome mulch on the furface of the ground afte^ 

G • till 
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the layers are put down, tt> prevent the fun from 
drying it too fall:, and then a little water will be 
fufBcient, and the layers will more certainly take 
root. You may alfo make layexs of feveral hardy 
exotic trees, which^ if laid in the young "orood^ will 
many of them take root before winter : whereas 
uhcn the older branches are laid down, they fre- 
<juently fail^ and when they fucceed, will be 
much longer before they put out roots : fb that 
whatever fcarce plants you have a mind to increale, 
may be tried this way, fince we are not affured 
what plants will take root with this management. 

Trim up your evergreens according to the ufes 
fgf iwhich they arc deiigned, for if you ftiffer them 
to grow rude in fummer, they cannot be fo ealily 
reduced afterwards ; befides, the ruder they grow, 
the more naked they are near the ftems. . 

Toward the latter end of this month you may 
prick out into beds the feedling plants of all forts of 
pines, which, if carefully fliaded and watered, will 
fbon take root at this feafon ; and thefe plants, will 
be ftronger, and much 'better prepared to -live 
through the following winier, than thofe left in the 
feed-beds, as their rcots will be better fixed in the 
ground, and their ftems Ihorter. All the young 
feedling exonc trees and fhrubs muH now foe taken 
great care of, to fliade many of them from the fun 
in the middle of the day in very hot weather, other- 
wife they will be in danger by the earth being dried 
too faft about their roots : for m they are near the 
furface, the heat in very warm feafons will be too 
l^reat where expofed to the full fouth fun; for the 
ground drying too foonwill occafion often watering, 
whereby their tender fibres are frequently rotted"; 
therefore by fnading them, much labour in watering 
is fuved, .and the plants willpthnve better* 
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H^ork to be dwe in the Pleasure or Flower* 

Garden. 

Tranfplant annua! flowers out of the hot-bed, or 
where they were raifed, into the borders of the 
flower^-gardeii ; fuch as capficums^ balfamines, 
convolvulufes, love apple, Africans, French ma- 
rigolds, amaianthufes, Indian pinks, China ftar- 
wort^ marvel of Peru, chryfanthemums, tobacco^ v 
palma Chrifti, alkekengi, fweet refeda or migno- 
nette d'^gypt, ftramoniums, yellow fultan, car- 
iiifpermum, zinnia of two forts, martynias, fmall- 
leaved bafil, Canary lavender, hibifcua of feveral 
kinds^ £sf r. obferving to do it in a cloudy day^ or 
in an evening, and give them water to fettle the 
earth to their roots. ^ 

You may now lay down your carnations, pinks, 
double fweet Willia.Tis, and fuch other iibrous-rooted 
plants as are propagated by layers, being carefiil to 
water them as foon as done; but givT it them very 
gently, otherwife it will endanger the walhing them 
otrt of the ground, or breaking them ; and this wa- 
tering fhould be frequently repeated, which will 
■greatly faciHiate their rootmg. 

This is a proper feafon for taking up and tranf- 
planting the roots of cyclamens, witillarias, dens 
cahis, fatfron, Perfian iris, fnow-drops, winter 
aconite, fpring erocufes, and fuch other bulbous- 
rooted flowers, vvhofe leaves are decayed, feme of 
whith do not fucceed well if their roots are kept any 
lons^ time out of the tr round, as the dens canis and 
cyclamen; and the Guernfev and belladonna lillies. 
may now betaken up, and cither tranfplanted again 
immediately, or if fent to any diftance, the roots 
niav be wrapped up in wool, which will preferve 
the m for two months or longer. 

Cut off the ftalks of fuch flowers as have done 
blowtn?, and are decaying ; and tie up fuch flowers 
to fticks as are yet to blow, especially your tall 
autumnal plants, being often broken down by the* 

G' % wind. 
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w ind, if they arc cot "timely fupportcd with ftrong 
ftaker. 

Take up your hyacinth roots out of the beds 

* wherein they were laid the former nionth to ripen^ 
and clear them from earth and filth, laying them 
upon a mat in a fliady place to drv, after whicli 
put them into drawers or boxes, where they may en- 
joy the free air, without which they oftca grow 
mouldy and decay. ^ 

It is now time to take up the roots of tulips, ane- 
monies, ranunculufes, narciffus, fritillarias, crown 
imperials, tulips, and other bulbous and tubero£r-> 
rooted flowers whofe leaves are decayed, and fpread 
them upon mats in a fhady place to dry ; then clean 
them from filth, and put them up in boxes or bags 
until the feafon for plaoting them» being careful to 
put them out of the reach of rats and mice^ other- 
wife they will eat them up, but efpecially the tulip 

roots. ^ V 

Ydur carnations which begin to break their pods, 
fhoLild be opened in two or three different parts at 
equal diftances, that their flowers may expand 
equally on every fide, otherwife they will throw 
their petstls out only dn bne fide of the pods, where- , 
by the flowers will appear very irregular: obferve 
alfo to ccve<ltliem w ith glafles fnon after their pods 
are open, to fcreen them from moUlure ; and in tbe^ 
heat of the day the i^Iaflesmud be covered with pa« • 
per or cabbage leaves, to fcreen the flowers from 
the heat of the fun, both which are very injurious ^ 
to them ; but feme very euripus perfons make their 
covers for their flowers with oiled paper, which is 
much better ihan glafs, becawfe the heat is not fo 

* great through them, by which means the flowers 
will not be in danger of fcorching as with glafs, ; 
look carefully after earWigsand ants, for if thefecan 
come at the flower?, they will deilt oy them in a 
Aoutime, by eating the fweet ends of the petals 

next 
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next the neOrarium, whereby the Itave^i wiil tkil 
out of the pods. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of perennial or bfenniaf 
fibrous-rooted plants as were fown the two former 
months into nurfery-beds, where they fiioidJ be 
allowed room enough to grow till autumn, which 
is the proper feafon' for planting them in the borders 
, of the flower garden to remain : of ihefc kinds are 
French honeyfuckles, feedling pinks, fweet Willi- 
ams, (lock gilliflo\vcr^^, columbines, dames-o-illi- 
flowers, Canteiburjr bells, hollyhocks, fcabioufes, 
'wail-flowers carnations, fox-glpves, campanulas, 
£^r. all of which muft Be raifed in the flower-nur- 
ferj^ the firrt feafon; and in the autufnn tranfplant- 
c(l into the flower-garden, to flower the fiDliowing 
fummer.

The orange-trees being now in flower, fliouiJ be 
conftantly fupplied with water in dry weather, to 
encourage them to fet their fruit ; and the eai th on 
the furface of their tubs and pots iliould be (lirrcd, and 
fome rotten neats dung laid thereon, raifmg it round 
the outiide of the tubs or pots^ fo as to make aa 
hollow to cdntatn the water ; but never lay any 
new dung upon the pots, nor put any flitep or 
deer dung into the water to enrich it, as by too 
many peiibns pra6tifcd, to the great prejudice of 
their trees ; for thefe ftrongly impregnated waters, 
inllead of affording nou! ifhment, caufe their leaves 
to change to a pale yellow colour, and the trees are 
apt to ftower out oi the proper feafon, which ren-* 
ders them weak, and many times deftroys them in 
two or three years time. The heft water for thefe 
^trees is fuch as Is taken from rivers or ponds, where 
it is fiiUy expofed to the fun and air ; fo that if you 
have no other than fpring or well water, it fhoutd 
always be expcfed to the fun and air two nr three 
, da) s before ufed. Alfo gather off the flowers as- 
they blow, leaving but few upon each tree for 
fruit; and thofe only upon the (Irongeft brmches, 
and where beft fituated to ftand. 

Plant cuttings of iiiyrtlcs in a bed of light rich 
earth, obferving to water and ihade them until 
^ they have taken roof; now you may plant 
cutrings of geraniums, cytifufes, leonurufes, dorias, 
elichryfums, hcrmannias, African fages, othonna, 
African marigolds, lantanas, halleria, African ilar- 
wort> ciftufes, fabagos, lotufes, arfi^otis, conyuf, 
African fumachs, and many other exotic plants

You may now (hift fuch of your green- houfe 
plants, putting thofe that require k into larger pots^ 
obferving to pare oiF ad the mouldy and decayed 
roots, which generally grow round next the fides 
of the pots ; and take out as much of the old earth 
from the ball as you can convenicilitTy, without 
leaving their roots too bare. When they are new 
planted, they fhould be placed in a fhady fuimion, 
where they may. be defended fromilrong winds j it 
will alfo be* proper to fupport them by driving 
ftakes into the ground at proper diftances, to which 
a rail ftould be faflened at a convenient height 
.from the ground, and their ftems faftcncd to the 
^rail> to prevent the wind fi*om difplacing them un- 
til they have taken new root^. after which remove 
them to the places where they areto remain during 
the fummcr feafon, which fliould be in a fheitered 
l^tuation : but it will be proper to faften their ftems 
when removed to a rail, to prevent their being^ 
,|)k)wn down by the wind. 

Take off cuttings fiom the feveral kinds of ce- 
.icufes, fedums, euphorbias, mefcmbryanthemi^ 
cotyFedons,^ Indian (ig, crafltilaSs klenias^ and orher 
fucculent plants as are wanted for an increafe, lay- 
ing them in a lhady part of the ftove for about a 
fortnight, that their wounded parts may heal over 
before they are planted, otherwife they wilt be in 
danger of rotting. 

Stir up the bark In the hot beds which have been 
long made, and where it is wanted add fome new- 
bark to them, which will renew their heat^ and 
plunge the pots down again immediately; this 
fhould be done in foft warm weadier when there is 
little wind, left by expoiing the plants in cold wea« 
thcr to the open air, tlicy (hould fuffer ; or if the 
weather is bad, they fliould be carnied into the 

ftove 
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ftove while this is doing, for tender plants wiii 
not bear the open air, when theXvind is ftrong or 
cold. ' - ^ 

In hot weather you iTioiiId give air freely to your 
moft tender exotic plants: and in fmall (loves 
where the .plants are near the glaffes, it will be of 
great fervice to the plants to ftade the glaffes xvith 
mats in the great heat ofthe day; but in large 
floves wheie they have room, they will not re- 
quire to be (haded unlefs when new potted, till 
they have taken frefli root. 

Tranfplant feeJIing exotic plants raifed in the 
fpring into rtp-iiate puts, and fuch of them as are 
" very tender Ihould be pianged into a freA hct-bed? 
to promote their growth ( but the Jui dy ones will 
only require to be fiickcred until they have taken 
root, after which time they may be removed to the 
places where they are to remain the Tummer 
leaiun. * 

You may now lake up the roots ofthe Canary 
campanula, and mod of the bulbous and mberous- 
rooted plants which come from the Cape ©f Good 
Hope ; as the hamanthiw, African comflag, blue 
• tuberous-rooted crinum, flfyrinchiums, fquills.Per- 
fian cyclamen, cunonia, watfonia, antholyza, lixia 
orDithogaluras, and feveral other forts wbofe leaves 
are decayed : at this time their roots may be falely 
tranfplanted, or wifl bear to be carried to a diftant 
place if they are carefully wrapped up in mofs ; but 
fome will require to be planted into ppts of frefh* 
earth njimediately, placing them where tfcey may 
have the mormng fun till eleven o'clock,- and «ive 
them now and then a little water in verydrv wea-- 
ther, but do u fparingly until they pufliforth ne«r- 
teaves J for much water at this .feaf«n, ,v hen the 
roots are ajmoft inaaive, will rot them. 

This is alfo a proper feafon for tranfplantia* the 
roots of the Ouernfey and belladonna lilies, their 
iMvcj being ^entirely decayed, at this time frell, 
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roots (hould be procured from abroad ; for thofe 
taken up afterwards, when they have put out new 
rcotSy feldom fucceed fo well^ The roots of the 
former (hould be planted in pots filled with the foU 
lowing compoft, or in a warm border where they 
can be fcreened with mats in hard frofls to preferve 
their leaves ; viz. one third part of frefh e^th from 
a pafture, a third part of fea fand, and a third part 
of lime uibbifti. Thtf^: iliould be well mixed, Mnd 

^ the bottoms of the,po(s or the borders covered with 
ftonesi to pake an open palfage for the water to 
drain off ; then fill the pots with the compoft and 
place the roots therein, and fet the pors in a fitua- 
tion wiiere they may enjoy the nnorning fun, but 
give them but little water until they begin to puili 
out their leaves, and afterwards they (hould have 
It fparingly. 'I he fecond fort which is pretty 
hardy^ wijl thrive beft if the roots are planted in 
warm borders: but if the ground is moift, the bor- 
ders (hould be raifed fo high as 'the wet may not 
come near tlie bulbs, and feme rubbilh lliould be 
laid at the bottom lo drain off the moillure. 

The tuberofes which were planted early will now 
b^n to flower, when thofe planted upon the hot- 

^ bed ma^ be removed into pots (preferving as much 
earth as poitble to their roots) and placed where 
"thtj are to remain for flowerii^, obferving to re- 
frmi ilieni oftea} with water; and thofe planted 
later,* in order to fucceed the firft, muft haye as 
much free air as pufTible, and be frequently water- 
ed ; which Will render them ftrong, and caufe them 
fo produce a greater quantity of flowers* 
• The anana plants muft now be frequently refrefh- 
cd with water, but net in too great plenty ; and in 
hot weather they fhould have much free air, efpe-* 
cially thofe under frames ot in very, low ftdves ; &r 
if the glaffes are kept too dole down, their leaves 

will be ii;orch€d^ to the great prejudice of the.plants. 
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laad the fruit will be lefs -delicate ; but if they hare 

too much water, and the glaffes opened too much 
in the day-time (as fome have injudicioudy done,) 
the plants will fuffer as much that w:ay ; for upon' 
proportioning the quantity air and water eqimlly 
depends the whole fuccefi. _ 

The rniddje of this monih you may begin to take 
out of the ftove fome of the hardier ibrts- of aloes 
and^Qther fucculent plants, placipg them at firft in 
the green-houfe, where they may have a large 
fliare of air to harden them for a few days ; then 
they may be placed abroad in a {had^ fituation, 
where fnails and other vermin are not tn too gteat 
plenty ; for when expofed to the violence of the 
fun, as foon asthey are taken out of ihe houfe, they 
change colour, and appear unfightly, theiefore 
fliould be inured to it by degrees ; but if fnails or 
flags can come to them, they will gnaw their 
leaves, and greatly deface them. After the (love 
is thinned of fome of rhefe hardier forts, the other 
more tender plants ihould be placed at a greater 
diftance on the ftands, and cleaned from filih, . 
whereby they will enjoy more air, and be rendered 
ilrQnger and more vigorous ; and fuch as will bear 
the open air in the middle of fummer, will be bet* 
ter prepared to be placed abroad at the end of the ^ 
month.

The beginning of the month ibw the laft crop 
of kidney-beans, in a fituation where they may he 
defended from morning frofts in autumn ; for this 
crop will continue bearing till Michaelmas, pro- 
vided they are not tnjared by fro(F. If the ground 
he very dry when they are planted, i^ will be proper 
to foak the beans fix or eight hours in water before 
planting, which will greatly facilitate their growth : 
the beft fort for this purpofe is the fcarlet-flowering 
kidney-bean, which wiU continue bearing until the 
fioft decays the plants. 

, Cleanfe the ground where the firil crop of cauli- 
flowers grew,. from their leaves which have fcatter- 
ed, and any other rubbiih or weeds ; and if you 
have cucumbers for pickfes between the wide rows 
(as is the common practice of the London garde-* 
ners,) you muft draw up the earrfi round the holcfi, 
m which the plants grow with a hoe, forming it in 
a hollow like a bafon, to contain the water given 
them ; and jf there are cabbages for winter ufe, in 
the narrow "rows (which is aHb by the fame gar* 
' dencrs praftifed,) they (hould have earth drawn to 
their ftems, and the whole ground entirely cleared 
fyom weeds. 

About the end of this month fow fpinach for . 
winter ufe, as alfo cole worts, carrots and onions, to 

ftand the winter for fpjing ufe; and turnip for the 

laft crop ihould now be iowa in the open Held ta 
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come in the fpring. Tranfplant favoys, broccoli, 
and cabbages for fpring ufe, and plant out * caub- 
flowcrs for the autumn crop. 

Plant celery into drills for blanching (if it be the 
Italian fort ; but if the turnip-rooted* it u better to 
plant it on jevel ground^ drawing up a fmalb ridge 
of eaith on each fide to prevent the water from eP- 
coping ; and plant out endive for blanching. Con- 
tinuefollowing all forts of fmali fallet-hei bs, which 
at this feafon foon grow too large for ufe; 

In dry weather, obfeiVe to water the plants as 
have be en lately tranfplanted, and be fiipe always to 
do it iu an evening, for one watering at tj^t time is 
of more fcrvice than three at any other part of the 
day, the moifture having time to penetrate the 
ground (and reach to the extreme fibres of the root, 
by which they receive their nouriihment,) before 
the fun appears to exhale it; wKereaswhen water- 
ed in the morning, the fun coming on foon after, 
the moirture is drawn up before it reaches the root : 
and where there is convenience, lay mulch upon 
tiie furfaceoftbe ground about the roots of the 
jplants. 

You mud now diligently deftroy weeds in every 
part of the garden, which, if fuffered to rematn^ 
will foon perfe£l their feeds; and when permitted 
to^fcatter, wilIfil|itforfeveraly<;ars, tothe no fmall 
trouble of the gardener, as alfo tothe great injury 
of the crops Obferve alfo to clear dujighills from 
weeds, for they arc too often negleded ; ^nd if per- 
mitted to feed there, will be brought into the gar- 
den, and be as troublefomc as if fcattered in it, 
which is what few people rejj^rd, though it is a 
thing of great momenr ; as is atlb the keeping the 
borders round the outfide of the garden free from 
them, efpeclally thofe which have downy feeds, 
for they will be wafted by the winds into the gar* 
denj and produce a jplentiliil fupply. 

Gather 
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Gathe r feeds of fpinach, corn-fiiHct, WeUh oniont 
crefsj and all other foils that are ripe, cutting off 
their flaiks^ and fpreadingthem upon mats or cloths 
in 9 dry ai i y place that they may harden, and then rub 

or beat them out of their hu{ks or pods, and put 
them up iiv a place where vermin cawiot dcftruy 
them. 

Pull op onions, garlicK 5 rocamboles, elchalofs, 

t5?r. when their kavcs bc,^ i 'o wither, and fp read 
them thin in a dry ?.iry 5 !i c that they may be 
perfe^^ly dry btfcrc iv,i4up:or winter ufe. 

Continue to earth i?p yoiu ctlery, planted in the 
■drills the former months, as it adva;i^.' - in height; 
but be carefu! not to dra\Y the ea^?h up into the 
Heart :a( 4)ikidie of the p^nnts, for th^t wiUftop theic 
grovlli and rot them. Tie up the endive which is 
full grown, to blanch if, obferving alwavs to do it in 
diy weather ; (or if the leaves ate mpift vyiiQii lied, 
tkey will .i;ot in the middle. 

Poll up the ftalks o£ beans^ cabbagce» ^f* and 

tjie haulm of peas, and other leguminous plants 
which have done bearings that the ground may be 
'dear; for if they are permitted to remain^ they 
will . harbour vermui, to the prejudice of your act-' 
joining crops. 

Your melon?, which now begin to ripen, (hould 
have no water given them, becaufe it will render 
them watery and tlUtafted ; though perlbns lend of 
very large fruit, find their account in fupplying 
their plants conftantly with water in great plenty, 
efpecially in hot weather ; but they do not regard 
the quality of their fruit, fo much as tjhe fize of 
rhcm; for which reafon the market-earderers al- 
ways prefer the hardy forts of melons, which pro- 
dace the larged fruit, though they are not better 
flavoured than pumkins. • 

You may now repair your young afparagus-beda 
made the laft fpring, by planting frefli planta 

where 
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where any of them have failed ; but it fliould be 
dcme in moift weather. The young afparagus 
planted at this feafon wiii be rdoted before winter, 
and put out fome flioots in the autumn. 

The cucumbers brought up under hand-glafTes, 
being now in full bearing, muft be duly watered in 
dry weather, otherwife They will be cxhauiied in a 
flaort time, and decay. 

Tranfplant the celery into beds which wns fown 
in May, that the plants may acquh'e fti-ength before 
they are planted into drills : ^nd tranfptant fome 
endive, to fucceed that planted the former month. 

Now you may fow the turnip-rooted radifh, 
which will be in great perfedion for the tabfe ia^ 
'Odober, and comtnue good untH the hsurd frofi de:^ 
flroys them ; and where the common fort of radith ii '^ 
- > required for the table in autumn, if fome feeds are 
fown on moid ground the latter end of this month, 
they wiir be fit to draw in a month or five weeks 
after, . and continue good a month longer. 

Clear the artichokes, planted the hCt fpnng^' 
from weeds, and all other crops fown between them, 
that they may have full libert-y to fpread; for if. 
cscnided with any other plants at this feafon, they* 
will produce fmall fi uit; and the artichokes now ^ 
fit for ufe upon the obi ftocks, when gathered^ 
ihould have their ftems broken down clofe to the* 
furfece of tlie ground, that the roots may not be 
injured by leaving the bottom of the ftems upon 
them, as is too often praftifed by unfkilful gar- 
deners, who only cut off the tops of the ftalks of 
their artichokes, leaving the main ftem (landing, 
to the gi cat prejudice of their roots. 

You may now fow fome broccoli-feed for the^ 
laft crop, which will be fit for ufe in April, after 
the heads of all the former crops are gone, when 
there are only the (Ide flioots of them remaining; 
and thcfe lajte fown plants will produce oiuch more 

tender 
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tender heads than any of the fide (hoots of the for- 
mer fowincrs, thoiii(h not fo la: crc as the hcadr. 

Sow fome endive for (he laft crop about the mid- 
dle of this itionth, to fuccecvi thnt fcwn the former 
month, which will not continue fit for ufc much 
longer than 0£lubei ; vvhcrt ^s the phnts of this 
fowing will continue until Apiil, if not deftroyed 
by fevere froft. 

■ Where fmall fallet-herbs are required, they ftiould 
now be fownon north borders, *and repeated ^ery 
threie or four days, for at thia feafon they will fooir 
grow too large for ufe. • 

The cofs, cilicjji, and other forts of lettuce^ 
fbwn the laft month, mud now be tranfplanted out, 
and if the autumn proves favourable, will be fitfor^ 
ufe In September. \^ - \ *

Work to be done in the Fruit -Garden and 

Vineyard, 

The beginning of the month you muft look 
carefully over your waH and efpalier-trc<rs, rubbing 

'off all foreright flxoots that" are produced, and train

< all regular (hoots defigned to remain clofe to the 
wgl! or efpalicr, in their due pofitton, whereby 
the fruit will have the advantage of fun and air to 

ripen them, and give them their proper ^^^^ ^ur. if 
this be rightly executed, there will be no occafion 
to diveft the branches of their leavea^ as is by fome 
irriflulful perfons prafbifed, to the great prejudice 
both of their fruit and trees: nor can I here for- 
bear repeating, what I have etfewhere^ often taken 
notice of, vjz. not to fufFer fruit trees to remain 
negied^d till this feafbn (as is too often praftifed) 
and then to fuuimer-piune them (ao it is cam- 
mcnly called,) in doing which the gardene; s cut 
4>S. all th^ luxuriant branches^ ''and ihorten thofe 
fl&figned. to i:emain» apd then hail them clofe. to 
the wall, fo that from being (before this l3rcffing) 
in a very lude diforderly way, they are reduced 
into an order at cnce ; but hereby the fruity 
which was greatly ihaded by the luxuriant growth 
flf the branches^ i§ fuddenly .€X?ofcd to llie fiia 
and air, which hardens their outward Ikins, and 
l^tards their growth ; whereas^ if their (hoots had 
keen conftantly trained to the wall or efpalier^ as 
ihey were produced, the fruit would have conti- 
nually been under an equal coverture of leaves, 
ufld fo confequently lefs liable to fuffer from any 
extremes of weather, whereby they would alfo he 
confideraby forv/arded in their growth, than when 
they arc managed in the other way ; this praftice 
hting too generally followed, I think it cannot ,be 
too much expofed, and the proper di regions can- 
iiot be too often inculcated. 

In the beginning of this month bud all forts of 
i^uilSy not done the preceding month, obferving 
always to do it in an evening, or in cloudy weather* 
Hoe and clean your ground about your efpalier-* 
trees from weeds, as alfo the borders near waft- 
jfuii-4|^^ji for if pemmtted to grow at this feafon. 
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they will rob the trees of their notihlbment | and 
cut off all fuckers which arife from the roots of 
the trees as they are produced, for thcfe injure them 
much, if they are fuffered to remain. 

Look carefully after fnails in the mornings and 
evenings^ but eipecially -after a (hower of hin^ 
when they will be tempted to come abroad, and 
may be at that time eafily taken ; for thefe vermin 
do great mifchief bur particularly to ftone fruit« 

. Place glafs phials filled with honey- water In dif- 
ferent parts of the waHs, to deftroy wafps and pif- 
mires, which infeft the choice fruit, but are by 
the fweetnefs of the water tempted into the phials, 
and frequentljr drowned ; but they (hould be bung 
before the fruit begins to ripen, tor then they will 
be much fooner tempted to the waier than after « 
they have tafted the fi ult: where there are a fuffi- 
cient ntimber of thofe glades placed in time, the 
fruit may be prefcrved from them. 

The vineyard mud now be carefully looked over, 
and all dangling ihoots and wild wood muflbe dtf* 
placed, that the /fruit may not be too mugh co~ 
vcred with leaves, but by no mean^ diveft any of 
the fruit branches of their leaves (as fomc unlkil- * 
ful perfons too often pradife,) for thefe are abfo- 
lutely necefiary to their growth ; nm wiU there be 
any occafion for this praftice where they are dtfly 
placed, and the luxuriant flioots conftantly rubbed 
off as produced. Where this method is begua 
early in the feafon, and conftantly purfued, as there 
may be occafion, the fruit will be forwarded above 
three vccks (as I have experienced,) and will be 
much fairer and bettor tafted than in the contrary 
management ; for when the flioots of the vines aile 
permitted to hang loofe from the walls or^ftakes, 
their leaves will take a contrary direftion, which, 
upon having their Qioots afterwards fattened up ia 
their right poGtion, will have their back-^fide up- 

• - ward;<i 
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ward ; and until they are turned into their proper 

• pofition, the fruit will be at a llaiid, and make no 
progrcfs in their growth, which is commonly eight 

• er ten days in eifeifting; fo that the fruit lofes 
' eight or ten days in the principal feafon of its 

growth, which, together with being too much fliaded 
in the former months, is fcarcely ever to be re- 
trieved in this climate* 

You muft aifo keep the ground eonflrantly cleared 
from weeds and other plants between the rows of 
\vines, which is alfo of great confequence in this 
country; for where there are other plants fuffered 
to grow, they not only rob the vines of their 
nourifhment, but alfo, by perfpiring, caufe a 
damp in the air about them, and prevent the fua 
and wind drying the furface of the ground, whereby 
the fruit is filled with crude nourifhment, and ren- 
dered lefs delicate. . • 

Look carefully over your fruit-trees budded or 
grafted the former feafon, and obferve that no 
fhootsfrom the ftocks remain, for they will rob the 
buds or grafts of their nourifliment. 

Where. any fruit-trees againfl walls or efpaliers 
are not of the forts you defirc, you ihould now 
have i>uds of thofe kinds put into their tender 
flioots: if there are fevcral buds put into JifTercnt 
parts of each tree, when they fucceed, the walls 
or efpaliers will be foon covered by them again,, fo 
that by this method the trees wi[l be in full bear- 
ing in three years; whereas when the trees are de- 
ftfoyed, and new ones planted in their places, they 
will be feven or eight years before they arrive to 
that perfefition.

Continue to bud apricots, peaches, neSarincs, 
cherries, plums, pears, £jfr. This fhould, if pof- 
fible, be performed in a cloudy day, or in a morn- 
ing or evening when the fun is not violent, the 
cuttings being very apt to*fhrink in very hot fun- 
ihine, which caufes the bud to adhere too clofely 
to the wood, tinlefs they are put in water, which 
is what many people pradiie ; but this is not fb 
proper, for the buds covered with water will be (b 
much feturatcd with moifture, as to prevent their 
uniting with the flock, (b that they often mifcarry; 
therefore, when it is neceflary to put them into 
water, only the lower part of the cuttings fhoiild 
be immerfed about an inch, for the upper part will 
atitrad; the water better than if thf y are entirely 
covered* 
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In about three weeks after the ftocks are budded, 
look over them to loofen the bandage, otherwife 
the bHds will be {)inched, and greatly injured, if 
not deftroyed. 

• Obferve to keep your naifery cle.m from weeds 
at this feafon^ which will now foon ripen their feeds, 
if permitted to remain, and fill the ground fo as 
not to be cleared again for fdveral years. 

Continue to train your evergreen-trees for I'hc 
purpofes they are defigned ; ^nd where any of your 
fore(l:*f rees moot vigofoufly near their rdots, thofe 
branches may be pruned off to encourage their 
• heads. 

Keep the beds, wherein young ftocks and trees 
were fown in the*fpring, cte^r from weeds, arfrf in 
very dry weather fupply them with water^^ which 
will greatly promote their growth. 

^ AboOt the middle of this month, if the feafon 
prove moift, you may fafely tfanfptant many ibrts 
of evergreen-irecs, as alfo tranfplant young feed- 
ling pines and firs from the pots or cafes in which 
they were fown; but the beds where they sa^ 
planted^ ihould be lhaded with mats every wy nn^ 
ti! they have taken root: where this is obferved, 
the plants will foon be rooted, and make a great 
progrefs, fo that it is by much the fureft feafon 
'for this work ; but this is chiefly to "be underftccKl 
of young feedling plants, and where they are not 
to be removed to any great diftance, for their roots 
are foon dried» when taken out of the ground at 
this feafon ; therefore they (houid be planted again 
immediately, otherwife the fibres of their roots 
will dry, whereby they will fiiffer greatly: there- 
fore, when thefe plants are carried to any httlc 
diftai^t place;, Hieir roots Oioutd be placed in ihal'- 
. low pans of Water, or covered with wet moft 
while they are out of the ground.

Ta:ke up the bulbs of fuch'lateiJowers as^W€re not 
fitfor the laft aiQiithy fuch^as emhlibg^iidli^, red li- 
lies, martagons, and fome other forts; and tranf- 
plaiil; the roots of Perfi^n and Bulbous irife^, if thf ir 
ieayes are decayed;, as alfo fruoikHas, h}ra<!inth of 
I^eru^ dem narcrffuftts^ and fiath dth4r bttftdus 
and ttiberous-rooteJ tioweis as v/il! not ciulufe to be 
J^ept long above ground ; aod this being the feaibn 
when they are not !n asiiioii'^ is the mcA propQi: time 
for tFaBfpbmibgithenn^ befdie they put forth new 
fibres, after which time it.willnuv be proper to re- 
move them. . • 

CoAtinue '^tot make layers of pmks,- carnatiom, 
fweet wiUiams^, &e. where it 'was not done the former 
month; but the fooner done the better, provided the 
flioots are llrong enough to lay down^ 
. TraDfpbnt fueb bienmai olr per^onial fibrous-rooted 
flowers as were fown late id the,fplfhg; ftich as 
pinks, carnations, ftock-gilliflovvers, wall-flowcrs, 
hoHyhocks,, French honeyfuckies, Csnteibuiy bells, 
fcabixHifes, pyramidal bdl-flower, ^carlct lychnis, 
roie campion, fox-gloves, tree primrof?, Greek va- 
lerian', colianribincs, polyanthiifes, and fome ethers, 
^la^hicK fhouW be planted in nurfery-beds, vv liere tiicy 
o^'haVe room .to: gtow until Mtdbaeknas ^vheii you 
may transplant them into the borders of the flowci - 
garden.. 

, Clean your borders diligently from weeds, but 
etpeeially thofe that ibon filed their ftedsi for if 

permitted to ftand to fcatttr tlicni, it will l^e * 
conftant trouble for feveial years to extirpate them* 

Oather the feeds of fiowens s» they ripen, drying 
them in the fliade, and preferving them in their huflcs 
ci pods until the feafon for fowing them } but let 

H them 
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them be weil dried before they are put upi otherwife 
they will grow mouldy and decay. 

Cut down the ftalks of flowers beginning to wither 
and decay, and tie up ail tail-growing plants reniain- 
ing to flower^ left the winds blow them down and 
break them. 

Inoculate rofet?, jafmines, and other forts of cu- 
rious flowering ihrubs and trees, this month being: 
the principal feaibn for this work. /' 

Cut and trim hedges, clip box-edgings, mdw* 
grafs-plats, and keep the walks conftantly rolled; 
and they ihouid be carefully weeded, for if they are 
fuffered to remain at this feafon, they will feed in a* 
little time, and fill the walks with weeds. 

. Your choice carnations being now in flowery 
Ihould be carefully attended, to open the pods when 
they begin to bum on tbo contrary fide, that they 
may blow equally; for if this be not done in time, 
the petals c«* flower leaves will come all out on one 
fide of the pod, and render them ill-ihaped. Alfo 
guard them -from infefls, efpecially ants and ear- 
wigs, which will deftroy them in a fhort time if they 
can come to them; the flowers fhould alfo be co- 
vered with glaffes, bafons, or oiled paper, to keep 
off the wet and the fcorching heal of the fun. But 
in all this, there mufl be great diligence in managing" 
them according to the temperature of the feafoi^^ 
whcr? perfor* would excel in thelargeneft and beau- 
ty of their flowers ; therefore the large carnations 
are not fo proper for perfons who have much other 
bufmcfs on their hands, but rather for thofe who 
cboofe fuch eafy employment to divert themielves. 

You may now incrcafe the double fcarlet lych- 
nis, ' by planting cuttings of the flower-ftems, each 
of Which Ihould have three or four joints, put- 
ting two or three into the ground, and the other 
left: thcfc mull be Town in a fliady border of light 
frefc earth, obferving to refrefh them v/ith water

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according to the draught of the feafon; anu il'ihcy 
are clofety covered with haiid-gbffcs, tliey will more 
certainly take root. ^ , 

Toward the latter end of this month, you may 
takeoff the layers of pinks, carnations, fwect wil- 
Jiams, £^c. already taken root, and plant them either 
^ into pots or borders of good freih earthy where they 
* may continue until you have conveniency of planting 
them where tlicy are to remain for fiowerinsr; for 
It IS not proper to let them continue too long upon 
the old roots, becaufe if they fliould not be Ibund^ 
the layers will be infc£bed by them; but when you 
plant thfefe out, they mull be carefully watered and 
fltaded until they Jiave taken root* When thefe 
layers are cut off from the old roots, that part of 
the flalk which came from the old root (hould be 
cut off clofe to the place where it was flit when laid 
down, and their leaves ftiould be trimmed. 

The latter end of this month, fow forae feeds of 
afhiual flowers in warm borders, to (land through 
the- winter, that they rtiay flower early the next 
fummerj by which method you may obtain good 
feeds of many plants^ which, if fown in the fpring, 
do not conftantly ripen their feeds in this climate; 
fuch as fwcet-fcented peas, fv/eet fultan, Anaflatica, 
fome forts of orobus, double larkfpur, annual Aock, 
Venus navelwort, Xeranthemums, jaceas, with fome 
others. If thefe live through the winter, they will 
not only flower earlier, but alfo grow much larorer, 
and produce their fipwers in much greater plenty^ 
and thofe which have double flowers, will be much 
fulierthan thofe fown inthe fprlng; for which reafon 
when the winters prove fevere, it will be very pro- 
per to firrcne fome of the tendered forts from frofl', 

' Your chofce auriculas ihould now be kept clear 
from weeds j and all decayed leaves, if fuffcred to 
remain upon them, will rot and fpoil them; they 
Ihould alfo be phctd in a lhady fituation, but not 
under the droppings of trees. . 

Ha The 
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The fecdling auriculas which came up laft fpring, 

mufl: now be planted out into tubs or pots filled with 
rich earth, and placed in a ihady fituation; and as 
they are finally they muft b^ treated tenderly, giving 
them water gently 5 and be careful that they are not 
drawn out of the ground by w^orms, nor eaten by 
Snails and ilugs^ thefe vermin bein^great ^emies to 
them. 

Keep the walks and quarters of your wildernefs 
free from weed and litter, and trees growing out of 
Older may be pruned, to render fhem beautiful, for 
this is the feafon when wildernefles and fliady walks 
arc chiefly fi equented; fo that they (hould be well 
kepv otherwife they will be difagreeable, 
. In fh^ beginning of this month ypu may bring 
your mod tender annual plants out of the ^hot-beds ; 
ilich as amiiranthures, gomphrenas, datura v.ith 
double flowers, martynia, mefembryanthemi, double 
b;iifamine, and fome others; which (hould now be 
placed in the parterre-garden, to Tupply the borders 
where the fpring flowers grew, and are now pafl: : 
by this fuccediqn, the borders may be k^ptin beauty 
through the fummer.

JL HE beginning of the month fow onions, to 
fupply th^ table early in the fpring for falleto, 
£s^c. andjt Ifcft. the winter fliQuld prove feverc, it 
will be proper to fow a few Wellh onions at the 
fame time, for thefe will endure the greateft cold 
when the common forts are frequently deftroyed ; 
tut thefe have a ftronig^r flavour than th^ comrnoQ 
fort, * which is the oiuy r^eafpn why they are not fo 
much eA^cmed. 

Sow fpinach for a fupply in winter and fpring. 
The heft fort to endure ^pgldd^ is the prick ly-feeded, 
^hicli is what moft people low at this feafon, it 
tcing much hardier than the round-leaved; of this 
tbeje are two or three kinds,, which differ in the 
iize of their leaves b\»t the largeft and mofl profit 
table is, what gardeners call the blirdock fpinacb. 

About the t^nth or twelfth day of this month^ 
fow your early Batterfea and Yoi^kfiiire cabbage 
•feed J fpl that fown earlier, will in njild winters 
fteqyejjtly run to ftcd in the fpring : and if fown 
later than this time, the plants will ngt havf 
firenglh to refift the cold, nor will they come fo 
ca^lj^ pjCPvided f hey fiasod throv^jii tbo winter, as * 
thole fown a* this time. 

The twenty-firft or twenty-third of this month 
fow fome cauliflower-feed for the early crop, to be 
pl^ltted under bell or hand-glafTcs^ ok cfofe to fouth 

afpeded 
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afpc&ed walls where they are deligned to ftand 
open; there ftiould alfo be fome more town about 

the twenty-fixth day for a fecond crop, to plant 
under frames to abide the winter ; for it often hap« 
pens in mild feafoas, that many plants firft fown run 
to feed in the fpring, for four or five days difference 
in fowing occalions great alterations in thef^ plants: 
therefore where there is not a fecond fupply^ there 
will be a great difappointment when the firft mif- 
«carry ; bdudes, thefe will come to flower after the 
firfl is gone, fo that the table will be fupplied much 
longer with the fecond fowing, efpecially if the 
feeds laft fown are of a late kind of cauliflower. 

About the middle, or toward the end of this 
rnonth, fow fome common cabbage and brown 
Dutch lettuce, to be planted under frames to come 
early in the fpring; and part of them. may hp 
planted on warm borders without covering, which 
will live through the winter, provided it be not • 
very fevere : you may alfo toward tho end of the 
month fbw fome Cos and Cilicia lettuce^ to plant 
on warm borders hear wails, pales, or hedges^ 
where, in a mild winter, they will live without 
any covering, though it will be proper to have fome 
plants in frames, for thofe near walls are often 
killed in fevere frofts ; and ibme of thefe ihoufd be 
left in the fpring upon the fame borders, which 
will.be fit for ufe very early the following feafo% 
beibre thofe tranfplanted out from thefe borders^ or 
from under frannies: but where left, they ihouJd - 
not be too clofe together, nor too near the wall, 
being apt to draw up weak near wails, pales, or 
hedges. 

In moid weather tranfplant endive and celery 

for blanching, which fhoutd be well watered to 
fettle the earth to their roots ; and in dry weather 
water'them until they have taken good root» ' 

• ' ' You 

* 
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You may now tran^Iant feme of the lettuces 
fown the former month, for a fupply in autumn: 
thefe fhould be planted in a warm fituation^ left 
the frofts^ which ofteit happen early in Odober^ 
ffiould injure themj and water them until they 
have taken root. 

Toward the latter end of the month fow feveral 
forts of feeds, which remain a long time in the 
ground, which, if fown in the fpring, will often 
mifcariy; as chervil, angelica, lovage, mailer- 
wort, fcurvy-grafs, fennel, alexanders, fweet fe» 
fell, com failet, and fome others^ which always- 
fucceed better when (own at this leafbn, than iti 
the fpriug. ' 

Your beds of coleworts, ^c. fown the laft months 
(hould be carefuHy weeded ; and if the plants are 
ifery thick, fome of them fhould be drawn out, and 
tranfplantcd into another fpot of ground, that the 
rert may have more room to grow. 

Cur ofF the flowering branches of moft (brts of, 
aromatic plants pad flowering, as lavender, rofe-' 
mary, favory, hvflop, Effr. that they miy make 
new fhoots betbre wmter; but do not perform thii^ 
work in very dry weather, for many times the 
plants are deftroyed by it, efpecially if they are cut 
too clofe, when there happens to be a long drought 
after, * ' ' 

Pull up onions, garlick, rocambole, and efcha* 
lots, when their leaves begin to wither and falf, 
and fpread them thin in an aii y placQ to dry, before 
they are put up for winter ufe. 

In dry weather earth iip your celery which is 
large enough, obfervlng not to bury the hearts of 
. the plants, for that will rot them. Alfo tie up en- 
dive full grown, or cover it with boards or tiles,^ 
to blanch; this muft alfo be perfonfied when the 
leaves are very dry, otherwife the plants will rot. 

Your artichokes planted lateft laft fpring, will 
BOW b^tn to fliew their fiuit^ therefore aJl fmatt 

fuckers 
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'fuckers coming out on the fides of the ftalks fhould 
be cut off} for if permitted to remam they will ^ 
weaken and ftarve the top fruit ; you &ould aifo 
clear them from weeds, or any other large growing 
pbnts which ftand near them. 

Tranfplant broccoli (not planted.out the former, 
month) into the place where it is to remain for 
Hovvering, obferving to water it duly until it has\ 
taken root. This (hould be planted in rows about 
two feet and a half afunder^ and a foot and a llalf 
diftanc^ from each other. 

Tranfplant fome favoys to come late in the fpring ; 
in the fevere winter they will not grow large, jior* 
cabbage fd well; but in mild winters they 0ft«». 
fucceed, and come late in the fpring. 

Obfervc to keep the melons from too much wet,* 
which often c^u(es the plants to decay before the 
fruit ts ripe, efpectally the cantaleupe^ and other, 
curious foi-ts that are impatient of wet ; fo that 
where treated in the common method, the plants 
generally decay before their fruit is rip^ and aro. 
of no value. 

Cucumbers for pickling are now in {ea(bn, there- 
fore rticy fhould be looked over twice or three times 
a week to gather fuch as are fit; £»r in a ihort 
time, they will grow too large for. that purpofe; 
they muft affo be frequently watered in dry wea- 
ther, which will caufe them to produce a greater 
quantity of fruit* 

The afparagus planted laft fpring, fliouid be 
Carefully cleared from weeds ; for at this feafon it 
will make new Ihoots, which will be much ftrong- 
er, where they are not mjured by weeds or other, 
plants, than' on the contrary. 

Winter crops, fuch as parfnips, leeks, beets, * 
cabbages, £ffr. fliould be conftantly kept clear from' 
weeds^ which, if fuffered to grow, will greatljT 
itfjure Aem, and the weeds wiUiooar fcattei? tlreir 
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feeds at this fcafbn j whereby the ground will be 
plentifully flocked with ih^m^ wfaicll cannot 

rooted out in many years. 

^ The dunghills .(hould alfo be cleared froni weeds^ 
particularly che'nopodii and nightfhade, which are 
now very common upon almcft cverj/ dunghill; 
and if the feeds are permitted to fcatter. when the ^ 
dung is csirried into the ^anfen, they will be mixed 
theiewitK, and th( rt^by fill tlie ground*; therefore 
they fliould be pulled up and caft into xhe heap, to 
rot at fomc di (lance from tlie garden ox dunghill^ 
or dri^d and burned; fur/if pnly Jioed down, and 
pei iuiitcd lo lie upon the dunghill ^as is by fonae 
pradifed^) the feeds will ripen a$ they Ht, and ~ 
atmoft as bad as if fuffei^d to grow to tnaturityf 

You may in this mqntfi plant flips of fage, role- 
mary, ftoechas, lavender, maftich, and other aro- 
rnatic plants, where it was omitted in the fpring; 
but they win not be near fo ffirong^ or capable of 
refifting the cold of the next winter fo well as thole 

Slanted in the fpiing ; therefore will require to .be 
lelter^d, if the winter prove fevere. 
Cut fuch herbs as are now in flower.io diftil, or 
lo dry for winter ufe, always obferving to do it 
when they are dry, and hang them up in a dry 
fhady piace;^ for if dried in the fuo^ they will 
ihrink lip^ ttirn hlackj znd be of iittle.worth. 
\ Continue to fow Ae feeds of creites, rape, tur- 
fJip, radifli, mnflard, and other kinds of fallct 
herbs eve^y week, that the tabi^ may not be ubt 
furnilhed^ for how thefe forts Icion ^w^oo large 
fpr ufe. • 
' Gather all forts of kitchen garden feeds, now 
npcj fpreading thejB upon mats to dfy^ md then , 
or rub them Our of their hiiiki or fmb^ wd 
*put,thcm up till the fcafoijs for fowing them* 

itie radlfh feed now in pod mini: be gnar<?et?, 
• to prevent birds from devouring it, which they will 

do in a (hort time^ if not continually watched. 

' ■ • ' . , Sow 
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Sow turuips for a latter crop, which may. be 
done any time before the twentieth day of thi$ 
month ; but thofe fown later Teldom apple wellj 
efpecially if the autumn prove cold. 

Earth up finnochiafuil grown, to blanch it, thaV 
it may be fit for uTt ; and continue to tranfpiam 
celery into di^Hs, that there nuiy be a fiicceifion fbjr 
the table through the feafon. 

Spinach fown the end of lafl: month for winter 
ufe, will now be fit to hoe, which ihould be done 
in dry weather, that the weeds which are cut may 
be foon killed ; for in raoill weather they will take 
root again, and require another cleaning. At thi$ 
fftne die fptnach ihould be cut down whenet it gixiws 
too clofe, for the plants Ihould not be left clofer to 
each other than three inches, that they may have 
room to fpread, and produce large leaves, in which 
the goodnefs of winter fpiiiach confifts.

Look carefully over wall-fniiMrces, to deflroy 
fnaiJs and other vermin, which giuw ihe choice 
fruits and fpoil them. Deilroy fparrows and lorn* 
tits, which win peck your choice pears, figs, and 
grapes, as faft as rhey ripen, where not deftnded; 
and if not done the tbroier months you ihould fix 
fome phials with honey-water on different parts gf 
your trees to deftroy the wafps, which will drown 
'themfelves by attemptinij to drink of the water. 
Thefe phials ihould be iixed before the fruit begm 
to ripen, when the wa/ps and files will be mucli 
iboner inticed ihan after they have tafled the fruit ; 
fothat by the timely ufe of this method, the fruit 
may be prefcrved. 

Where any branches of- the trees projefk from 
the wall, or have been difplaced by winds, tjfr. 
they fhould be carefully faftened in their due pofi- 
tioo, that the fruit may receive the benefit of the 
fiin ; .but do not pull off their leaves (as by fome 
perfons^prafitifed,) for this expofes the fruit too 
much, whereby it becomes hard, and feldom ri* 
pens kindly, efpecially when done long before the 
fniit qpenSt 

The vines in the vineyard and agalnft wafU 
ihould now be gone over for the laft time, pulling 
off all trailing branches. lately produced, ^d faften 
the loofe branches in their proper places, that the 
fruit (now full grown) may receive the benefit of 
the fun and air. Alfo obferve to keep the ground 
clear from weeds between the.rows of .idnes, that 
the' fun may dry up the moifture every day, fo that 
the refle£iion of heat may be greater to ripen the 
fruit. 

Untie the buds of fruit-trees inoculated the laft 
nnqnih, otherwife their bandage will pinch the

. T he beginning of this month you ihonld look ' 

carefuHv over the ftocks budded the lail month, 
and ioof^n the bandage, left the buds ilioukl be 
pinched thereby; and where. any (hoots are pro- 
duced below the buds, they fhould be cut off. 
Alfb look over your trees budded the formet year^ 
or graficd in ih^ fpring, cutting off all Ihoots pro* 
duced below the place where they were budded or 
grafted, for if thefe are permitted to grow, they 
will ftarvc the buds or grafts, 

Keep the ground clear from weeds between your 
trees^ and train up the feveral forts of evergreens^ 
foreft-trees, and (hrubs,. 'for the feveral purpofes 
they are defigned, but do not trim the ftcms of 
ftandard trees too clofe; for if they have not fome 
fmall ihoots left^ on^ the fides, of their ilems^ to de-* 
tain the fap for ftrengthcning the ftems, they will 
not be able to fiipport their heads. 

Tctv/ard the end of this .month begin to clear 
and trefich the. ground, where you intend to plant 
out flecks, or young foreft-trees 'in autumn, that 
the rain raay foak and mellow the ground before 
the feafon of planjting ; and, if your land is ftiff, 
the laying it a month or fix weeks in ridges before 
it is planted, will mellow the cods, and render 
thenr> much eafier to be broken than if n^^wly dug. 

Look carefully to your young feedling-trees, to 
obfervc that they do not fufFcr by drought, nor 
over-bcrne by weeds, v/hich at this feafon foon get 
up tc a confiderable height. 
^/ ^ Wfitk 
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Tranfplant the layers of carnations, pinks, and 
double fw^et-williams, which by this time will 
hive taken root, if timely laid. Thoft choice foits 
i)i carnations defigned for pots, maybe planted at 

- this time, each in a fmall halfpenity pot, filled with 
£rc(h light earthy and placed In a fhady fituatioti 
until ihey have taken rooti aftef which tcirtove ^ 
them into a more open fituatlon, vvlicre they may 
remain until the end of October, when they Ihould 
be placed under a hot-bed frame, or plunged into 
an old bark'bed without heat, and arched over with 
hoops, th.it they may be covered in *vintcr, to pro- 
tect them from hard lains, fnow and fevere troft; 
but they lliould be always open in mild weather, 
olherwife they will d aw up weak. In this manner 

^ I hey may be much better preferved than if plante^^ , . 
out at firll into pots where they arc to remain for' 
blowing, becaufe they will ftrnl in a fixth part of 
the compafs ; and in the fpring they may' be turned 
out of the fmall pots with the earth to their roots, 
whereby they will not receive any check, and 
place them into larger pots to flower. But thofe 
carnations^ pinks, and fwcet-williams, defigned fo'r^ 
the borders of the pleafurc-garden, fliould be now 
planted in beds in the flower-nurfery, to remain 
till the middle of OSober, when you may dig the 
borders of the pleafure garden, and new plant 
them ; at which time they may be taken up with 
a ball of earth to their roots, and planted in the bQP* 
dcps with other flowers. 

Now (htft your choice auriculas into frefh rich 
earth, obfei ving to clear them from dead leaves, 
and place them in a fh:idy fit nation until they have 
taken root ; this will ftrengthen the plants greatly, 
and improve their flowers' the following fpring. 

You may yet remove the roots of bulbous irifes^ 
fritiUartas, and hyacinths of Peru; and alfo the 
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roots of lilies, maitagons, crown, imperials^ px-' 
and flag irifes, wlu>n$ leaves are now de^ 
cayed ; but if ftilFered to remain muchjongcr un- 
removed, many of them will pufh out frefli fibres, 
when it will be two late to remove them^ butefpe-*' • 
daily white lilies, becaufe they foon put out new 
leaves; after which time^ if they are. removed, 
they rarely flower the following ftafon. 

Gather all Torts of flower- feeds as they ripen^- 
and fpread theiri to dry in the fun; after which,, 
they fhould be preferved in their pods or hulks, 
until the feafons for fowing them, for the feeds of 
mofl plants may be kept longer good in their pods 
thati when rabbed out. 

Tranfpl^nt polyanthules, primrofes, and feed- 
ling auriculas, obferving to lliade and water them 
until ihey have taken root, as alfo to clofe the earth 
to their roots, otherwife the %vornis will draw thent 
out of the ground ; to prevent which, fomc per- 
fons make a bedof cold dung, beating it down very 
clofe, > then lay good earth thereon, three or fomr 
inches thick, and plant their ieedling auriculas into 
it : this dung keeps down the worhis, and pre- 
ferves the plants from being turned out of the 

5 round, and in the fpring they will root into the 
ung, whereby they will be improved. 
" Cut down the ftalks of fuch plants as have done 
flowering, and are decayed; and faften all tall«* 
growing plants to fticks, to fupport them from 
being broken of blown down by ftrong winds,, 
which often reign at this feafon. 

The pots of annual plants muft now be duly wa» 
tered in dry weather, otherwife they will foon lofe 
. their beauty ; and fuch )as are tender (hould be re« 
moved into Ihelter when the nights begin to be 
cold, that they may perfefl their feeds, which in 
bad feafons feldom ripen well, if not prote£led fix)m 
the inclemency of the weather; particularly the 
double ftramonium, double balfamine, quamoclit, 
deep blue couvolvulus^ with fome otiier tender forts. 

' Toward 
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Towcrd the latter end of this month begin to 
prepare ycur beds to receive your choice hyacinths, 

tulips, anci ranunculufes, that the earth may fettle 
before the roots are planted, otherwife when- it 
finks uneqmlly, there will be holes on the tops of 
the beds, which will detain the water, whereby- 
the roots in thofe places will be rotted. If thefe. 
beds are made three feet deep, and fome very rot- 
ten neats dung, or rotten. tanners bark, laid in tbe 
bottom, the fibres of thefe roots will ftrike down 
into it in the fpring, and receiving great nourifh* 
ment, it will caufe them to flower very flrong; 
but the earth of thefe beds ihould not be fcreened 
very fine, but only the larger ftoncs raked out, and 
all the clods well broken, for when it is too fine jt 
is very ant to bind in winter. 

Clean all the parts of your flower-garden from 
weeds, which, if permitted to fiand, will (hed their 
feeds in a fhort time, whereby your garden wiil be 
fo docked with them as not to be rooted oui in.fe-* 
vwiJ years. . 

* Yott may now ftw the feeds of anemoniesj pul- 
fatflhs, ranunculufes, crocufes, fritillarias, hya- 
cinths, tulips, ^narciflTules, cyclaaien, irifes, auri- 
ctilas, liitcs, martagons, polyanthufes,. £^c« in pots 
or boxes filled with liglit rich earth, obferving not 
to cover the feeds which are thin and light too deep, 
for tbey will rot in the ground when buried deep; 
efpecially the raniinculttfes, pulfatillas, aneroonies, 
auriculas, polyanthufee, and frirellari^is ; but the 
larger feeds may be covered thicker. ^ Thefe pots 
cf . boxes ftiould be placed where they n?<ay have 
the morning fun till ten or eleven o'clock, fop if 
, too much expofcd to the heat of the fim at this 
feafon, the feeds will not fucceed fo well ; they 
muft alfo be frequently refreflted with water, but 
give it them very gently, otherwife they wiU be. 
in dansrer of being wafhed out of the ground. 

The feeds of feveral kinds of annual flowers may 
npw be tqvn^ on warm borders to iland the winter^ 

4hat 
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that they raay flower early the tollowing fummer, 
whereby they will be much fttonger^ and produce 

a greater quantity of flowers than ihofe fown in ^he 
fpring, and their feeds will conftandy ripen belter. 
Of thefe are the fweet pea, Venus nayeUwort^ 
dwarf annual ftock^ Lobel's catclifly, xeranthe^ 
mums, fweet fultan, cerlnthe ofihice or four forts, 
myofotis, chryfanthemura, adonis, meadia, Cape 
Horn pea, Indian fcabious, and moil forts of urn* * 
belliferous plants. 

You may now propagate the double iLarlet 
lychnis, double rofc campion, double rocket, gen* 
ttanelia, double raggied robin^ batchelors button 
fed and' white, doiible catchfly, and Canada Ieon« 
urus, by flipping and parting their roots ; but tliefc 
flips ihould be planted in fiiady borders, or other- 
wife they muft be duly ihaded every day in dry 
hot weather with mats, and conftamly fupplied 
with water, until they have taken root: they will 
make very good plants (provided they are carefully 
planted and duly watered) by the beginning or mid- 
dle of OSober, when they may be either planted 
into pots, or the borders of. the flower-garden, 
where they will flower ftionsf the following feafon. 

The pkafure-garden mtift now be duty looked 
after to keep it neat, for in moift weather the grafs 
muft be frequently mowed, rolled, and polled, to 
have it fine : the gravel walks muil alfo be kept 
clean from weeds, and conftantly rolled; and as 
the leaves of trees often begin to fall at this time, 
they fhould be daily f\yept up to have the .whole 
garden decent.- -

Cut 
off oranges, jafmines, and other exotics, which 
were inarched the foiitier fpring, from their mo- 
llic:-irec'5, being careful in the operation not to 
loolen the graft from the (lock, nor (hoiild the clay ' 
or wax be rubbed off until the following fpring« \ 

The beginning of this month is a proper feafon 
for fliifting aloc.% fcJums, mefembryanihemi, cc- 
rcufes, euphoibia?, and other exotic fucculent 
plants, now in full growth, which will take root 
again fooner than at any other time of the year : 
aifo at the fame time take off the offsets of aloes, 
and plant them into fmall pots filled with frefh fandy 
earth, placing them where they may have the 
morning fun, obferving to refrelh them now^and<- 
then with a little water in dry weather, which, if 
duly obfervcd, there will be no occafion to give 
them any artificial heat to encourage them to take \ 
root, for at this feafon they are greatly difpofed to 
/fend forth roots. 

The feveral kinds of tender exotic plants, con* 
ftantiy prefei'ved in the l^ark*ftoves,> (}^oukJ.now be 
ihifted, that they may make ftrong roots before 
winter; for if Thiftcd too late .in the feafcn, they 1 
do not reccrv^^r it hefpre the cold comes on, which 1 
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vigorous, nor will they be fo ft ronij to maintain * 
^hemfclves in winter : but if they are not fliiftedat 
thisfeafon, their roots will be fo matted in the pots 
that they grow inotildy in winter and decay ; which 
has oitcii been dciliuctive to many choice plains. 
• The b^ds in which the ananas are placed ihoulJ 
be now rcfrelhed with foitiencw tanners bark, (pro- 
vided it was not done the former mortth,) for the 
evenings toward the end of this month often hc^Iri 
to grow cold ; and if the heat of the beds alio de- 
cline^ the plants will receive a check ; and this be-" 
ing the principal feafon of their growth^ it will pre-; 
vent their ftrengthenin:^ thcmfelves for fruit the ' 
following year ; nor will the heads or offsers newly 
planted, be fufficiently fu niflied with roots before 
winter, if the beds are not kept in a kindly tempe- 
rature of warmth ; and as the nigh|3 grow cold,, 
the glaffes fliould be covered with mars to keep 
them warm; but the plants dcfigned to fruit the 
next year, (hould not be too much forced at this ^ 
feafon, efpecially fuih as arc forward, Ie(Ht drive ^ 
them into fuit in the winter, which is often the 
cafe*: and even the fuckers, taken off early the./ 
ftmc feafon, are ibmetimes forced into fi uit a year 
too foofi, when they arc kept too hot, or by rc- 
ctlvlng a great check in their growth. The pi mts 
which are to produce fruit the following year,,' 
Ihould now be fliifted into pots where they are to 
remain, if not done in July ; and if difturbed later" 
in the feafon, they will not have lime to mike I'-ood 
roots before winter. This is to be nnderfl:bod of the 
plants defigned to fruit in pots: for thofc to be 
planted in the tan in autumn, Ihould^not be diT-* 
turbed at this feafon ; for tlicy mtiil never l>e tranf- 
plantec! after they fhew their fiuit, as that will 
greatly refard them, and can fe their fruit tobefmall. 

The feveral kinds of hardy grecn-houfe plants ' 
fliould now be fliifced, and ftich as require it muil 
have larger pots ; for if their roots are too much

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confined, and matted -about the pots, they will 
gmty mouldy and decay. When (hifted,, they 
Mlould be placed in a fhady fituatlori unri! they have 
taken frefh root ; after whicli they may be cxpofed ' 
ag^mtothe^n until the time of houfmg them : 
but do not cxpofe them too niuch to ftrong winds, 
which will blow them out of the pots ^gain, when

The cardoons planted out in June flTonld now bp 
earthed up; in doing which, carefully tie up 
■ their leaves with an hay-hand; then lay the earth 
up to each plant about eighteen inches high, bcin^* 

careful 
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careful not to bury their hearts. This work Ihould 
always be performed in dry weather. 

Yon may now make mufhrcom-beds ; in doing 
which you mud obiei ve to nuke choice of d^og 
90 hath laid about three weeks or a month on an 
heap, whereby its great heat is loft; nor ihould the* 
dung intended for ihis purpofe be thrown on an heap 
to ferment, as is the pradice for hot-beds; becaufe 
if it ever is. violently hot^ it will not take the fpawn 
of the muihrooms near (b well, as that not ib much 
fermented, which is the reafon of fome perfons 
preferring- the dung of ftone horfes to that of other 
dnimals ; and let your knobs of fpawn be laid to dry . 
in a ihady place a fortnight before you put them ^ 
into the bed.

Your f niUs (houid now be gathered as they ri pen, 

for thofc m eating ihis month feidom continue long 
good; but towards the end of the month feme forts 
of winter fruit wiil be fit to gather ; but tet theiid 
remain as long upon the trees as the weather will 
permit, for when gathered too early, ihvir fkliis 
will (hrivel, and the fruit not keep well ; there will 
.be no danger of their fuffering: upon the trees until 
the mornings begin to be frorty, when you muft 
not fuflFer the fruit to hang longer, efpecially the 
melting pears ; becaiife if froft lliould pinch their 
ikinsy ttwiU greatly injure them. Always obferve 
' to gather your fruit when they and the leaves of ' 
the trees are pcrfeSIy dry, otherwife it will not 
keep. 

The grapes of the vineyard now almoft npe, 
mpft be guarded from birds, otherwife they wiir 

^ake great havock where fuffered to' feed upon 
them without molcftation; and where thev have 
pecked any of the grapes^ the Aies and wafps will 
immediately attack thcm^ and eat them up. 

Tranfplant ftrawberries, raiberries, goofe-ber*

' The middle or litter end of this month, you may* 
plaat cuttings of laurel in iJiady borders, obfcrving^ 
to water thciTi frequently in dry weather, which'^ 
will prDmofe th^ir taking root; for at this fea(bn 
there is little dano;er of their growing, provided 
they aredjLily watered. 

You may atfo plant cuttings of honeyfuckles, 
goofeberries, currants, and feveral other hardy 
ri ces and ihruhs, which will grow from cuttings, 
for at this feafoii tb^y. generally fucceed better than 
in rpring. 

The erround where you intend to plant out your 
young ilucks for fruit-trees, and other hardy trees 
and (hrubs, fliould now be well dug (if it was not 
dpne the former month,) that the rain may foak 
ijito it, and moiften it before the trees are planted. 

'J oward the end of the month you may begin to 
tranfplant fome forts of fruit-trees, foreft-trees, 
hardy ihrubs, i^c. obferving to remove ehofe firft 
whofe leaves are moft decayed; but if the feafon 
prove dry, it will be better to defer it till liiin falls ; 
b^t if th^re is a neceffity to remove th?m, thej 
, mail bo nou^ and then watered,, oiherwife their 
barj: will ihrink; and the trees thus early removed^ 
will pufh out new fibres in. a fortnight or three 
^veekst^me': but the trees fliould be well fupported 
with flakes, othcrwife the ftrong winds will hloW 
them out of the ground in winter, or dilplacc them 
To much as to injure their young roots : there (hculd 
^ifO be fome mujch j[aid ujxfn Uie furface of the 
g.round aJbout thvSr Jroots the beginning of Nov^m* 
'fcer, before the cold weather fets in, to prevent the 
■fVitt (com penetraiing, which will gr.catty damage 
jfieft new fibc^s^f T^ ^X?^ t^^us, ne^anag^d will. be lb 
^ell tettfed aii^ V^Kitedtefdrc'Ae ft^^ ium* 
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tner, that dry weather will not injure them near lb 

much as thofe planted in fpring ; for which 
reafon mod {kilful nurfery-mcn chooie to plant out 
their. quarters of ftocks for fruity fqreil^trees^ and 
dowering (hnibs^ at this fealbn ; becaufe, where 
thcLC are large quantities, it will be very cxpenfive 
to water them ; but for very moift land it will be 
better to defer this planting till fpring^ becaufe the 
wet in winter will often rot the^ tender fibres of 
new-planled trees as faft as they are pui out, but 
cfpecially in very moift feafons. 

Where furs, pines, and oiher refinous trees are 
grown fo rude as to require Ibme of their branches 
to be cut off, this is the befl: feafon for fuch opera- 
lions, for now they are not fo fubje£b to weep as in 
the fpring; and there will be time tor their wounds 
to heal over before the great rains in winter comes 
on, or hard froft, both which are hurtful to frefh 
wounded trees. Walnut-trees and maples fhould 
alfo be trimmod at this feafon, where it is nece{^ 
fary, for the fame reafon. 

JVork to be dons In the Flower-Garden. 

Dig thit borders of your flower-garden, and if 
jieceffary, add frefti earth or very rotten dung, and 

plant all forts of hardy flov/ers therein, obfervin^ 
to mix them in (iich a manner tiiat th?/e may be a 
regular fucceffion of flowers throughout the fea(bI^ 
in the dijfFerent parts of the garden. 

Now is tiie time fur tranrpUnting biennial and 
perennial flowers, fown and raifed in the flovver- 
nurfery, into the borders of the pleafure-gardei^ 
where they are deflgned to flower. * ' ' 

The layers of pinks, carnations, and fwcet-wi|* 
liams, not tranfplanted from the old roots the former 
*fXiontb, muft be no longer defeqired ; becaufe if ni^ 
planted early in Sepf ember, they wi!! not have ilh^e 
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i^nough totake rool^ before the frofTy weathtr comes 

Oil, whereby they will be in danger of fuffering. ^ 
Plant early tulips in a warm fituation, where 
they may be defended from colJ winds; in which 
places they will flower in March, or earlier^ ac- 
cording the feafon is more or lefs forward. 

The choice hyacinth roots lliouU nov/ be planted; 
in doing which, after having piepared the beds - 
with good earth (mixed up according tothe direc- 
tions given in ihe Gardtneks Dictionary,) 
ahont three feet deep, voii (houlcl take the earth 
out ot the. beds about or eight inches deep;, 
then make the bottom ievet, and draw the linei 
lengthwife and acrofs the beds, at the diftance ^ht 
Toots are to be pliccd, that they may ftand ecfiially 
in rows; tlien place the. roots upright exa^ly ia 
4he middle of each fquare^ and lay the earth on 
Atm gently, betn^ careful not to difplace them ; 
the beds muft be hlied up about five inches thick 
with earth above the top of the bulbs. This is a . 
much better method of planting them, than that of 
making holes for each root with a dibble or other 
inftninlent. 

The box-edgings, grown too thick, ftiould now 
be taken up and parted, planting it down again ac- . 
cording to the dtredions given in the Gard£K£R3 

Dictionary; and the edgings planting the laft 
feafon, and not fucceeded well, may now be re-* 
pi^red* • 

' Prepaxse the beds for the choice anemonicft, ra- 

nunculufes, and tulips, the beginning of this month, 
if not done the laft, for the earth fhould be allowed 
fome time to fettle beforo the roots are pkated; 
plhcrwife it will fettle unequally afterwards, when 
there will be danger of^ofing the roots in places . 
where the beds fctilein holes, becaufc the wet wil| 
be detained ihcr^j. and rot them.

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The beginning of the month you fliQuI4 P^ant 
fome of your ordinary double ftnemonies ifi warm 
borders, ulv re tliey nsay be fcrccncd trom cold 
winds i m which places they will flower early ia 
the fpring, provided the fearon prove favourable:. 

Slip and plant out pofyanthufes, primrofes, Lm* 
cioii prule, thriff, double catchfly, pinks, p^ach- 
leaved bell-flower, fcarlet lychnis, cofe c^mptoo, 
ctaifies, double camomile, double ragged robin, fe- 
verfew, and all ibrts of hardy fibrous^footed plmtt 
propagated by parhng their rcx)ts; obferving to 
^lofe the tar^h fall to their roots wlien you-plant 
ihem, lotherwife the worms wtU draw, them * out 
of the ground. 

Cut down the /larks of decayed flowers, and 
where they are not -to be tranfphnted^ digf tim 
ground about ihcm, and add ibme lotten dung or 
trefh earth to the borders, wiAdk wiH grntfy 
Ihengthen their roots. 

You may yet fow the feeds of mC^Sf tuHps^ 
Cfown imperials, hyacinthit, fritillartts, eofchicums^ 
cyclamens, ranunculuTes, anemonifs, and inoft 
other bulbous and tuberous-rooted flowers; though 
it urere better if done the middle of the lail month,. 
efpeciaUy if the feafoa-was moiil, otIierwUe it ts at 
welt now, pi'ovided it be done eavly* They fllcmkl 
, be fown in pots or tubs filled with light (v^(h earth, 
and pretty thick, ob&rving not to cover them too 
thick with earth, efpeciaily the r^num^idofo 
aneraonies, wkofe feeds are very thin and Ibbje^ 
to rot, if buried tpo deep. They miift be placed to 
have only the morning fun until the beginning; of 
the neltt mont*^, when you miift remove tfiem into 
a warmer (ituatton. But if the feafon prove dry^ 
they ihouldbe refreflied gently with water. 

•Sow the feeds of auriculas, and polyanthufes^ in 
£ots or boxes of light tich eoith, being very czvg^ 
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^ul not to bury the feeds too deepj, which often ^ 
detlroys them^ or at leall caufe them to remain in 
the ground until the fecond fpring^ before the 
jjlants come up. • ^ 

Toward the hiux end of the nionth you iiuy 
plant your choice anemontes^ ranunctiiufes^ and 
ttilips, obfefviiig always to do it in Ihowery wea- 
ther when the earth is not over dry ; for if it *.on- 
t)nue dry weather any cQiifiderahle time after they 
2^re planted, they will grow mouldy and decay* 
TThefe roots mud be pTamed about fix or eight 
inches afuader, and the anemomcs and ranuniLU- 
lufes fhould be covered aboiu two or three inch^a 
vith «anh^ accocding as it is lijght or heavy, over 
t)ie top of their roots; hut the tulips fliotddhuve 
at leafl fix inches of earth about their ruu:^, wliich 
will caufc (hem to dower very iiroog.

It is alfo the beft feafon to tranfplant lattrets, 
laiiruftinufe?, and dibutus ; for the laurels now be-' 
gin to prepare their buds for the next year's (hoots^ 
and the other two begin to produce their flowers : 
therefore the fboher they are planted "when the raim 
beein to fall in the auiumn, the better they will

The very tender fofts of fuccaldnt plants renwred 
out of the ftovc in fummer, muft now be carried, 
-into the grten-hotire tor a fl;rtni^h!, efpcciallv if 
the feafon proves wcr, or the nights cold; for by 
' favour of the weather, thefc plants are fometimes 
permitted to renoain abroad Until the end of this , 
month ; v/hcn at other times it is ofttri fo brid, as 
io render it neceffary to carry them in at the be- 
ginning or middle of the i)ionth; -for much M^et U 
very prejudicial to them, and fmaJI morning frofts 
would dcftroy or greatly damage m:^nv of them: 
therefore every one fliould be diredcd by the fea- 
fon, wh^n fo remove' thefe plants into "the hou(e. 

If the bark beds in which the pine-apples are 
plunged lave I oil their heat, they fhould be re- 
freflied, by ftirring the bark up with a fork, and 
adding fome frefh tan thereto, which will renew 
the heat ; and if the nights prove cfeld, the glaflcs 
(hould be carefully covered, that the plants may 
be kept in a growing flate; for it is better to keep 
them in the frames until the middle or end of Oc« 
tober, if the feafon be not too cold, than to place 
them in the ftove too early ; becaufe, whenever 
you remove them into the ftove, there mail be fires 

made 
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made every ijight, which will often dry the earth 
in the pots fo lall that they will require to be fre-

Toward the tatter ^nd of this month the orange- 
trees Ihould be removed into tile grecn-houfe, ob- 
ferving always todo it In a dry d:iy, when the leaves 
have no moifture upon them, and place them thinly . 
in the houfe, and as near the windows as poiltble^ , 
for there will be no occaficn for placing ilicm as 
they ar^ to (land during the winter, untihthe 
inyrtle$ and other hardy plants are brought into the 
^loufe, which need not be done until the middle or 
end of O£lobcj-, unkfs the nights prove very cold 
and frofty^ for the longer they can be kept abroad, 
the better they will thrive, and be in left danger of 
fullering iTi winter; but if the . orange-trees are 
kept abfoad too long, their leaves will change to k 
pale yellowifh colour; and when this happens, they .

Tiic other kinds of exotic plants intended for the 
ftove, or glafs-cales where conftan! fires are not ne- 
ccffary, muft be removed into fiielter as the feafon 
Igrdws cold, beginning with the tendered firft, and 
fo proceed on to the more hardy kinds; and never 
toiace them ixi exa£k order until they are all iioufed, 
S The 
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The htter end of this month^ pr beginning of the 
next, the lan-beds in the ftovc (hould be prepared 
to receive the tendertft exotic plants, which mufl 
be placed therein uhen the batk begins to warm; 
but cai£ muft be taken not to fuflfer the bark to 
heat violently^ for that wiH injure the roots of the 
plants, and endanger their health ; becaiifc when 
they receive daaiage at this feafoiit it is ali^oil im* 
poffible tp recover them in winter; therefore if the 
bark be found too hot, the pots muft not be plunged 
therein until the heat be abated.' • 

When the exotic plants are placed in the houfe^ 
care ihenld be taken to pick off all decayed leaves 
from them, and clear them and their branches 
, from filth cr infects, which, ifpermitl<?d to re- 
main upon them^ will greatly injure ihtm; and the 
earth in the pots (hotild be hiofened with a fmali - 
trowel, being carefol not to injure their roots ; and 
wlicrethe flems or branches or the plants have con- 
traded hlch,- they ihould be well cleaned before 
they are placed in the ftove.

When this is finiflied, there may be one row 
ofcabbi^ge or cclewoit planlf? planted in the middle 
of each alley, where in fevere winters thefe will 
often efcape, when thofe planted on the level ground 
are dcftroyed ; and as they will be taken away in 
iVIarcIi, the time the afparao"us-lK\is are dreffcd 
in the fpring, they wilt not injure it in the lead. 

In dry weather continue to earth up celery and 
cardoons to blanch them, and draw up fome full-

The end of this month the |H>ts of <dioice eama* 
tions ihould be placed under cover, to defend them 
from violent rains, fno\v,and fevere froll, aH which 
are enemies to iJaem; th erefore, if planted in finail 
halfpenny pots^ as dire|6l6d iathe mpnth of AuguA^ 
.they may be placed very clofe together in a ;gardcn 
firamc, or upon a bed arched over with hoops, aod 
covered with mats in bail jyeather, but -in mild dry 
feafons they cannot have too much air ; or if piung^ 
into the ground, or rotten tan up to their rims^ lo 
prevent the frofl from penetrating quite throfigh to 
their roots, it will be a more fifcure method th^io 
. let them ftand upon the i!ttr£ice of the f^e^tAKl. 

The pots of choice auriculas ihoidd have their

Th £ 4[roiind between the artichokes muft now 

be trenched, and the earth between the roots laid 
in riticres over them equally on the fides and fops, 
to prevent their injury by froft; which will prefervc 
them much better than lotjg dung^ as is by feme 
ignorant perfons ufed. But before this be done, 
the plants fhoiild he cut ofF quite clofe to thcfurfacc 
of the ground, unlefs where there are fonie very 
ftrong plants knit for fruit, which may be tied up 
with a fmall hay-b ind, and the earth laid up clofe 
to them to preferve them from frofl ; but if the 
weather fliould, afterwardi be fevere, the roots 
mud be covered over with a tittle dry litter, which 
ihould alwaATsbe taken off again when the weather 
is mild. By this method artichokes may be pre- 
fcrved all the winter; but in nnld feafons, this 
work ihouid be deferred to the end of this month 
or beginning of the next: for when earthed too ear- 
ly, they arc apt to fhoot through the ridges of 
earth before Chriilmas, and are th^m in dan cr of 
being cut oflF by froft ; fo tiiat where there is but a 
fmall quantity, which may be earthed in a little 
time, it fliould be done as late in tiic fcafon the 
mild weather will permit; .but in <^n^dens where 
there are great quantities, they muft beptin earlier, 
left the froft fliould fet in before they have finifhed. 
Thefe ridges of earth wil! be fufficicnt to pref?! ve 
the artichoices in ail common winters ; but if the 
froft happens to be very fevere, as it was in the 

L winter 
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u inter i 767-8, lay draw, long dung, peas-haulai, 
fern, or tannery baik overihe ridges, \vhich, if ei- 
ther oOhefe coverings be laid pretty thick, will en- 
tirely fecure ihem from being defti oyed ; but tli^ 
covering fhould be removed as foon as th^ fevere 
froil lb over. 

The afparagus-beds not dreflfed the laft month^

beds in the alleys, where tl\ty muil be buried^ and 
the earth fpread over the hed$j in the manner dU 
reStcd in the former month. 

In mild weather the cauliflower and lettuce plants 
'tinder glaiTes or in frames, ihould have as much 
firee air as poflible, by fetting off the giafles every 
day in dry weather, and in wet they fliould be kept 
over them; but raife them on one fide with prcp^,^ 
to let in as much air as pofTible, for much wet will 
caufe them to rot : nor muft they be too clofely co- 
%cred, left they draw up too weak, which will en- 
xlanecr them, if much frofiy weather without fun 
in the day-time fucceeds^ when they .will require 
to be -clofely covered, perhaps for feveral days to- > 
gether. 

Sow peas, and plant beans in dry weather, to 
fucceed thofe planted in the former month ; and 
draw earth to the ftems of peas and beans already 
come up, whidi will preferve them from injury by 

the fiofl^. 

Sow fallet-herbs upon moderate hot-beds; as let-* 
tuce, treOes, muftard, rape^ radiAi, turnip, t^c. 
that the tabic may be conflantly furnifhed with 
them; and in drv weather take up full grown en- 
dive^ and lay it into trenches to blaneli, obferving 
always to place it horisontally on the fides of the 
ridges towards the fon^ tliat the wet may run off, 
otherwife it will rot the plants: earth up celery to 
blMch it^ being careful not to bury the heart of the 
^ plants; 
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plants ; btit this woirk mud aiw^ays be done in dry 
weather. 

Dung and trench the ground deftgned for eartjr 

crops, layin^t in ridges until wanted, which will 
be of great fcrvice to refrelh and fweeten the 
ground; and where the fand is ftiff, the froft will 
mellow and foften it ; beiides^ by getHng as moch 
of this work performed as can be conveniently, it 
will put the bufincfs forward in the fpring, when 
many other things are required to be done. 

The beginning of this month fow carrots and ra* 
diflics on warm borders, near pales and hedges, to 
come early in the fpring, if not performed the latter 
end of the lafT: month; if fo, there may be more 
feeds f«wn the latter end of this, whereby there 
will be a greater chawcc of flicccfs. 

The fpinach, onions, and other crops fown in 
July and Auguft, muft be conftantly cleared from 
weeds, which ^ill overfpread the crops, and,^ by 
det^.iniiig tlie moifture, caufe them to rot. 

Pick ail decayed leaves off the cauliflower plants, 
and draw earth up to the flems of thofe under bell 
or hafid-glalTes, being careful not to draw the earth 
into their hearts, for that will dcflroy thein. 

Make hot-beds for afparagiis to fupply the table 
at'Chriftmas; thefe will not produpe fo large nor fo 
many heads as beds made the beginning of January, 
nor will they be near fo well-coloured : fo that p^r- 
fons defirou^ to have green well-coloured afparagus^ 
ihonld not make beds at this time. 

Take up the roots of carrots, parfnips, potatoes, 
beers, falfafy, fcorzonera, lirj^re-roottd parllev, 
Efc, toward the end of this month, and Uv them in 
fand, v^herethey may be defended from froft, wet, 
and vermin. For froft and much wet will deftroy 
them, and vermin will devour the roots; where 
this is neglefted, fliould the ground be frozen up 
for any continuance, there will be no poffibility of 
getting (he roots out of the grouod for ufe ; and

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uhen the froft is over^ thdc left in the groimd will 

foon dec.a} . 

If thii mcnih prove dry and frofry, you miifl: car- 
ry dung into the quarters oi the kitchen-gardtn, 
that it may be ready when wanted to dig the 
rround, which will forw?jd your affairs greatly* 
J he not cbferving this, often caufes a great hiirry 
of bufincfii^ which ought to be avoided as much as 
poflible; and whenever this happens, many things 
are either entirely nc^IcclcJ, cr {lighted over too 
'Careicfsly. 

Frelh tie the reed-hedges with ofiers, if not done 
the former month, otherwife the flrong winds- 

^-rhich ufually hap [ cn at this feafon will tearth.em 
from the (lakes anil bi eak the reeds, rejidering them 
iroublefome to repair, 

Hoi*beds either for falleting, cucumbers, or any 
otht r purpofc, muft be carefully attended at this 
fcafcn; the niglitb being lonsc and cold, and the 
days ffofiy, wet, or foggy, little .air can be given 
Ihem, whereby the plants often grow mouldy ^nd 
rot eff ; and the heat of the beds being often greatly 
abated eiihcr by rain or fnow, renders it difficult 
^to manage them at thisftafon. 

Atitumnal cauliflowers ihould now be tarefuHy 
looked over two or three times a week, to^break 
down the leaves over the heads that appear, to 
fruard t} vn\ Oom wet and morning -frofts, which 
will difcolour thofe cxpofed thereto^ and pull up the 
heads full grown for ufe. , .

Work to be dime in the Fhuit-Gardem, i 

If the feafon be mild you may ftill prune peach- 
trees, nectarines, apricotSj pear-trees, applt-tree5, 
vines,' and other kinds of fruit-trees, againft walk, 
efpaliers, or ftandards ; bur defer it not too late in 
the month, efpecially if the feafon be inclinable to 
hardfrod and fnow, particularly the tender kinds of 
ftone fruit ; becaufe great fnows fucceeded by fe** 
vere froft fometimes hurt the branches of the trees, 
when the wounds are frefh ; but pears and appk* 
are not in much danger ot injury. 

Divert your fig-trees.of all their late fruit, which, 

if left on, will rot and infeft the tender branches; 

then nail the fhootsclofc to the wail, whereby thev 

will be prote^ed from froilinuch better than if leit 

gt a diftance» Alfo place pannels of reeds before 

them, if the froft (houtd be very fevere in winder, 

which will preferve the young fiuii-'ing branches 

-from being killed, and caufe the fruit to come out 

mutch earlier the following fpring, than thofe left 

open ; and fig-^rees growing againft efpaliers (hould 

be loofened, and their branches tied together apd 

covered with hay-bands, ftraw, or peas^rbaulm, to 

prote^ them from froft ; by which management a 

good crop may be conftantly obtained. 

,L3 , Frul> 
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Fmit-lTccs planted the former month for ftand- 

atds Ihould be carefully flaked, and thofe againll 
walls and efpaiiers muft be faftened, to prevent 
their being difplaced by the wiod, whereby their 
new (ibfes fent forth from their roots (ince planted^ 
would be deftioyed^ to their ^ reat prejudice. Alfb 
nbfervc to lay fomc mulch upon the Airface of the 
ground about their roots (where not done already j) 
to prevent the froft from penetrating the ground to 
tlieir roots. 

Thebcglnnini^ of this month tranfphujt fruit-trees 
upon a warm dry foii, if the weather be mild ; but 
it would have weil better done the former month, 
becaufe the ground being then warm, the trees put 
©m fibres very focn after phiuiing, which ftrengthens 
ihem to endure the cold,^ whereas thofe late plant- 
ed,^ rarely take frefli roottog until jthe fprin^. 

Plant goofeberries, rafberries, ftrawbernes, and 
cunanls if the weather be mild : ^nd di£r between 
goufeben ies and currants foi meriy planted, to clear 
the ground hem weeds ; but firft prune the trees, 
that there may* b^ no littef afterwards ; and if you 
v ant ground for kitchen herbs, plant colewortsfor 
fpi ing ufe among them. 

Clear the ftrawberry-beds from weeds and run* 
ners, and dig up the alleys between the beds, fpread* 
ing a little of the earth upon the beds, which will 
greatly ilrengthen them ; but if the ground be very 
poor, it will be proper to fpread a little very rotten 
dunj^ over them, which will be very ferviceable. 

If any late fruits are ftill remaining upon the trees, 
gather them the firll dry day | for if they are fuf- 
lered to hang longer, they will be in danger of pe- 
rilhing by froft and wet : and the fine winter pears 
and apples giithered the laft month, mud now be 
packed up clofe in baikets, with double papers at 
their bottom and round their fid^s ; and when the 
fruit is placed therein, there ihould be a good co» 
vering of, wheat draw laid over the paper, and 

piaced 
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placed where neither froft nor too much air can get 
. to them, otherwife they wiliperlfli, or their (kins 
Ihrink in a fhort time,

Lay mulch upon the furface of the ground about 

the fteins oF new planted tree?, to prevent th** fmft 
from penetrating their roots, which often deilroys 
the young 6bres, and greatly weakens, and iff vejry 
wet ground frequently kills them.

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Continue to carry dung Into fueh parts of the 

ruifcry as requiiC ir, in dry weather, and fprcad it 
upon the furface of the ground between the trees, 
that the rain in winter ma^ walh the falts into the 
ground before it is dug up in the fpring. 

Where ^. on intend new plantations in fpring, 
the ground Ihould now be prepared by trenching it 
well, -and laying it in ridges, that the freft may 
mellow it. 

Fallen all new planted trees wiih flakes, i^c. that 
the jlrong winds at this time magnet diiplace them. 

Hardy exotic trees or (hrubs m pots, fhouid now 
be plunged cither into the earth, or fom'e eld tan*; 
bed in a warm fitiiation, to prevent the froil from 
fc•ee^^ng the roots through the fides of the pots, 
which is often deftrudive to them while yow^. ' 

The beds of young fecdfing exotic trees or flbrubs 
(hould now be protefted from feverc fioft, by 
plunging the pots in the manner before-meiitioned, - 
and arching them over with hoops, and covering 
them with mats before thefroll is fevere, or laying 
peas-haulm, or other jight coverinsr over them j 
which muft be taken off in miid weather.

The boxes and pots of feedling bulbous-rooted

Cut down the ftalks of late flowering plailts be- 
ginning to decay, and rake over the borders of the 
pkafure-garden to ftir the furface of the ground,

And prepare frdli co.rpofts at 
this feafon, that there may cot be wanting a fupply 
the following year ; for it is much better to have 
three or four ftocki under each other, that they may 
lie the longer, whereby thev will be better meliorT 
ated and prepared for ufe ; for if their parts be not 
wellmixedy the plants will not thrive near fo well* 

Toward the latter end of this month, if the lea-- 

fon piovc vvxt Oi irudy, ihc bicd^^-rf choice anema- 
nies^ ranunculufes^. and hyacinths, begmnuig to 
appear above ground^ fliould be arched over with 
hoops, covered with mats or trloths in bad weather^ • 
and to prevent the ff oft from penetraiing the roots, 
and keep off heavy rains and fnow, which, if per- 
mitted to foak into the beds, will often caufe the 
roots to rot in fpring: but as the hyacinth rarely 
conies up fo foon, the bed may be covered with 
old tan five or fix inches thick, which will prevent 
the froft from penetrating the ^ound, ana iecure 
the root«. 

Tlie wildemefs quarters fliould now be trimmed 
and dag between the trees, if negle&ed the former 
months, which will render it neat, and encourage 
the growth ct the trees ; but where flower^roota 
^row, care muft be taken not todeftroy them. 

In very wet or iiroily weater, when little work 
can be done in the gsirden, prepare feeds ready for ' 
fowing in fpring, and make a large quantity of 
numbers |o label your choice flowers ; and be fure 
to prepare your tools, that they may be ready when 
Ae weather is favourable. 

Roll and pole your grafs well, for the ground 
being moiftened, the roller will prefs it clof^, which 
will make the grafs fijae, and be ^ great advantage 
t# the fward.

The beginning of this month all the hardy exotic 
plants permitted to remain abroad till this time, but 

• . • . . require 
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xcquire proteftion in winter, lliould be removed in- 
to the green-houfc, or place defigncd for theni in 
winter; and now it is full time to place the plants in 
the order they are to remain all the winter ; in do- 
ing which, obferve to place the tallert pLmts [)acic- 
ward, and to let them llopedown gradually toward 
the front I but not placed fo clofe as that their 
branches may interfere, for that witFgreatly injufie 
their heads. 

In mild weather the hardy exotic plants (hould 
have as much free air as poiTible admitted to them, 
by opening the glaflfes every day; and. the plants 
fhoiild be daily looked over to fee which want wa- 
ter: lor there arefome forts requiring to be watered 
three or four times a week, when others do not 
above once ; therefore they muft not be all watered 
at the fiinie time, but only fuch as require it ; this 
fhould be performed in a morning, that the damp 
may pafs oftP before the windows are clofe (hut m 
' the evening, otWwife it will injtire the plants. 

Alfo frequently pick off all decayed leaves from 
the plants, and not permit th^m to fall among the 
> pots and tubs, making ia litter in the hou(e, and as 
they rot vnll infeSt the air; which being imbibed 
by the plants, will c^iife the m to change their leaves 
10 a pale fickly complej^ion. 

As the cold advances, the fires in the ilove ihould 
be increafed proportionably, beir:g careful not to 
overheat the a:r, left the plants (hoots too frtelv, 
which is injurious to them ^ nor ihouid it be too 
cold, left tbeir leaves decay and fait bff, and the^x- 
trcme parts of the plants perifh : therefore the fuc- 
cefs in managing tender exotic plants, greatly de- 
pends on keeping the air ot the (love in a proper 
- temperature, and duly proportioning th^ quantity 
of water at this feafon of the year. 

In winter pick off all decayed leaves from the 
tender plants in the (love, and clean their leaves 
and fieoi^from the fikh they are very fubje& to cq|i - 

tra^. 
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traft, and wafh ofF all infeSs, which often infed 
many, but eipecialiy the coffee- tree. 

The anana or pineapple plants mud not be fof- 
fered to remain longer in the bark-beds under frames 
than thebeg^inninf^ of the month, when they^llould 
be removed into the ftove, obferving to do it in a 
warm day, and place them in a warm fituatton^ ^ 
witbom which they feldom produce fruit : this is 
only to be underftood of thofe kept in a dry llove 
ki winter, for where there is a tan-bed in the llove, 
the plants mult be placed in it before this time.

This month is fubjeft to different forts of wea- 
ther I fiMnetimes the ground is frozen up^ fo that 
Jittie can be <km€ in (he garden ; at other times hard 
rains and thick (linking fogs render it Very uncom*^ 
foriabie ftirring abroad, bui efpeciaMy to perfons of 
tender conilitutions : and thi$ weather is aifo^ very 
injurious to tender plants. \ 

If this feafon is mild, yon may earth up arti* 
chokes ncgleSed the former months; in doing 
^which^ if the ground be not very good, bury fome 
rotten dung in it, which will greatly jwomote dieir 
«^rowth th^ following fpring. 

Can y dung into the quarters of the kltchen-gar- 
.den andfpreadit on the ground, trenching thtm up 
.where no crops remain, laying the earth in ridges, 
that it may be mellow^ by frofl^, and be fit for ufe 
when the feafon for cropping com^s on j if this be 
.neglefted in winter, there will be fo much other 
bufmefs to do in the fpring, that there wili not be 
time to trench it properly, which frequently occa- 
fions its being (lightly performed. 

Pick fnaiis out of the holes of old walls, or from 
under pales, hedges, broken pots, or other rubbiOi; 
.as alfo behind the ftems and bnuchet of waH fmit* 
ferees, in which places they lay themfelves up dur- 
ing the winter, and may be cafily taken befoie they 
get abroad again* 
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Sow creir s, mull.ird, rape, raJifh, turnip, and 
other fallct-heibs, upon a iQoderate iiot-bed^ co- 
' vered cither with frames, and arched over with 
*hoops or mats ; for thefe feeds will not come up, 
where ex poled to the open air. ' 

In mild weather oblerve to uncover the cauli- 
flower plants undec frames every dzy, that they 
may enjoy the free air, otherwife they will draw up 
weak: and conftantly pick off all decayed leaves, 
, which, if fuffered to remain, will be very injurious 
to them ; efpecially if it happens that the weather 
will not permit the beds to be uncovered for two or 
three days together in hard trolls, when decayed 
kaves^ rotting in the beds, will emit a rancid va- 
pour, which mixing with the confined air of the 
beds, will render it unwholfome. 

Earth up celery to blanch it ; this muft be done 
in dry weather, otherwife it will rot it. It (hould 
now be earthed up as near the tops of the plants as 
poffibie, to prottd: it fron^ froft ; and at the ap« 
proach of hard frod, cover celery and endive with 
fern, ftraw, or peas-haulm, to prevent the ground 
being frozen, otherwife it cannot be taken up durii^ 
the fi'oft'a continuance. And earth up cardoons as 
near their tops as poffibie, for the fame reafon. 

In mild weather take up endive in a dry day, and 
hang it up in a dry place for two or three days, that 
the moifture may drain firom between the leaves ; 
and then lay it in ridges on a dry fpot of ground ho- 
rizontally to blanch it, obferving to clofc the leaves 
up regularly, and put it uito the ground ahnoil to 
the tops of the plants. 

You may now make hot-beds for afparagus, for 
a fupply about the latter end of January ; for at this 
ieafon it will be near iix weeks from the time of 
msiting the beds, before it wiQ be 6t to cut, iC^the 
beds bo of a due temperature of heat. 

About 
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About the middle of the month, if the weather 
be mild, few early pea$on warm borders to fucceed 
thofe fown the former months ; and obferve to draw 

thettirih up about the (Icais of thofc come up, and 
in bad weather cover them with ftisiw or reeds to 
proted them from froft; and if Tome old taaislaid 
over the ground about their ftems, it will prevent 

the fiull fiOin penetrating, and greatly proteci the 
rplants. 

Take up cabbages and favoys defigned for feed^ 
and hang them up in a dry room by their ftalks for 
a week or ten days to diain ; and then plant them 
down in a warm border almoft ovec their heads, 
leaving only their upper part above ground ; but 
the earth Ihould be raifed iaa hill about each, to 
throw off the wet, which, if detained, will caufe 
them to rot: there fliould alfo be particular care 

•taken to plant each kind f^^parately at a diftancc^ 

• for when planted near each other, the farina of the 

•flowers will intermix, whereby their feeds will oe 
degenerated : and if the froft prove fevere, cover 
them over with dry ftraw, peas^haulm, or fern, to 
prevent it^ for want 6f this precaution, in hard 

' winters they arc frequenrly dcflroyed. 

es, carrots, and lettuce, in wai m bor- 
ders near w^Hs or pales, for an early crop, becaufe 
Ihofe fown the former months may be deftfoyed, 
and ihefe efcape; for which reafon it is neceflary 
always to have two or three crpps, qos under the 
other, in cafe any fail.

. be dug, the fences of the garden may be repaired 
where neceiUry; dung fiiould be carried into the

their pods or capfules, they iliould be made clean 
. and ready for fowing; and prepare all tools fit for 
life, that there may be na delay, when the feafon 
is favouraHe, for cropping the gfround. 

You muft new be very careful of yixiv mufti- 
room-beds, to cover them with frefh dry ftraw, ft 
thick as to keep .out thefroft and wet, both which

If the feafon be mild, the ground defigned for 

planting fruit-trees in February (hould now be 

trenched, and the borders of the fruiNscarden 

mended where necpflary, with freik earth and very 

!x>tten 
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rotten dung well mixed together^ which wilt greatly 
encourage rheir growth, and alfo add to the ft%^ 

and goodaefb of ihtir f:\iit. 

It will not be proper to prune fruit-trees, either 
againd walls or efpaliers, at this reafon, unlefs rt 
ihould be very mild weather, kft the froft fhould 
fct in foon after, which would injure the woiinded 
branches, efpccially of peaches, apricQts, and other 
tender (tone fruit-trees. 

Examine the trees in orchards, and cut off all 
dead branches from them, as alfo fuch as crofs each 
other; in dt^ing which oL>ferve to make the wound * 
floping, and as fmooth as poffibie, that the wet may 
the eafier pafs ofF without entering the wounds \ but 
the branches (hbnld be cat off clofe to the ftems^ 
nnd not left in fpurs, as by (bmc unlkilful perforis 
too otten pradifed. 

Dung and plough the OTound of orchards between 
' the ftandard-trecs, which will he of srreat ferVi«< 
to them, and caufe the fruit to be fairer and l^etter 
taftcd. ' 

The Tines in the vine^^yard ihouldnow be pruned, 
\t not done the former month % for where there is 
much of this work to perform, it fhould be begun 
as foon as the leaves fall, otherwife it may oecafion 
part of them to be left undone till the fpring, when 
the fap wtU flow out at tb< wounds, and weaken the 
plants 

In frofty weather be careful to cover the ground 
about new planted trees with mulch, to prevent the 
froft from penetrating to their roots, for this will 
greatly injure the young fibres, 

Alfo be very careful to keep the froft oau of the 
room where the choice winter fruits are put up, 
for whenever any arc frozen, ' they certainly decay 
foon after.

Beds oichoice nmunculufes^ anemonies, and hy- j 
^ acynths, mould be carefully co^^ered in very wet or 
frofty weather, both which are rqm]]y prejudicial 
to them ; fucli as aie com^ up ihouid be covered 
With mats^ but the other with tanners bark. 

The pots or boxes of fcedling flowers fliould be 
covered in very hard rains or fevere fi oft, othcrwifc I 
they will be in danger of being deilroyed. ! 

Cover the choice carnations and auriculas, to pro* i 
left them from great rains and fnow, which arc very 
injurious to them ; but in mild weather thev fhoiiM 
have as much free air as pofiibie^ otherwiie ihey 
will draw up- weak^ and beconfie very tender. 

Lay mulch about the roots of new-planted trees 
and fnrubs, as alio about exotic .trees planted in the * 
open air, to prevent the froft from penetrating to 

tbeir 
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their foots, which will greatly injure, if not deftrojr 
thenu 

Turn ever the feveral heaps of eai th prepared for 
the flower-garden, that the fi oft may mellow them ; 
and mix up fome new heaps^ that there may a 
quantity always prepared eight or ten months at 
leaft before ufed. 

In mild weather dfg and prepare beds and bor- 
ders ready for planting flower-roots m the fpring j 
in doing which, lay the earth up in a ridge, that the 
heavy rains may run off, which would render it too 
wet for planting, if the beds were laid flat to re- 
ceive all ibe moiUure.. 

Continue to dig up the ground in the wildernel^ * 
quarters, that the whole may be rendered neat 
a^^alnfl the next fprinT, whtn the trees Ix^m to

If the feafon be very cold, keep the windows 

and doors of the green-houfe clofe (hut ; and in 
frofty nights the iTiutters ihould be duly faftened to 
prevent the froft entering, but in mild weather they 
' ihouldbe opened every day, to give light to the plants; 
and wheri^ there is fun in fi6fty weather, and the 
air IS warmed, feme of the glaftes fhould be drawn 
down, to let in freiih air : but do this with caution, 
for at this time of the year there is frequently a 
damp moiil air, which if pent up in the houfe will 
caufe the tender fhoois of the plants to grow moul- 
dy and, decay; therefore whenever any mouldinefs 

appears, 
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appears^ it fhould be immediately cleaned off^ 
otherwife it will fpread^ and infed the netghboiu> 
ing plants; and diligently pick oiF ail decay edleaves, 

never fuffering thcni to iall upon the floor, or at 
ieail remain in the houfe, for they will rot and ia« . 
fed the air, to their injury. 

The plants fhouid now be watered very fparingty, 
efpecially fuch as are of a fucculent nature; as aloes," 
cereufes, fedums, euphorbia, cotyledon?, Cifc. htt 
the fnyrtlesy amomum Piinii, leonurufes, oleanders^- 
bays, adhatoda, with many other woody planta^ 
muft be ficquenily watered j but in cold weather 
not too much at a time, but rather often, and in 
lefs quantities^ fo as only to prerent their leaves 
from fhrinking and curling up* 
' The hrcs in the ftoves muft now be carefully kept 
up, as well in dark foggy weather as fevere froft ; 
for if the air be damp, it is equally injurious to them 
as a (harp air ; therefore you muft be direfted by a 
well graduated thermometer, a^ to the degree of 
heat they require. 

The ananas, pr pine-apples, muft have good 
" fhare of heat, otherwife they will not produce fruit 
the following fummer: they alfo require to be re* 
fretTied often with water, given them in fmall , 
quantities at this feafon, and placed in the ftove to 
warm, at leaft twelve or fourteen hours before ufed: 
where' this watering is negleSed, or unlkilfully 
performed, the plants are often fo checked, as not to 
be recovered in fome months after. 

The tender exotic plants plunged in the ,bark« 
bed, muft now be carefully tended, to water them 
as they require it ; and pick off all decayed leaves, 
and clear them from infers and filth, which they 
are fibjefl to contra£^, efpecially the coiFee-trees, 
which muft be often cleanfed, otherwife their leaVwS 
will decay.
